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Inventions...Old and New 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


About three thousand years ago a 
sage wrote these words which are 
familiar to most of us: “The thing 
that hath been, it is that which shall 
be; and that which is done, is that 
which shall be done; and there is no 
new thing under the sun,” etc. 

Chaucer wrote: 


“For out of the olde fieldes, as 
men saith, 
Cometh all this new corn from 
year to year; 
And out of olde books, in good faith, 
Cometh all this new science, 
that weve lere.’’ 


So here we find that Chaucer may 
be credited with calling the old and 
overused “corny.” There is nothing 
true that is new, and nothing new 
that is true. As the modern news- 
paper reader knows most of the 
American inventions of the past one 
hundred and fifty years were taken 
from the Russians who no doubt stole 
them from the Chinese of a much 
earlier date. Of course the Russian 
claims are in most cases outright 
propaganda, but then there is an- 
other story. Modern writers, by way 
of accounting for their dullness, ex- 
plain frankly that the ancients stole

all their best ideas. One by one our 
new discoveries and original inven- 
tions have been shown to be thous- 
ands of years old. 

Telescopes must have been direct- 
ed at the heavens in ancient times, 
or its astronomy could not have exist- 
ed. Although it is said that Arabs 
in their dry air have seen moons of 
Jupiter, with naked eye, and were 
responsible for the discovery of them. 
The Emperor Shan of China, 2225 
B. C., employing the movable tube 
which is used to observe the stars, 
put in order what regards the seven 
planets. So says Thornton in his 
“History of China,” quoting from an 
ancient chronicle. 

We have heard of Alexander the 
Great’s copy of “The Iliad” which 
could be inclosed in a nut-shell. Could 
it have been written without a micro- 
scope? Was Nero’s jewel for observ- 
ing gladiators at the Roman circus 
a form of opera glass? It is said that 
Hobbs borrowed his lock from the 
tombs of Egypt. 

Fournier, a French author of about 
a century ago, believed that the 19th 
century had no original ideas—no in- 
vention; in fact, it came too late for 
that; all had been thought before. 
It was, therefore, only an era of ma- 
turation and utilization. Research 
and application were the chief glories 
of that century. But further than this 
there was no individual inventor. Ac- 
cording to Fournier, printing only be- 
came what it is, because it came ex- 
actly at the time when thought re- 
quired the exvansion which this could 
furnish. Had it been discovered earl- 
ier, it would doubtless have perished. 
Disraeli believed that the Romans 
were acquainted with movable types, 
but would not let it be known, for 
fear of the spread of knowledge, and 
the consequent loss of aristocratic 
monopoly of enlightened thought. 

The Emperor Tiberius is said to 
have ordered the inventor of malle- 
able glass that bounced to be thrown 
from the cliffs of Capri because such 
substance would make gold and silver 
of little value. Louis XIV, of France 
is said to have pensioned an inventor 
of something in the way of an ex- 
plosive, the effect of ‘which sounds like 
nitro-glycerine, in order to save the 
world from much misery. The Greeks 
had a name for the atom, we wonder 
if it was ever split by some old sage. 

Now that the atom has come to be 
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a modern bugaboo, we hope that this 
old thought of some sage in the past 
has truth in it. He tells us: “The first 
thought of all that man was to 
do and create, during the existence 
of this earth, was created at the same 
time with himself, but under the for- 
mal condition that the maturity of the 
one should not precede the maturity 
of the other.” This must be true if 
there is a God in heaven or we are a 
pack of idiots playing with a danger- 
ous toy. Man is little, but humanity is 
great. When thought required strong- 
er wings we had the telegraph, then 
radio, and now television. Much dross 
is found in the golden thought but 
time will no doubt correct the defects. 

When the feudal system had its 
day, and the people crushed by 
iron armor, were prepared for free- 
dom, artillery came upon the scene. 
So the atom bomb came to end the 
Japanese plan for world conquest. 
The thoughts of Fournier and others, 
though old, are soothing. Only an 
atheist would believe that humanity 
could be wiped out by the hydrogen 
bomb. If there is a purpose in crea- 
tion, the Creator will release the de- 
fense or antidote to anything that 
tends to get out of control. 

Fournier had some __ excellent 
thoughts, but like the Russian press 
of the present day, Fournier was a 
Frenchman first, and he credits the 
germ of all modern ideas and redis- 
coveries to the French who were rob- 
bed by the English of all credit. He 
charges the English with plagiarism, 
forgery, and robbery. He lists among 
the thefts of the ideas of macadamiz- 
ed roads, iron bridges, gas, steam, 
iron ships and nautical almanacs. 

Gunpowder or some explosive pro- 
duct was known to the Chinese who 
had fireworks displays centuries be- 
fore the cannon came into warfare. 
It is also strange that when the time 
for an invention is ripe that it will 
come from more than one _ source. 
Newton and Leibnitz both discovered 
the fluxional calculus about the same 
time. Adams and Leverrier discovered 
the planet Neptune about the same 
time and Matthem Fontaine Maury, 
an American naval officer, is some- 
times included in the credits. 

The ancients also had the pseudo- 
scientific delusions which still clutter 
the minds of men in our age. These 
delusions may be in an embyro stage 
waiting for the proper time and the 
right man to make them useful to 
mankind. These things we now call 
delusions may be future truths of 
science; such as astrology and al- 
chemy. Tables were turned for the 
Roman emperors and spirits rapped 
in China and Tibet long before the 
For sisters snapped ‘their joints in 
New York state. 

Color photography was described 
by Tiphaigne de la Roche in 1760 in 
his “Giphantie,” in which some cur- 
ious passages are found. Cyrano de 
Bergerac, now known as the “French 
Durante,” in a romantic tale of a 
voyage to the moon described Edi- 
son’s phonograph long before the 
wizard of Menlo Park was born. Sci- 
ence fiction writers of today are de- 
scribing the inventions of the future

any unpublished items.” Madame 
Helena and myself will be thankful 
to anyone furnishing information on 
the unknown items particularly the 
Pathe recordings. 


My colleague, Jim Walsh, kindly 
supplied the following interesting and 
valuable material on Edith Helena’s 
Edison cylinders and early Victor’s. 

“As far as my research indicates, 
Edison issued only two Edith Helena 
cylinders and one Diamond Disc, un- 
less she made records for them in the 
1890's. 

“The cylinders are both two-minute 
black wax, No. 9546, ‘Last Rose of 
Summer,’ issued in May, 1907, and 
9556, ‘Intermezzo from Cavalleria 
Rusticana’ (a vocal imitation of a 
violin), June, 1907. ‘The Last Rose’ 
stayed in the catalog until August, 
1909, while the Intermezzo was still 
around on January, 1910. Edison sup- 
plement descriptions were often un- 
intentionally amusing, and I’m sorry 
I don’t have the ones for these re- 
cords. 

“However, Madame Helena’s voice 
must have reproduced with singular 
purity, for ‘W. N.,’ of New York 
City wrote in the New Phonogram 
for August, 1908: 

“T have read in the Phonogram 
how dogs and cats have been deceived 
by your records, but will go you sev- 
eral better by relating the following: 
One night I was playing my machine, 
and a friend of ours, a young woman, 
‘was present. Among the records that 
I played was No. 9546, “The Last 
Rose of Summer,” by Miss Edith He- 
lena. The next morning our neighbor 
living on the floor below started to 
praise the voice of the young woman. 
I asked him what made him think her 
voice was so beautiful, as he had 
never heard her sing, and he replied 
that he had heard her sing the night 
before. I thought he had lost his 
mind, as she had never sung for us. 
He then asked who, if not she, had 
sung the delightful piece, “The Last 
Rose of Summer.” I told him. that it 
was the phonograph and, as he 
wouldn’t believe me, I asked him to 
come up in the evening and I would 
play it for him. He did so, and he 
has decided to purchase an Edison 
machine.’ 

“Edith Helena’s one Diamond Disc 
51175, ‘Novelty Imitation Medley’ 
(Introducing ‘Kiss Me Again’ and 
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‘Last Rose of Summer’) appeared in 
August, 1923. The other side was 
‘Dreamy Hawaiian Shore’ (Vocal steel 
guitar imitation), by Virginia Burt 
(who also wrote the song) and 
Chorus. | quote the supplement: 
‘When hearing the first part of this 
melody don’t let it fool you into 
thinking that it is a violin solo, for 
such is not the case. Close attention 
will prove to you that Miss Edith Hel- 
ena is uncanny in her imitation. The 
second half of the record is that ever 
popular song, ‘Last Rose of Summer,’ 
in which is introduced a phenomenal 
high note (F above high C) that has 
earned for Miss Helena a world wide 
fame...’ (They weren’t kidding — 
in the Australian HMV catalogs 
Edith Helena was listed as “The phe- 
nomenon Soprano.” A.F.-A.) 

“The September, 1903, Victor sup- 
plement contained several Helena re- 
cords, with this comment: ‘Miss Hel- 
ena’s voice is a clear soprano, with 
an extremely wide range, and she 
sings F in alt with ease, a difficult 
feat which few of the great prime- 
donne have ever been able to accom- 
plish.’? The records were 2389—‘Last 
Rose;’ 2396, ‘Ah! non giunge - Son- 
nambula,’ and 2388, ‘Melba Waltz (Se 
Saran Rose).’ These were made in 
both 7 and 10 inch. By August 31, 
1904, two more had been added: 
M2509, ‘The Swallows,’ and V2564, 
‘Violin Imitation?’ — a remarkable 
imitation of a violin playing the Ca- 
valleria Intermezzo. This was only in 
77-inch. All these records had been 
cut out by January, 1908.” 

To the landmarks of our historical 
Westchester County, prominent 
among which are the house where 
Washington kept his headquarters 
and the house where the first cock- 
tail was made, must be added the 
house in which Edith Helena lives. 
And that is no exaggeration, for all 
year round, and especially during 
summer vacations, her place in Mount 
Kisco is visited by a most devoted 
crowd of record collectors and music 
lovers. And Edith Helena, petite, 
pretty and smiling, always there 
ready to meet her many friends and

admirers, to graciously welcome them 
and, if asked (which she invariably 
is) to sing for them a song or two 
—something she still can do amaz- 
ingly well. Another thing she does 
very engagingly is to reminisce; and 
here I’ll let the famous soprano her- 
self tell you a few incidents from her 
colorful life and career, which, if I 
were to tell, would lose the delight- 
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to the “Last Rose of Summer,” and holding in her hands the “violin imitation” from

ful flavor that only she can impart. 
But first I’d like to reproduce a 
sketch on Edith Helena, which ap- 
peared among the creme de la creme 
of American artists, in “Who’s Who 
on the Stage,’ edited by Walter 
Browne and E. De Roy Koch, and 
published by B. W. Dodge & Com- 
pany, in 1908: 

“HELENA, Miss Edith (Mrs. Edith 
Helen Jennings): Actress and singer, 
was born at 64 East Twelfth Street, 
New York City, December 23, 1876, 
her father being William Fleming 
Seymour. She was educated at the 
public schools, and before going on 
stage permanently was a _ trained 
nurse. She made her first appearance 
as a flower girl with Mapleson’s 
Opera Company at the Academy of 
Music, New York, when she was sev- 
en years old. Her professional début 
was at the Brighton Beach Music 
Hall, New York, in July, 1902, where 
she did a singing act in vaudeville. 
She toured the States in vaudeville 
until November, 1903, when she sailed 
for Europe, opening at the Rem- 
brandt Theatre, Amsterdam, Decem- 
ber 1, 1903. For two years she sang 
with great success at the Apollo, Dus- 
seldorf; Empire, London; Blumensale, 
Munich; Wintergarten, Berlin; Folies 
Marigny, Paris; Marseilles, Toulon, 
Nice, Barcelona, Rome, Genoa, Milan, 
Bologna, Frankfort, Strassburg, Brus-

sels and in this country. She played 
Violetta in ‘La Traviata’ in Bucharest 
October, 1905; in Brussels May, 1906, 
and with the Royal Italian Grand 
Opera Company in the Academy of 
Music and the Grand Opera House, 
New York, June 1907. Miss Helena 
has a vocal register ranging from 
lower G to A in altissimo, three oc- 
taves and two notes. She was mar- 
ried to N. A. Jennings, a well-known 
New York journalist, December 26, 
1893. Her favorite recreations are rid- 
ing, rowing and swimming.” 

Edith Helena’s eloquent eyes shine 
when her thoughts carry her through 
the years to her early start on the 
stage: ; 

“As I look back on my beginning,

I am firmly convinced that every 
phase of our lives, every jolt, every 
blessing, forms a pattern for the net- 
work of our future. 

“My father was gathered early in- 
to the Realms of the Beyond, leaving 
to my mother—a proud and most in- 
dependent woman—the task of sup- 
porting four little children. However, 
but for the aid of my grand-dad we 
would have starved, for life insur- 
ance was seldom taken out in those 
days. 

“Mother had a voice, and grand-dad 
owned a well-known costume estab- 
lishment catering to the best thea- 
tres . . . Mother’s first step was to 
get a job in Col. Mapleson’s Com- 
pany, at the old Academy of Music. 
She sang in small parts and chorus, 
and like so many of his workers help- 
ed with sewing during the day. I was 
with her all the time and my ever- 
listening ears gathered quite a lot of

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excitement from back stage. The 
opera seasons were short and some- 
times unprofitable, and resulted in 
many a fracas between the ‘Old Man’ 
and his artists. ‘No money, no show!’ 
—but the Colonel had a way with 
him. that soothed the savage tempers 
of the unpaid artists who, in time, 
‘would get their salaries in install- 
ments; salaries a singer would laugh 
at today. 

“But these seasons, short as they 
were, laid the ground work of opera 
in my retentive memory. so that when 
the time came to study the works 
Mapleson produced. the music was 
so familiar it was like pulling thread 
from a spool.... 

“When Iwas nine years old, I joined 
the children’s choir at New York’s 
Grace Church. I had a beautiful and 
mature voice and the organist taught 
me forty hymns. I used to lead the 
singing every day at the four o’clock 
evening service. I stayed with the 
choir until I was twelve.... 

“During this time I met President 
Arthur, and every time his name is 
mentioned I can feel my little hand 
in his. .. . I remember telling my 
aunt Edith that I was going to mar- 
ry him when I grew up, as we later 
watched this handsomest of presi- 
dents review a parade on Decoration 
Day. 

“My first singing teacher was the 
well-known baritone Tagliapietra, 
who, when he discovered that I had 
phenomenal high notes, totally neg- 
lected the lower tones, which, of 
course, did not get me anywhere. For- 
tunately I then became sick. Upon 
my recovery, I met the famous tenor 
Alberto De Bassini, at Mme. Romel- 
lo’s Restaurant on University Place, 
N. Y., where my husband, son and 
I had the parlor floor. He taught me 
for a total of about twelve months, 
but this was spread over a period 
of years, beginning in 1898.... He 
would go away for months and come 
back for a few ‘weeks. ... 

“Like many an ambitious young- 
ster, I thought that after a year of 
vocal study, all I had to do was to 
audition for Maurice Grau and he’d 
cancel a couple of soprano’s con- 
tracts and I’d step right into the 
breach. .. . After just such an audi- 
tion in the darkened Met, flanked by 


my husband and with my teacher

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De Bassini at the piano, Mr. Grau ap- 
peared from the black void out front 
and said in a gentle tone: ‘You have 
a voice that pleases me very much 
but, to be frank, that is all I can 
truthfully say. I couldn’t tell for the 
life of me whether you are a good 
primadonna or not. I can only tell 
successful singers when I go to see 
a performance and the reaction of 
the audience.’ His assistant, whose 
name I have forgotten, but who was 
a great friend of De Bassini and had 
arranged the audition, nodded his 
head to affirm this amazing state- 
ment, and we left thanking the gen- 
tleman. 

“TI was in tears but De Bassini 
happened to notice a poster, ‘Duss’ 
Band — Fifty Artists-Musicians—St. 
Nicholas Rink.’ We took a street car 
to the place, although my husband 
could not see why and, fortunately, 
there was'Mr. Duss, in short sleeves, 
conducting a rehearsal. He was very 
happy to see De Bassini and obliging- 
ly interrupted the rehearsal to hear 
me sing ‘The Last Rose of Summer,’ 
which I did with all the nervousness 
of a stray cat in a rat trap. As soon 
as the musicians’ applause died down 
I was bonded to Mr. Duss for the fol- 
lowing week’s six nights—one ap- 
pearance each night to sing ‘The 
Last Rose of Summer’ and ‘Ah, non 
giunge,’ with the munificent sum of 
fifty dollars come Saturday night. 

“At last I was on my way. The 
Grau incident faded with the evening 
sun and we all returned happily home. 

“On Monday evening a music pub- 
lisher’s scout from the Charles K. 
Harris office happened to come in, to 
get Mr. Duss to play one of the firm’s 
new songs. I don’t think he saw Duss 
but he did see my husband and me, 
and it ended with my promising to 
be at the Harris’ office the following 
day to meet Mr. Grau—Bob Grau, 
brother of Maurice and agent pleni- 
potentiary to all the biggest names 
in the vaudeville business. 

“The scout, Mr. Jack Rose, insist- 
ed that I had the most beautiful voice 
he had ever heard and that I’d stop 
any show I was put into. We went 
home, with Grau remaining some- 
what dubious, but it so happened that 
one of his performers had a cold 
and could not open at the Brighton 
Beach Music Hall (in Coney Island, 
N. Y.). Grau then took the risk of 
booking me there. After the first per- 
formance which played to a nearly 
empty house because of rain, Jack 
Rose told me to get an’encore. My 
husband suggested my imitation vio- 
lin trick which I liked to do at par- 
. ties at home... . We asked the lead- 
er of the orchestra if he would fake 
the ‘Cavalleria Rusticana’ Intermez- 
zo. He would and he did in the orig- 
inal key in which I ended on a high 
A (one octave higher than the A 
above the staff—A.F.-A.) As it was 
still raining, the audience 'was very 
small and I couldn’t tell whether I 
appealed to the public, but the or- 
chestra leader was so pleased that 
during the intermission he made a 
rough orchestration in a lower key so 
I would not get tired—the audience 
would not know a high E from a high 
A anyway.

“Well, the house filled to capacity 
at last and I felt everything would 
be well after the first selection, ‘Caro 
nome.’ The ‘Last Rose’ also clicked 
but after the violin imitation the 
house went wild. The curtain went up 
and down on the following act be- 
cause nothing was wanted but the 
violin. .. . In the audience was Grau 
with a representative from St. Louis 
who booked me for a Park, there... . 

“T was sent to Chase’s Theatre, 
Washington, D. C., to entertain at the 
G.A.R. reunion; with Marie Dress- 
ler the star, Della Fox featured, and 
I a sort of also ran. ... The next 
thing I knew Mr. Chase was at the 
door of my dressing room with a 
calling card which he handed me to 
read. It said: ‘Edith Helena opens at 
the Chase’s Theatre, one week from 
tomorrow, salary $250.’ 

“From then on things went swim- 
mingly. . One Sunday in July 
found me on Hammerstein’s Victoria 
Roof rehearsing for that night’s show. 
. . . That engagement stretched out 
for several weeks . .. Orpheum cir- 
cuit in the Middle West... . Booked 
for one year in Europe starting at 
the new Rembrandt Theatre in Am- 
sterdam, Holland, December 1, 1903. 


“T sang Violetta in 1905 in Bucha- 
rest, at the La Monnaie in Brussels 
in 1906, and with the Royal Grand 
Opera Company at the Academy of 
Music in 1907. 


“Then back to the Orpheum cir- 
cuit. . . . It was during the layoff 
week that I met Mr. Milton Aborn 
pacing’ outside his office which hap- 
pened to be next to that of my agent. 
The latter reminded me that I seemed 
to know ‘Traviata’ pretty well and 
that the nervous walker ‘was in quite 
a dither for a primadonna who could 
help him out that night. . . We 
were properly introduced and made 
the bargain that I would sing for 
$50, which I don’t think he eared to 
pay but I did not ask him, and 
rushed home to polish up the fart, 
and then over to a theatre in Brook- 
lyn where J rehearsed with the lead- 
er. I did mv best that night to put 
over my version of the Lady of the 
Camelias, and right after the per- 
formance caught a midnight train 
for Winnipeg, Canada. .. . I didn’t 
hear a thine from Aborn until the 
following June, when he _ asked 
whether I cared to sing ‘Traviata’ 
and any other operas I knew, for 
him, in Milwaukee, as soon as pos- 
sible. . ... I sang ‘Lucia,’ ‘Trova- 
tore,’ ‘Martha,’ ‘Cavalleria’ and ‘Pag- 
liacci.’ 

“T joined the Aborns for good in 
1910, remaining with them for about 
eight years. We opened at the Na- 
tional Theatre in May of that year 
in ‘Lucia,’ with President Taft sit- 
ting in a box, and I felt the world 
at my feet after reading the no- 
tices. . . . I sang several weeks in 
the capitol, went back to vaudeville 
for the summer, and then went on 
the road with Aborn in ‘Martha,’ 
‘Lucia’ and _ Trovatore.’ 
Spring came and I hopped from the 
Academy of Music in Brooklyn to 
Providence, Washington, Baltimore 
and Pittsburgh, then toured again, 
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with orders to be ready for ‘Thais,’ 
‘Aida,’ ‘Cavalleria’ and ‘Pagliacci.’ 
Later I sang with the Aborn Compa- 
ny at the Century Theatre in New 
York. 

“My complete repertoire? Let’s see 
now — I sang ‘Aida,’ ‘Butterfly,’ 
‘Cavalleria,’ ‘Pagliacci,’ the title role 
in ‘Carmen,’ ‘Lucia,’ ‘Hansel and 
Gretel,*Martha,’ ‘Tales of Hoffmann’ 
(all three parts), ‘Faust,’ ‘Thais,’ 
‘Traviata,’ ‘Trovatore,’ ‘Lohengrin,’ 
‘Rigoletto’ and ‘Jewels of the Ma- 
donna.’ I knew but never sang ‘Son- 
nambula,’ ‘Tosca,’ ‘Bohéme’ and sev- 
eral others. 

“‘Butterfly’ is still my favorite 
role, with ‘Jewels of the Madonna’ my 
obsession. I studied ‘Tosca’ because 
I not only believed I’d sing it well, 
but secretly thought I’d be histrioni- 
cally perfect in it; but I never got 
the chance to do it. 

“Once when my teacher De Bassini 
and his charming wife heard me as 
Elsa and complimented my work. I 
was the happiest human in the world, 
for they had always told me that 
no woman with a family could serve 
two masters—it would of necessity 
have to be either the children or the 
opera. I proved to them that it can 
be done; but it is not easy. 

“T have been asked just when I 
started making records. When the 
Edison Phonograph first thrust its 
little self on an amazed people, and 
found a place to show off in little 
empty stores called the Nickelodeons, 
I was one of the first to make them. 
They were ‘The Melba Waltz’ and 
‘The Swallows.’ When I first heard 
my own voice with an accompaniment 
of wheezes and scratchings I turned 
away in horror. Was that how my 
singing sounded? I’d never sing in 
the darn thing again, so help me! 
But my husband had made an agree- 
ment and I had to sing whether I 
liked it or not. 

“Then we bought a machine and, 
as anyone could make records, my 
husband and a friend from Massa- 
chusetts, Mr. Frank C. Murray, be- 
gan experimenting to improve the 
volume and sound. Both had ideas 
but little money, They built a plat- 
form at the end of our big dining 
room and put the piano on it. They 
also made three-feet-square frames 
on which were stretched collodion 
films, through which I sang day af- 
ter day while the machine was be- 
ing experimented with, until the day 
finally came when the piano went 
back to the living room, and our dear 
colored cook could serve a meal in 
its proper environment. 

“A few evenings ago Mrs. Artsay 
came to visit me bringing what I 
first thought was a.small sewing ma- 
chine. It was, however, an Edison 
cylinder player, and she put on one 
of my 1907 Edison cylinders, ‘The 
Last Rose of Summer,’ sans scratch- 
ing, wheezes or tiny sounds. I think 
it’s one of the clearest replicas of 
my voice I ever heard. 

“Then my husband met Mr. Childs 
of the new recording studio at 35th 
or 36th Street in New York, called 
Berliner’s at that time and Victor 
Talking Machine shortly after. Mr.

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George H. O’Connor 


The day was Saturday, August 7, 
1948, and the time about 9 in the 
morning. I had come to Roanoke, 
Va., a few months before as a re- 
porter and feature writer for the 
World News. At the moment I was 
- my way to Hotel Roanoke to get 

“story” about the annual meeting 
of the Virginia State Bar Association. 

As I walked, I glanced at a copy 
of the program which “Smitty,” my 
city editor, had handed me, and sud- 
denly my attention was caught by 
the statement that a Washington at- 
torney, George H. O’Connor, would 
entertain at that night’s banquet ses- 
sion. 

I stopped for an instant. George 
H. O’Connor! Where had I heard 
that name before? Then it occurred 
to me—could this be the same George 
O’Connor who had made many pop- 
ular Columbia records from 1915 to 
1918? A fine singer of the once pop- 
ular “coon songs” in the style made 
classical by such great performers as 
Arthur Collins, Bob Roberts and Ed- 
die Morton (his style especially re- 
sembled Morton’s), he had long been 
one of my prime favorites. Then I re- 
called, almost word for word, a para- 
graph in the Columbia record supple- 
ment for January, 1918: 

“George H. O’Connor is a lawyer— 
you must take our word for that— 
one of the best known humorists and 
singers in Washington and, above all, 
a lover of Dixie, Our coupling shows 
it!” (The “coupling” consisted of 
“Down South Everybody’s Happy” 
and “Down Where the Sweet Pota- 
toes Grow,” in the latter of which he 
had the assistance of the Peerless 
Quartet, calling itself for the occa- 
sion the Columbia Quartet). 

Something else occurred to me as 
I stood stockstill, digesting this un- 
expected bit of good luck. George 
O’Connor was an entertainer to whom 
the abused word “fabulous” might 
be applied. The ragtime specialist 
and “coon shouter’” was said to have 
been the favorite White House enter- 
tainer of every President from 
McKinley through Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. No big-time social event in the 
Capitol was complete without O’Con- 
nor. Probably you can imagine that 
my feet accelerated their tempo and 
I felt exultant at the possibility of 
meeting the legendary George as I 
_ my pilgrimage to the ho- 
el. 

My friend, the switchboard oper-

ator, smiled at me as I entered, and 
told me she believed Mr. O’Connor 
was in his room. I put in a call, ex- 
plained who I was and what I want- 
ed, and was told by a voice that 
had become familiar to me through 
dozens of recordings to “come right 
on up.” 

II. Meeting George O’Connor 

When I opened the door, I found 
myself facing a short, stout, gray- 
haired, elderly man. My first impres- 
sion was that he looked tired, but 
his face lighted with a genial smile 
as we shook hands and I said that 
I was particularly glad of the chance 
to interview him because I had so 
long admired and enjoved his rec- 
ords. He chuckled gleefully when I 
added: “But [ have oue complaimt 
to make. It’s awtully hard to find 
good second-hand copies of your rec- 
ords. Their former owliers have near- 
lv always piayed then to pieces!” 
This truthful compliment set up such 
a warm glow of friendship that with- 
in a few minutes we were “George” 
and “Jim” to each other. 

The serious business of inlerview- 
ing then got under way. George, who 
was 68, told m- he fixst realized his 
abilities as a humorist and singer of 
comic songs while attending George- 
town University. He gave me a sur- 
prise by adding that while he was 
in college he made brown wax cylin- 
ders for the old Columbia Phono- 
graph Company, b‘efore Columbia 
moved its headouarters in 1897 from 
Washington to New York. Like his 
better known contemp.rary of the 
’90’s, Len Spencer, he sang into 2 
row of six or eight phonographs 
perched on top of a piano, and vre- 
ceived a few cents for each accepted 
record. George couldi’t remember 
whether he sanz under his own name 
or used an “alias,” but I have never 
seen him listed in any Columbia cylin- 
der catalog. He probably was one 
of the performers called on to make 
records for special occasions, but who 
was not considered a “professional” 
and whose output was not cata- 
logued. Another surprise was O’Con- 
nor’s statement that he helped Emile 
Berliner with the German inventor’s 
early experiments in turning out 
dise records, but none of his efforts 
were issued under the Berliner label. 
However, many years later he did, 
as I shall explain, make two Victor 
records under unusual circumstances. 

Looking at the roly-poly comedian 


with the twinkling blue eyes that 
no longer appeared tired, it was hard 
to realize he was not only an enter- 
tainer but was also a prominent 
member of the Washington bar and 
president of the District Title Insur- 
ance Company. Later that day I was 
told by one of his friends Col. Chris- 
topher B. Garnett: “George is not 
only a darn good comedian, he’s also 
a darn good lawyer and business 
man”—an undeniably true _ state- 
ment. 

Naturally, I asked George how he 
happened to resume making records 
for Columbia in 1915, and I re- 
ceived another surprise when he said 
his Columbia contract was the re- 
sult of “propaganda” by President 
Woodrow Wilson’s daughter, Mar- 
garet Woodrow Wilson. In those days 
Miss Wilson had a prominence as a 
concert soprano akin to that Mar- 
garet Truman more recently has en- 
joyed. She heard O’Connor sing at 
White House receptions and insisted 
that the Columbia Company, to which 
she was under contract, should make 
some O’Connor records. He proved 
to have a splendid “recording voice” 
and his discs were big sellers from 
the start. 

George told me he thought his first 
record, “The Mississippi Barbecue,” 
was his best, but was under the mis- 
taken impression that it was never 
issued, I expressed a preference for 
“They May Call You Hawaiian Un 
Broadway,” to which he had written 
the words and his accompanist the 
late “Matt” Horn, an irresistible, ro!- 
licking tune. “Of course,” I quali- 
fied my admiration by saying, “the 
song wouldn’t do nowadays for ra- 
dio use or any type of public per- 
formance. The National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple would be down on you—and who 
could blame them?” ( I had reason 
to remember those words a few years 
later). 

“Well,” George returned thought- 
fully, “it just goes to show you how 
times change. I have always been a 
friend of the colored people, and I 
had no intention when I wrote ‘They 
May Call You Hawaiian’ of ridicul- 
ing the Negroes as a race or reflect- 
ing on them. I was only poking good- 
natured fun at a character who put 
on airs to which he wasn’t entitled, 
and he could just as well have been 
a member of any other nationality 
or race except that I specialized in 
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Negro dialect. There won’t be any 
colored people at the banquet, so I’m 
going to sing that song tonight with- 
out fear of offending anyone. You re- 
member how the chorus goes, don't 
you?” 

And then I had the honor of join- 
ing George O’Connor in singing the 
refrain of his own composition about 
“Mose Walker, a high-yellow nigger,” 
who got a job playing in a Hawaiian 
band but was always detected by old 
friends, who shouted: “They may 
call you Hawaiian on Broadway, but 
you’re just a plain nigger to me!” 

The refrain goes: 


Jes’ because you pick a ukelele 
an’ say ‘wicky’ now an’ then, 
An’ wear a what-you-call-it 
"round yo’ neck, 
you ain’t foolin’ yo’ ol’ frien,. 
You may comb your hair with cocoa 
butter ’til it’s shiny as can be— 
They may call you Hawaiian on 
Broadway, 
but yow’re jes’ a plain nigger tome! 


Although these words would have 
been considered innocuous 40 years 
ago in the great days of dialect 
comedy when there seems to have 
been more good-natured give and take 
among races and creeds than there 
is today, they obviously would be 
offensive nowadays to sensitive Ne- 
groes who have developed an ever 
increasing pride of race. However, 
I accepted George O’Connor’s word 
when he said he had never had any 
idea of hurting anyone’s feelings by 
his dialect work. He was, I was sure, 
too gentle and kindly to want to hurt 
anyone. 

Al Jolson, another distinguished 
native of Washington was men- 
tioned, and George quoted a Colum- 
bia official as telling him that Jolson 
was paid only $25 for his first Co- 
lumbia record. This was a statement 
I have never been able to accept, 
and I think George’s memory was 
playing him tricks, because Jolson 
had first been an exclusive Victor 
artist and it didn’t stand to reason 
that, in 1918, when he had already 
become a big name, he would quit 
Victor to sign up exclusively with 
Columbia for a mere $25 a record. 

I said something about George not 
having made duets with other ar- 
tists and he remarked that the only 
recording in which he had “outside 
help” was his rendition of an old 
Harry Von Tilzer number, “Down 
Where the Sweet Potatoes Grow” 
which, as I have said, he made with 
the assistance of the Peerless Quar- 


“We had an awful time making 
that record,” George said. “Took us 
nearly all day. Every time we’d think 
we were all set something went 
wrong. But that was a fine bunch 
of singers I was with. Let’s see, 
what was the name of the leader of 
that quartet—the fellow who made 
more records than anybody else—big 
fat fellow—?” 

“Henry Burr,” I chimed in. 

“Oh yes, that’s right—Burr. Real 
name was McClaskey, wasn’t it?” 

“Yes, Harry McClaskey.” 

“Sure. And then there was little 
Albert Campbell, the top tenor; a 


tall, skinny, bald-headed fellow, John 
Meyer, as the bass, and another fat 
boy, Arthur Collins, the ‘Preacher 
and the Bear’ man, for the baritone. 
Well, as I said, everything went 
wrong. Burr and Meyer and Collins 
got mad and started cussing. One 
time when we all had to duck down 
below the horn so the sound of the or- 
chestra playing mid-way of the rec- 
ord could get through, Meyer and 
Collins bumped their heads together 
and then there was some real lan- 
guage. Of course we had to start all 
over. Only fellow that didn’t lose his 
temper was little Al, He laughed and 
took the whole thing as a joke!” 

George mentioned that he’d very 
much like to find the sheet music of 
an old Irish comic song, ‘Dolan’s 
Poker Party,” and I told him I might 
be able to get it for him from my 
friend Frank Crumit, who had made 
a Victor record of the song. I wrote 
to Frank about it and he promised 
to see what he could do, but alas! 
poor Frank died exactly a month 
from the day I met George and never 
got around to helping out. 


Ill. Favorite Songs of Presidents 

I asked George about the personal 
characteristics and favorite songs of 
the Presidents he had known. He 
said it had been so long ayo he 
couldn’t remember any of William 
McKinley’s favorites, but added: “My 
most popular number in those days 
was a coon song, ’Lam’, Lam’, Lam’, 
that came out in 1900.” I told him 
I had a clipping from an old copy of 
the Washington Times-Herald, in 
which Dick Mansfield, a traffic offi- 
cer who combined police work with 
cartooning, had drawn a caricature 
of him singing “Lam’, Lam’, Lam’” 
to Matt Horn’s accom»eniment. 

Neither did O’Connvr recall any 
of Theodore Roosevelt’s pet tunes, 
but he laughed joyously when Wil- 
liam Howard Taft was mentioned. 

“You know,” George said, “in 1912 
the Republican party was hopelessly 
split. Taft was renominated, “but 
Roosevelt had formed the Progressive 
party, which meant that the Demo- 
cratic nominee, Woodrow Wilson, was 
a shoo-in to win. Taft realized that 
as well as anybody else, and he 
proved that he knew he was licked 
by sending for me to come to the 
White House. 

“George,” he said, “I’m on good 
terms with the people who make Vic- 
trolas and Victor records, because 
I’ve installed a ‘Victrola corner’ here 
in the White House, and they’ve 
given it wide publicity. So I want 
you to go down to Camden and make 
two Victor records specially for me. 
They’ll be glad to record them when 
vou tell them they’re for President 
Taft.” 

“‘*What are the songs, Mr. Presi- 
dent?’ I asked, and Taft’s fat sides 
shook as if he would explode when 
he said; 

“<‘They’re two of your favorite 
coon songs. One is ‘Tain’t No Dis- 
grace to Run When You’re Skeered’ 
and the other is ‘If He Comes In, I’m 
Goin’ Out!’” 

So O’Connor went to Camden and 
made the two records, whose titles 
reflected Taft’s certainty that he 
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would be defeated in the November 
election. Only half a dozen copies of 
each were pressed. George said he 
still had his, but they were cracked. 
He had no idea whether Taft’s per- 
sonal copies had survived. And that 
was his only experience as a Victor 
recording artist. 

Continuing our talk of the Presi- 
dents, George said Wilson was es- 
pecially fond of an Italian dialect 
song, “My Cousin Caruso,” written 
in 1909 by Edward Madden and Gus 
Edwards. He recalled Harding as a 
“genial, good-natured fellow,” who 
seemed to have no outstanding mu- 
sical preferences. Perhaps Calvin 
Coolidge’s New England appreciation 
of thrift and frugality was respon- 
sible for his preferring a_ hilarious 
1916 Irving Berlin hit, “Cohen Owes 
Me 97 Dollars,” which told of an 
aged Jewish merchant instructing 
his son to collect from all their cred- 
itors so the old gentleman could “die 
mit a smile upon my face.” After the 
money was collected, papa got well 
because “when business is so good, 
it’s no time for a ,business man to 
die.” It seems that* dialect numbers 
were as popular with Presidents as 
with the public at large. 

Hooyer, O’Connor said, had a 
strong sense of humor that the gen- 
erality of people didn’t suspect, but 
during his years as chief executive 
he was so harassed by the depres- 
sion that he seldom smiled and al- 
most never took part in any social 
functions. “He put in the iongest 
hours and was the hardest working 
President we’ve ever had. I didn’t 
have any idea he would live through 
his term,” George said. Happily, Mr. 
Hoover did live, and today has the 
nation’s esteem and affection at the 
age of 80. 


IV. FDR Liked “Saloon.” 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was de- 
scribed by O’Connor as “one of the 
boys” and “a hail-fellow well-met,” 
who liked to get together with his 
cronies for a roaring and perhaps 
ribald good time, I mentioned the 
popular belief that “Home On The 
Range” was Roosevelt’s favorite song, 
but George laughed again as he said 
it was the song that FDR hated 
more than any other. A White House 
assistant, Marvin McIntyre, had been 
fond of singing the number as a 
member of an amateur quartet and 
he impishly started the rumor that 
it was Roosevelt’s favorite so he’d 
have a chance to sing it at entertain- 
ments attended by the President. 
Poor FDR was obliged to writhe 
through innumerable renditions of 
that pathetic ballad while his hosts 
thought they were delighting his 
ears with his favorite song. 

O’Connor quoted Mr. Roosevelt as 
saying: “George, you know I’m fond 
of you and like to hear you sing, but 
if you ever sound off with that blan- 
kety-blanked ‘Home On The Range’ 
in my presence, I‘ll kill you!” 

“Then what is Roosevelt’s favorite 
song?” I inquired (FDR was alive 
at that time), and George replied: 

“It’s one that was written in 1921 
by George Whiting and Ernest R. 
Ball. Ernie Ball—we used to call 
him ‘The Silent Swede’—specialized 
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in ballads like ‘When Irish Eyes Are 
Smiling’ and ‘Mother Machree’, and 
maybe that’s the reason why he dis- 
guised his name on ‘Saloon’ as Rol- 
and FE. Llab. It’s a song praising the 
glories of the old-fashioned saloon 
that was supposed to have been killed 
by prohibition, and Roosevelt likes to 
join me in singing it. I brought down 
the house when I sang it at the 
White House Correspondents’ annual 
dinner in 1933, with FDR attending. 
“Incidentally,” George added proudly, 
“I’m the only honorary member of 
the White House Correspondents’ As- 
sociation.” 

For my benefit he sang “Saloon,” 
the chorus of which will be printed 
later in this article. 

“That’s funny,” I said thoughtful- 
ly, “but it’s odd, too, that the Pres- 
ident thinks so much of that song. Of 
course he advocated prohibition re- 
peal in his 1932 campaign, but he 
was represented to be personally a 
fotal abstainer and he pledged that 
the saloon should never return— 
though of course it has.” 

George laughed jovially, “That 
‘total abstainer’ stuff and pledge not 
to let the saloon return was just a 
gag,” he said, “ to get the vote of 
the temperance element. FDR prob- 
ably pours more hard liquor down 
his hatch than any other man in the 
White House since Grant.” 

“Does he have a keen sense of 
humor?” I asked, and George replied: 

“In his own way his sense of hu- 

mor is very strong, but it has its 
own rules and reguiations and re- 
strictions. The President likes to kid 
his cronies, but they mustn’t kid him 
in return. He gives them names like 
‘Tommy the Cork’ and ‘Sammy the 
Rose’ but it would be just tov bad 
if one of them spoke cf him to his 
face as, say, ‘Frankie the Roose.’ He’s 
got a strong sense of his own dig- 
nity and when there's «idding to be 
done he’s the one to ao it. As far 
as he is concerned, joking 1s strictly 
a one-way street with him working 
the street.” 
_ In spite of this rather acid crit- 
icism, I nevertheiess got the ixipres- 
sion. though George didn’t sav so 
outright, that Roosevelt was his fa- 
vorite of all the Pr.sidents he had 
known, with the possible exception of 
Taft. 

When I left George O’Connor af- 
ter a long and, to me, most enjoy- 
able meeting, he urged me to come 
to the banquet session that night 
and hear him sing “They. May Call 
You Hawaiian On Broadway.” Un- 
fortunately, something came up to 
keep me from going, but although we 
never met again we didn’t lose track 
of each other.

Childs seemed to. like my voice and 
I did the ‘Melba Waltz’ for him. Rec- 
ords were made over and over, of 
the same piece, sometimes as many 
as fifteen in succession, with Mr. 
Child’s warning he didn’t want to 
hear any breathing, pulling me away 
on the high notes and pushing me 
forward on the low tones. ... I also 
remember singing ‘Linda di Chamou- 
nix,’ ‘Mignon’ and ‘The Swallows,’ 
and a song about a baker’s wife, 
with a quartet, which I thought was 
very good but, somehow, Childs did 
HOL;.>:2.. 


“A bad feature of vocal record- 
ing efforts then was the necessity 
to rush so that the whole number 
would get on the dise.... 


“Tt was rather nerve-wracking, for 
one was made very conscious of the 
fact that those discs cost money and 
any mistakes or “blasting” meant 
the record had to be shaved off, 
which took time and thinned the mas- 
ter disc. ... 


“We were quite surprised one day, 
when we met a friend who had a 
job with the Berliner Co. sales de- 
partment, to hear that the Company 
had sold nearly 50,000 copies of my 
‘Melba Waltz.’ He hoped I was be- 
ing well paid, and suggested we ask 
for royalties, but, not being too used 
to business transactions we did not 
force the issue. Mr. Childs did not 
agree that the sale ever got that 
high. I did go on making records 
for him until I had to accompany my 
husband to Texas. 

“In Texas I heard the Lombardi 
Grand Opera Co. Of course my hus- 
band had arranged an auditicn for 
me but the tall. keen-eved imvpress- 
rio was not impressed, He had trou- 
bles enough as the engagement was 
not proving to be profitable. It is 
one of life’s ironies that years later, 
after my first husband died, I was 
to marry the tenor, Domenico Russo, 
who sang ‘Il Trovatore’ the night we 
were there.” 

After years of success in opera, 
Edith Helena again resumed vaude- 
ville work, with the addition of en- 
gagements in movie houses—first as 
a team with her husband, Domenico 
Russo, and later finishing her career 
alone, 

No longer a headliner on the stage, 
Edith Helena is now one at home, 
where she lives happily ‘with her 
charming daughter and son-in-law, 
Dorothy and Fred Warfolk, and their 
three lovely children. “I’ve always 
been lucky, don’t you think so?” she 
says gazing fondly at Carolyn and 
Diane romping in their-nighties be- 
fore bedtime, and at little David 
nestled asleep in his daddy’s arms. 
I guess the fact that she is almost 
eighty and as sweet as the jams 
which she so well prepares, proves 
that she indeed was, and still is, 
lucky.

THEY STOPPED THE SHOW - 
Audio Rarities Album LPA 2290 


Here is a splendid collection of dub- 
bings from rare discs and cylinders. 
Subtitled “American Vaudeville 1900- 
1917” the selections are presented as 
if in a gigantic vaudeville show and 
are tied together with an interesting, 
if sometimes inaccurate, commentary 
by Chamberlain Brown. 


First to be heard is George M. 
Cohan’s “I Want to Hear a Yankee 
Doodle Tune” (from the 1911 Victor 
acoustic). Lillian Russell entertains 
next with her famous “Come Down 
My Evenin’ Star” (from a 1912 pri- 
vate recording first released to the 
public in 1948 CRS edition). Weber 
and Fields follow with their “Drink- 
ing Skit’? (Columbia), and the others 
on the first side include the following: 
Montgomery and Stone - “Moriah” 
(1911 Victor), Nat Wills -“B. P. O. 
E.” (1908 Victor), Blanche Ring - 
“Yip I Adee I Ay” (1909 Victor), 
Marie Dressler - “Rastus Take Me 
Back” (1910 - 4 min. wax Edison, re- 
released on IRCC 5017), and Eva 
Tanguay “I Don’t Care” (private 
acoustic recording first released to 
the public on IRCC 5017). 


The second side presents a galaxy 
of stars equally as famous. Irene 
Franklin leads off with “Redhead” 
(this dubbing is from Columbia A- 
1873, not her 7 inch Emerson 7165). 
Second is half of the Harry Lauder 
Medley which is still available on 
HMV and Canadian Victor. Elsie 
Janis sings “Fo De Lawd’s Sake, Play 
a Waltz” (Victor 60091), and for Bert 
Williams they chose his immortal 
“Nobody” (Columbia A1289). Flor- 
rie Forde is represented with a med- 
ley of her famous songs (from an 
English disc I am unfamiliar ‘with) 
and the “show” closes with Nora Bay- 
es’ “Over There.” Generally the rec- 
ords have been dubbed well, and cer- 
tainly the selection has been well 
chosen. It is an ideal set for the be- 
ginner, and*even for the advanced 
collector the purchase of this set will 
avoid wear and tear on rare original 
copies.

WILL OAKLAND MAKES 
A SOUVENIR RECORD

Few theatrical personalities have 
had a more varied and glamourous 
eareer than the great countertenor 
William Oakland, who is still sing- 
ing, though past 70 years of age. 


Those who wish full details about 
Will’s life and achievements may find 
it in HOBBIES for November, 1949. 
But now to celebrate his 50th anni- 
versary in show business, during 
which he has been a top minstrel and 
vaudeville singer, recording artist 
and night club operator, Oakland has 
made a special souvenir long-playing 
record of which only 100 copies have 
been pressed. Copies of the record 
have been presented by Will to some 
of his friends, among them myself. 
I am glad to say it is a superb job 
of “production.” Will reproduces more 
than a dozen of his old records and 
they sound as clear and sirong as 
the discs turned out today. His spok- 
en comments on the various “dub- 
bings” make the original Victor rec- 
ords even more interesting. There are 
several solos by Oakland, including 
the two favorites of his repertoire, 
“Silver Threads Among the Gold” 
and “When You And I Were Young, 
Maggie;’”’ two duets with the late Billy 
Murray, “Evalyne” and “Just for

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PAINTINGS 
Compo Work 


BY MARK TAYNTON 


What can be done about restoring 
old frames with loose j»ints and 
cracked and missing plaster? How 
far can and should one go in re- 
pairing old plaster frames? 

In many cases, good paintings land 
in junk shops and antique dealers’ 
hands solely because of their frames. 
For there is tnis about a frame—it 
can either greativ enhance, or des- 
troy entirely tne effect of a picture. 
Many old plaster frames of the Vic- 
torian cra had 9 exeuse for oeing 
in the first place, and if you have 
an otherwise attractive painting, sur- 
rounded with acres and acres of 
machine formed and gilded plaster, 
it would certainly be wise to con- 
sider carefully whether another type 
of frame wouldn’t better suit the 
subject. ‘ 

Incidentally, these old Victorian 
frames can sometimes be made into 
quite attractive frames for some pic- 
tures, by soaking them upside down 
in a pond until the plaster comes

off, and then altering the moldings 
and refinishing to suit. 

This is of course, not to say that 
a plaster frame is always objection- 
able. For plaster ornaments have 
been used on picture frames for 
many centuries, and still are used 
on most of our better types of frames 
today. If then you have a badly 
damaged frame with plaster orna- 
ments worth saving, how can you 
best repair it? 

The first step is to get the frame 
together tightly. This may mean a 
bit of joinery, but not too difficult. 
If it hes ecme apart, or is coming 
apart, it should be disassembled, all 
old nails pulled, and then glued and 
assembled again on a table or floor. 
(Spread newspapers over the sur- 
face so that ine frame won’t stick 
down to the surface). 

It should be checked for size and 
squareness very carefully, and when 
in final position a number of turns 
of strong cord wrapped around the 
frame to hold it tightly together 
until the glue dries. Be sure to 
check size and rectitude before leav- 
ing it to dry, and if the string isn’t 
tight, wedge it so, or twist it like 
a tourniquet, 

When the glue has dried, after 
24 hours or so, replace the nails,

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carefully so as not to break the bonds. 
If further strength seems required, 
cut some quarter-inch plywood into 
triangles, and glue and brad them 
over the backs of the corners of the 
frame. The frame should now be 
tight, and attention can be devoted 
to the plaster. 

There are a number of commercial] 
products today that may be used to 
replace plaster ornaments. Our han- 
diest device is a rubber latex com- 
pound known as Pliatex, which may 
be brushed over an object in a num- 
ber of coats until it forms a fairly 
thick rubber mold. Stripped off, and 
suitably backed up to give it strength, 
this may be used to duplicate remain- 
ing ornaments on a frame, and thus 
replace missing or broken ones. Mo- 
delling clay may be used in a some- 
what similar way, and paraffin too, 
though neither of these may be used 
as one-piece molds if they have to 
partially enclose the ornament. 

Some forty or more years ago when 
it was all the rage to model things 
in plaster, the ornaments were made 
of “compo” different formulae being 
used by different manufacturers. The 
basis was whiting, held together by 
glue, resin, pitch, linseed oil and 
perhaps varnish, in various propor- 
tions. If you should care to experi- 
ment, one formula that makes a 
fairly easily workable composis as 
follows: 

Seven parts dry ground old-time 
cabinet makers’ glue (not casein). 
Soak over night, and melt in sauce- 
pan. Then mix, and melt together: 
1 and one-quarter parts boiled lin- 
seed oil, three and one-half parts 
rosin, one part Burgundy pitch. Let 
cool somewhat. and mix with the 
melted glue. Then add whiting to the 
consistency of a soft dough that will 
not stick to the hands. 

This batter may be handled and 
formed readily when warm, and will 
cool and later dry to a hard resilient 
composition. 

In forming this into rubber molds, 
it will be necessary to give the mold 
considerable support, even perhaps 
using a plaster mold in some cases 
where fine detail and exact size is 
important. If not mixed too stiff, 
however, it will be found possible to 
work as readily when warm, and it 
may be filled into a mold fairly easily 
with the fingers, and when hardened 
may readily be stripped out again. 

If you do not wish to go to this 
length, a “compo” suitable for many 
small repairs may be made of water 
putty, or crack filler. These readily 
available commercial compounds har- 
den into permanence overnight, and 
though they cannot be re-warmed 
and shaped like the compo above, 
they are easily trimmed with a knife 
to fit where necessary. 

After the plaster ornaments have 
set or hardened, they are cut to fit 
and attached to the frame with any 
modern glue, or with a soft mixture 
of water putty or crack filler. If 
gesso or other water paints are to 
follow, no further treatment will be 
necessary before finishing, but if the 
new ornaments will be gilded, they 
should have a coat of shellac to close 
the pores of the plaster.

Recast Mechanical Banks 


The number of recast mechanical 
banks has increased over a period of 
years, and particularly so in the last 
year or two. This is not an alarmiig 
situation, however, it is best to rec- 
ognize it for what it is. No true col- 
lector wants recast banks in his col- 
lection and no legitimate dealer cares 
to sell them. 

First, it is well to recognize the 
fact that some mechanical banks 
were being recast 15 to 20 years ago. 
These included the Jolly Nigger, 
Paddy and the Pig, Gem, and a 
number of others. These banks were 
recognizable as recasts at the time 
and they can still be recognized as 
such today. This also applies to re- 
cast banks that are being reproduced 
at the present time. 

The terminology “recast” refers, 
of course, to a reproduction of a 
mechanical bank. A iecast is one 
that is made by recasting ail tke 
parts from an original bank and 
then assembling the recast parts to 
make a reproduced bank. These te- 
east banks have no value to the ccl- 
lector of mechanical banks and have 
no place in a collection of authentic 
originals. Unfortunately the recasts 
that are circulated around are being 
represented as old banks, unknow- 
ingly or not. No legitimate antique 
dealer or collector wants to have 
anything to do with recast banks, 
therefore, a certain amount of ex- 
perience, caution, knowledge, helpful 
hints, and a list of the recast banks 
will be of help to both dealer and 
collector. 

Experience, of course, can only be 
gained through actual experience it- 
self. Familiarity with the banks, 
handling them, examinirig them care- 
fully, and studying various charac- 
teristics leads to knowledge and ex- 
perience. It’s to be admitted that 
many dealers who occasionally get 
a mechanical bank don’t have the 
necessary time to devote to making 
a study of mechanical banks. How- 
ever, they can certainly protect them- 
selves from handling recast mechan-

ical banks by being certain of the 
source from which they obtain a 
bank. The new or inexperienced col- 
lector can do the same thing, be sure 
as far as possible of the source of 
the bank he is buying. 

As to helpful hints, there are a 
number of these. For one thing re- 
cast banks do not fit together too 
well. The parts are slightly larger 
since they are ccst from the bank 
itself not the original pattern. Some- 
times a bank is recast and then half 
the original bank is assembled with 
half the recast parts. This is just 
another trick employed to make two 
banks from one and therefore sup- 
posedly more difficult to distinguish 
as reproductions. 

Paint is another identifying fea- 
ture. A number of the banks being 
recast today are paintea wicn flat 
paints to give a dull finish in an ef- 
fort to have them appear old. This 
can be identified as such. Some of 
the recasts are intentionally rusted 
and dirtied up to give an appear- 
ance of age. This also can be recog- 
nized as such. 

It’s well to remember too that in 
most cases of recast banks the finish 
of the cast iron itself is quite rough 
and heavy looking and this is not 
true of the old banks themselves. Most 
of the mechanical banks have very 
smooth castings both inside and out 
and are not inclined to be pebbly 
or rough. 

Another point is to be extra cau- 
tious if a bank is represented as be- 
ing repainted. Old paint and natural 
wear is a definite clue to an original 
authentic bank. 

Following is a list of banks that 
are known to have been recast. Un- 
fortunately there are a few of the 
rarer banks in the list. These have 
appeared more or less recently.

To conclude, remember that many 
of the recasts are very poorly made 
and painted. As example, the Bill E. 
Grin as originally made and painted 
was entirely white with black and 
red markings. The recast is painted 
entirely different than this and in 
various different colors. The recast 
of the Hindu is a very rough poorly 
painted job and only a sad replica 
of the original. The Bismark Pig, 
of which only a few original authen- 
tic specimens exist, was recast some 
years ago. These recasts aren’t even 
the same as the original, They op- 
erate differently and the tails are not 
alike. The fake Tricky Pig was also 
made from these recasts. 

To repeat, no true collector or 
legitimate antique dealer has any 
desire to have or handle _ recast 
mechanical banks and it is with this 
thought in mind that the above in- 
formation is passed along.

Sailor Circus 


By DANA STEVENS 


None of the kids in Sarasota, Fla., 
ever 1un away from home to join a 
circus. 

Unlike most school children they 
don’t ‘have to, for they have their 
own circus right at home, right in 
their own school with friends, rela- 
tives and classmates billed as the 
star performers. Any student with 
talent has a chance to perform but 
he must prove himself good enough, 
for this unusual group of students 
has its own big top properties and 
will not back down for any profes- 
sional circus assemblage. 

Watching one of the shows, you 
gasp when a pretty Sarasota high 
school aerialist swings merrily from 
a mid-air position, or when a host of 
girl acrobats balance themselves on 
swaying trapeze. You marvel at the 
beauty and precision with which a 
world famous dancing horse is put 
through his paces. You thrill to the 
strident notes of the Sailor Circus 
calliope, and laugh until your sides 
hurt at the funny, frantic capers of 
the painted doctors of mirth. 

The basic beginning of the Sailor 
Circus started several years ago 
when Bill Rutland, director of physi- 
cal education at Sarasota High and 
former University of Georgia foot- 
ball player, trained five students as 
tumblers for an open tumbling com- 
petition. 

Today, instead of five student tum- 
blers, there are some five hundred 
boys and girls from the junior and 
senior high schools as well as chil- 
dren from the grammar schools and 
the local parochial school taking part 
in the Sailor Cireus. Since 1950, 
the program has grown to such a 
degree that it has received nation- 
wide interest in educational circles, 
as well as among circus fans and 
professional circus performers.

Officials of the Sarasota school sys- 
tem point with pride at the Sailor 
Circus as a living example of com- 
munity and educational cooperation. 
They believe that not only does the 
project provide opportunity for the 
development of highly specialized 
body-building skills, but also provides 
an opportunity for the cooperation of 
many departments of the schools 
which are not normally associated 
with physical education or sports of 
any kind, 

According to legend, the name 
“sailor” came about as the result of 
an athletic contest which was played 
in a driving rain. It seems that some- 
one said of the Sarasota players that 
they might as well be sailors, and 
thus was born the name of the circus. 

Although fun in all respects, the 
boys and girls take their circus work 
seriously. To them it is_ strictly 
business for they must maintain a 
B average in their class room work, 
plus an important A in citizenship 
in order to participate. And each 
and every student who qualifies as 
Sailor Circus personnel is awarded 
a: block “S” letter which is worn 
as proudly as any ever given to a 
star football player. 

Despite the training received and 
the cooperation involved, however, it 
has never been forgotten that the 
real purpose of the school circus is 
to provide .a recreational outlet-for 
the great majority of boys and girls 
in the schools. 

As one official remarked, “It is not 
every boy or girl who has the physi- 
cal ability to become a star football 
player, or track star, or basketball 
great. It seemed to us that most 
of the student body was left out of 
sports once the teams were chosen 
for the year. But not now. In the 
Sailor Circus everybody has some- 
thins to do.” 

Something to do is right, for each 
year approximately two hundred 
students take part in the finished 
production as performers, barkers, 
side show entertainers, crew-men, 
prop boys, and trainers. In addition, 
a total of well over four hundred 
other students take part in behind- 
the-scenes preparations such as ad- 
vertising, publicity, art work, cos- 
tumes, make-up and properties. Ac- 
tually, there is not a single phase 
of circus life that is overlooked or 
not participated in. 

Preparation for the show reaches 
into every physical education class 
at one time or another. Students in 


restricted gym classes spend weeks 
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planning, drawing and building scale 
models of circus equipment which 
they display in the windows of loca) 
merchants to call attention to open- 
ing performances. 

The home excnomics class consist- 
ing of girls, plans, makes, and takes 
care of the hundreds of gala circus 
costumes. 

The journalism class directs and 
writes and handles all local publicity. 
The advertising class designs and dis- 
tributes the. colorful posters. 

The manual training classes build 
the properties and sets for the circus 
and maintains the rigging. 

The class in electricity handles all 
lighting for the show. The Future 
Farmers of America take care of 
the circus animals, which at present 
consist of horses and ponies. 

The concessions are maintained by 
the personne] of school clubs. Each 
club is required to pay ten per cent 
of the gross towards the circus fund. 
It is said that when it comes to 
selling hot dogs and pink lemonade, 
the girl-students have no equals. 

Since the Ringling circus has its 
winter headquarters in Sarasota and 
many of the performers make their 
homes i: the same city, there are 
any number of sons and daughters 
of famous circus families who take 
part in the annual Sailor Circus per- 
formancze3. 

In adaition, outstanding stars 
from ine “Big One” are always on 
hand to give tree advice to fledgling 
performe:s and to help direct all 
school rehearsals. 

The faculty and members of the 
Ringling Ari School as well as mem- 
bers of the Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum and Bailey Circus provide 
other immeasurable assistance in art 
work, costumes, make-up, and pro- 
perties. John Sullivan, director of 
the Ringling Art Museum, and Dr. 
Chester Hoyt, narrator, provide in- 
valuable assistance in circus authen- 
ticity. 

Each year that the Sailor Circus 
exists, more and more students apply 
for jobs and positions with the cir- 
cus. For working purposes, the num- 
ber of personnel has to be kept down 
to around five hundred. A great 
many of the applicants desire to 
become clowns, but most of the boys 
and girls want to perform in the 
high wire acts. 

The Sailor Circus owns its own 
property — four tents, three rings, 
a stage and all the intricate rigging 
necessary for a true circus perfor- 
mance, It owns a calliope too, that is 
said to have belonged to a Georgia 
politician who actually used it in his 
campaigns. 

Each spring, following weeks of 
practice during physical education 
periods and after school, the Sailor 
Cireus is ready to present several 
local performances in Ahrig Field— 
and always before record-breaking 
crowds. 

From tlie opening musical overture 
to the final display, a thrill-a-minute 
program of spine-tingling acts keep 
the crowd in suspense. It’s all cir- 
cus, it’s all student, and it’s the 
“greatest little show on earth.” It’s 
the Sarasota Sailor Circus.

in an attempt to rationalize the move- 
ments of their heroes in space. 

The Russians, however, have some 
real claim to the invention of photo- 
graphy and whether they are aware 
of it or not, we will not let present 
coldness between nations or our mili- 
tant-patriotism deny them this inven- 
tion, however, it is claimed that the 
process of photography found in this 
old Russian “bouquin” of more than 
three centuries ago was actually 
translated from the German. The 
ancient alchemists it seems were ac- 
quainted with something like chloride 
of silver, and its property of receiv- 
ing the impressions, in various shades 
of images cast upon it by a glass. 

Steam and its power was known 
to the ancients but was used only 
as a toy. Hero of Alexander, more 
than twenty centuries ago, described 
a toy steam engine. It is also believed 
that the power of steam was used by 
ancient priests to perform “magic” 
and “miracles” to amaze their audi- 
ences and temple worshippers. They 
are also accused of using crude- pe- 
troleum and a burning glass to bring 
down the flames of heavens to con- 
sume a sacrifice. In the reign of the 
Emperor Justinian, an architect rig- 
ged up an apparatus of boilers, etc., 
to cause a steam explosion to con- 
vinee someone called Zeno that there 
was an earthquake. Gerbert ‘who tink- 
ered with time and clocks is said to 
have used steam to pump an organ. 
Prior to modern times the only prac- 
tical use of steam was to turn a spit, 
and the proof of this may be found 
in the writings of Jerome Cardan and 
Leonardo da Vinci. 

In 1548, Blasco de Garay conceived 
the idea of applying the force of 
steam to paddles and propelled a ship 
of two hundred tons in the harbor of 
Barcelona at the rate of three miles 
per hour. The submarine is the devel- 
opment of a diving bell known to 
Aristotle and a real submarine was 
demonstrated by submerging in ‘the 
Thames at London in the reign of 
James I. Its inventor was Cornelius 
Drebel, a Dutchman. Papin, a French- 
man, actually built a steamboat long 
before Fitch or Fulton. Papin tried 
out his craft upon the river Fulda. 
He was regarded as a mad man, and 
in disgust decided to take his craft to 
England under its own power, but it 
was destroyed by people who were 
jealous of his invention. In 1769, a 
Frenchman named Cugnol invented a 
steam carriage for artillery. It moved 
too fast and could not be controlled 
and did more damage than the gun it 
carried. This might be considered the 
ancestor of the military tank. But the 
English did not steal Cugnol’s inven- 
tion for in the “Universal Magazine” 
for 1757, Dr. John Robison published 
a design for a steam-carriage which 
influenced Watt. 

Fournier claims that the tramways, 
ancestor of the railroad, were invent- 
ed by a Frenchman named Beaumont 
who introduced the idea in the 
nines in the vicinity of Newcastle, 
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England, about 1630. A painter of 
Lyons is also credited with designing 
an iron bridge that was never built. 
This is the ordinary destiny of first 
ideas! The inventor seems to travel 
the fatal route of the Chinese ~roverb 
upon which if you have ten steps to 
make, you find that, having made 
nine, you are not advanced one quart- 
er of the way. This is something like 
the mathematics of the psychopath 
who wants two and two to make five, 
while the neurotic knows that two 
and two make four but is unhappy 
that they are not five. Fournier tells 
us that the French painter’s plan was 
purchased for a few guineas by an 
Englishman who used the idea to 
build the bridge of Wearmouth. In 
1636 Schwenter asked questions on 
communicating messages by means 
of the magnetic needle which was 
two centuries before Morse gave us 
the magnetic telegraph. In 1782 Le 
Sage constructed a telegraph ‘with as 
many wires as there were letters of 
the alphabet; they were each insul- 
ated, and communicated at the other 
end with small pith-balls, susnended 
by silken threads. When any one of 
these wires received the charge of 
electricity, the little ball was repell- 
ed, and went to strike upon an op- 
posing surface, the letter to which it 
corresponded. 

This listing of inventions might be 
extended to book-length but it would 
only prove that necessity is the moth- 
er of invention. Unless a thing is 
needed there is no use of making it. 
An idea that is good sometimes de- 
pends on the invention of something 
else to make it worth having! Steam 
and the rails for locomotives to run 
on. Photography and electronics for 
television. Steam and electricity be- 
came the great tools for invention 
and their importance on human ac- 
tivities dates from about the same 
period. 

The ancients had fertile imagina- 
tions and were capable of imagining 
the inventions of our time. They dis- 
covered many of the so-called truths 
and principles upon which our phil- 
osophy of life is based. Some of the 
old principles of the Greek sage: 
have been discarded in our march of 
progress and it may be necessary 
that we go back and pick them up 
again before we come to the end of 
the road to perfection. What is true 
today may not necessarily be true 
tomorrow. The child’s toy of today 
becomes the useful invention of to- 
morrow. A yo-yo that can be thrown 
into space and brought back again 
may be the principle of space travel 
in the near future. An enormous 
smothering-bomb may be tthe anti- 
dote to the hydrogen bomb. We all 
can dream and talk, especially talk, 
which is cheap, and if we ‘write down 
the memories of our dreams and our 
nightmares, they may give an idea 
to the inventor able to interpret them 
when the right time and place in 
space is reached by our whirling uni-

They 
didn’t have mikes in those days and 
their voices didn’t have the timbre 
and guts we oidtimers had to have 
singing into a tin horn with a ten- 
piece orchestra. These fellows even 
now can’t be heard two rows back 
in any theatre without a mike—and 
this is not ego on my part, just plain 
facts. And the alibi about legal en- 
tanglements is simply an out. 


Where is there a fellow who made 
records 50 years ago and still sings 
as proved with the George Jessel re- 
cent recording taken off the air at 
that time and who is now over 71 
years old? That’s Will Oakland. Wal- 
ter Winchell this past week mention- 
ed that Crosby’s ‘‘White Christmas’”’ 
record made 11 years ago sold over 
ten million copies. Well, Charlie Edi- 
son recently said ‘Will Oakland’s 
‘Silver Threads Among the Gold’ sold 
over 20 million, and all over the 
world.”’ 


Crosby wasn’t the first one to sell 
millions of copies. I refer you to Billy 
Murray, Ada Jones, Collins and Har- 
lan, Henry Burr, and, may I add, 
Will Oakland! 

Well, Jim, I have compiled here 
solos, duets, trios, quintets of my 
singing career on records, It cost me 
a lot of money to have it finished, 
and if I can’t see them on the mar- 
ket; I can at least give them to my 
dearest friends. I only had a few 
made, and with compliments to the 
greatest collector of old records I 
dedicate this long-playing one for 
your files. The label tells the story— 
it’s not for sale.

The Lure of the Watch 


I must confess that old watches 
hold an irresistible fascination for 
me. Like most collectors of time- 
pieces, J started with clocks and I 
still love them. After several years, 
I began, rather gingerly, to become 
aware that watches are also time- 
pieces. I acquired a few of them and, 
lo and behold, I was an enthusiastic 
watch collector. The interest has not 
waned and I find now that the num- 
ber of watches in my collection just 
about equals the number of clocks. 
This, I believe, is as it should be 
and I intend to try to keep approx- 
imately that same balance. 

A most remarkable and interest- 
ing watch recently passed through 
my hands and vanishcd, all too soon, 
into the very fine private collection 
of Mrs. Thomas P. Cahall of Wal- 
lingford, Pennsylvania. Two viewo 
of this watch are shown as IIlustra- 
trations No. 1 and No. la. This is 
a musica] and repeating watch by 
Breguet of Paris, having a date of 
1800 or perhaps a little later. 

At first glance, this is a very plain 
watch with nothing at all unusual in 
its appearance. By referring to Illus- 
tration No. 1, it will be noted that

the case, dial and hands are severe- 


ly plain. It is slightly larger than . 


normal in size but that is hardly a 
distinguishing feature. Outside ap- 
pearances are however very decep- 
tive in this case. 

Illustration No. la shows a view 
of the back of the movement with 
the case open and the inside cover 
removed. We can now begin to get 
an idea of the complicated mechan- 
ism that dwells under such an inno- 
cent exterior. 

The spring in the larger barrel, 
which can be plainly seen in the pho- 
tograph, operates the musical part 
of the watch. This mechanism is en- 
tirely separate from the time and 
strike parts of the movement, its 
only connection being the activating 
contact which starts the musical part 
once every hour. The musical part is 
controlled by a small lever at one 
side extending through the case. 
Moving the lever one way will permit 
the musical mechanism to be ac- 
tivated at each hour on the hour. If 
the lever is set in an opposite direc- 
tion, it will prevent the musical mech- 
anism from operating and, of course, 
the watch is silent. The musical sec- 


tion requires its own key for wind- 
ing, of a size different than the one 
used for winding the time spring; 
thus making it necessary to carry two 
keys with the watch. 

Most musical attachments empioy 
a comb which is picked by tiny 
projections set in a revolving cvlin- 
der. This one is different. There are 
twenty-five small tone bars anchored 
horizontally around the front move- 
ment plate under the dial and these 
are played by a revolving flat disc. 
The music is sprightly and sweet. It 
plays for several seconds at each 
tour when the control is properly 
set. 

The smaller spring, at the top of 
the movement, powers the time train. 
This can also be seen in the illustra- 
tion. As stated previously, the only 
connection between the time train and 
the musical train is the activating 
device which unlocks the musical 
train and thus permits it to play 
each hour. 

The escapement is the cylinder 
type and the very small balance 
wheel is on the outside of the back 
plate. The balance cock is small and 
plain. As a matter of fact, there 
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is no decoration about the watch at 

all, either outside or inside. The in- 
side cover plate snaps on instead of 
being hinged as is more usual. 

To complete the picture, this watch 
4 a quarter-hour repeater. There is 

plunger at the pendant which is 
cleetly visible in the cca ae 
When this plunger is depressed, 
puts tension into the strike nt 
and the watch will strike the last 
quarter-hours and hours. This is 
known as the pump wind principle 
and it makes unnecessary the wind- 
ing of a third spring with a key. 

This watch is an outstanding ex- 
ample of a complicated watch mech- 

anism by one of the great master 
watch makers of all time. Such exam- 
ples are all too rare and are seldom 
seen outside of museums or the very 
finest of private collections. 

I have another fine old watch bv 
this master watchmaker, Breguet of 
Paris. This watch 1s shown as 1llus- 
tration No. 2. This is a very large 
size watch, measuring two and tnree- 
eighths in diameter. Py the ligne 
method of sizing, the movemeni would 
be a size 23. It is a full inch in 
thickness and measures thr2e and 
one-quarter inches ine!udiiig the pen- 
dant and ring. This is a calendar 
watch with date ring in the center 
of the dial with a trird shcit hand 
to indicate ine date. 

The movement of this watch is a 
very fine one with fusee compensa- 
tion, It has a hinged dust cover, 
which is unusual in these old watches. 
The escapement is of course the 
verge type. 

Breguet did not often use any 
elaborate forms of decoration in his 
watches. This one is something of an 
exception. The large balance cock, 
covering about twenty percent of the 
back plate is of silver and rather 
ornately engraved. The heavy steei 
balance wheel is seven-eighths of an 
inch in diameter. 

This is an open face watch in 
a plain sterling sliver case. As is 
often the case, it requires two keys, 
of different size; a small one to wind 
the spring and a larger one to set 
the hands. 

This watch would probably date 
from the period 1770 to 1790. It runs 
very well and is a reasonably good 
timekeeper. Everything about it is 
believed to be original with the ex- 
ception of the date hand. There are 
a few chips in the outer edge of 
the dial. This is almost invariably 
found in this type of watch where 
the edge of the dial is unprotected. 
The chips are hardly noticeable when 
the front cover is closed. 

This is indeed a fine specimen of 
Breguet’s work and I am proud to

Then, as he learns more 
about his bells and certain limitations 
arise (cost of new bells, available 
space for display, and the like), he 
is soon confronted with the question, 
Why do I desire this bell? or, Why 
do I keep this bell in my growing 
collection?

lection was ever attempted, the num- 
ber being kept close to one hundred 
at all times. This requirement en- 
tailed a constant process of elimina- 
tion, as new bells were acquired by 
gift or purchase. The resulting col- 
lection therefore consists almost en- 
tirely of small table or hand bells, 
mostly of brass or other metal but 
with some pottery and glass bells 
for accent and variety.

of mental score-card hag been grad- 
ually developing over the years. The 
accompanying scere-card represents 
an attempt to put into tangible form 
my own particular requirements for 
a bell that I choose to keep. To 
test the resulting score-card, I se- 
lected fifty small metal bells, 3” to 
5” in height. The cost of the bell 
or its estimated value in dollars and 
cents is no part of this study. (I 
might state, however, that no bell 
in my collection was ever purchased 
for as much as ten dollars; in most 
cases the cost was well under five 
dollars.) Also, since my own basic 
requirements for a bell are that it 
shall be attractive in appearance and 
that it shall have a clear, bell-like 
tone, I have placed these items first 
in my list. The result is a high 
degree of uniformity in the first main 
division, where 40 of the 100 points 
are allowed for GENERAL ATTRI- 
BUTES. 

For my group of fifty bells, the 
final average score of 66 points out 
of a possible 100 is not far from what 
my personal estimate might have 
been. Only one bell earned a perfect 
score of 100 points. This is my Peli- 
can bell, A curious bell, unlike any 
other I have seen, rated only 19 
points. It would be of interest to 
compare my own rating with that of 
other judges of the same or similar 
groups of bells. There is of course 
no scoring technique that would be 
admissible for the larger rare and 
valuable bells prized by many for- 
tunate collectors. A bell that is 
unique is in a class by itself. But 
for larger collections, it should be 
profitable to evaluate a more limited 
group, e.g., those that I have in- 
cluded in Class C, under SOUVENIR 
VALUE. 


If there is any justifiable conclu- 
sion resulting from this study, it is 
obviously this: Many of the bells 
in the familiar collections (as snown 
in numerous photographs or maga- 
zine articles) have no great intrinsic 
value. If a bell gives pleasure to its 


owner, it deserves a place in his col- 
lection, regardless of cost or other 
consideration. 
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In a group of 50: small metal bells, 
judged to test score-card by Mary 
Nye Hayes, these six bells received 
highest scores: 90 points or more out 
of a possible 100.

Engraving. The art of cutting 
metals and wood and representing 
on the face of these mediums a de- 
sign to be reproduced or printed on 
paper or other suitable material. 

Prints. A print is a general term 
of impressions or printings produced 
from engraved blocks, metal plates 
or from stones. 

Woodcut. First used for making 
Playing Cards in the 138th century. 
The earliest print bearing a date is 
known as the “Brussels Print” (A.D. 
1418). The method of reproduction 
consists in drawing the design on 
the prepared surface of a block of 
wood and cutting away those parts 
that are not to be printed. The sur-

Etching. It is considered that the 
first notable etcher was Albrecht 
Durer (1471-1528) and the greatest 
was Rembrandt (1606-1669). In this 
process a copper plate is coated with 
a waxy substance, called an etching- 
ground. The etcher then draws 
through this ground with his needle, 
exposing the copper. The plate, with 
back and edges protected by varnish, 
is then immersed in an acid bath. The 
acid eats away the copper where ex- 
posed by the needle, thus etching 
the design in a series of lines which 
ultimately hold the ink. 

Dry Point Etching. This process 
is very simple indeed, it consists in 
scratching the design on a metal 
plate and inking the result without 
the intervention of acid, hence the 
term “dry.” The needle used is sharp- 
ened to a fine point and used like a 
pencil, not pushed like a graver, in 
othe; words the lines are scratched, 
not routed out. 

Soft Ground Etching. This meth- 
od reproduces the effect of a pencil 
or chalk drawing. The medium laid 
on the plate is a mixture of the 
usual etching ground and tallow. A 
thin paper is then placed upon this 
ground and the subject is drawn

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thereon with a pencil. When the pa- 
per is lifted the tallow ground aa- 
heres to it in various degrees, aceard- 
ing to the pressure exerted by the 
artist on the pencil. The plate is then 
immersed in the acid bath which 
bites out the design on the metal 
thus exposed, while the rest of the 
plate is protected by its coating of 
medium. 

Aquatint Engraving. The char- 
acteristic cf an aquatint is that of 
a water-coiour sketch, i.e., mass rath- 
er than line. The process has been 
aptly described as “painting in acid”;

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artist Goya was a great exponent 
of the art and it was introduced 
into England as early as 1775 by 
Paul Sandby (1721-1809). There are 
many ways of preparing the plate 
for aquatinting. The most usual is to 
prepare three different solutions of 
Rosin in rectified alcohol, making 
them of various degrees of strength 
but always thin enough to be quite 
fluid. The strongest solution is first 
poured on to a warmed and highly 
burnished copper plate. When it dries 
it will produce a granulation; a brush 
charged with acid is then used to 
bite into the pores of the Rosin 
for the darker tones stopping out 
with varnish the parts upon which 
the acid is not to operate. 


After cleaning the plate, the proc- 
ess is repeated with the weaker solu- 
tions in the same way, the weakest 
giving the fine granulations for skies, 
distances, etc. Aqua-tinting may 
be regarded as an art almost extinct. 
It had a run of popularity of only 
about 50 years. The process is ex- 
tremely troublesome as, unless the 
biting of the acid is controlled with 
the greatest exactness the plate can 
be ruined. Nevertheless, the wonder- 
ful skill and exquisite results ob- 
tained by the masters of this school 
of engraving are nothing less than 
marvelous. 


Mezzotint. This type of engrav- 
ing was practised in 1641 by Ludwig 
von Siegen (1609-1680). The process 
consists in raising a “burr” on a cop- 
per plate with a tool called a “rock- 
er.” This tool is criss-crossed over 
the plate until the entire surface is 
reduced to a state of roughness (so 
that if it were inked at this stage 
the impression produced on a sheet 
of paper would be a uniform tone 
of rich, velvety black). Then with a 
tool called a “scraper” lighter effects 
ars obtained on the plate by scraping 
away the “burr” to the degree de- 
sired. The more the burr is removed 
the less the ink that will touch the 
paper, and by scraping away the 
burr entirely the paper is left white. 
Between these two extremes an enor- 
mous number of tones can be intro- 
duced into the picture. Hence the 
term “mezzotint” which simply 
means half or middle tint. 


Line Engraving. The beginnings 
of this art are lost in the mists of 
antiquity, It is, as we know it, a 
development of the Goldsmith’s art, 
just as Etching was later learned 
from the Armourer. One of the ear- 
liest known Line Engravers was Ivan 
Meckenham (1440-1503). Before 1820 
copper plates were invariably used, 
later steel plates came into vogue 
but were found less suitable on ac- 
count of their hardness and prone- 
ness to rust. For line engraving a 
tool made from a triangular section 
of tempered steel is employed, called 
a “burin.” With its sharp point lined 
or furrows are cut in the surface 
of the plate, broad or narrow, deep 
or shallow according to the amount 
of ink the Engraver wishes them to 
hold to achieve his light and shade 
effects. The plate is then cleared of

Railroad 


Fans of Railroadiana will be 
pleased to know of the establishment 
of an historical museum by the 
Toledo, Peoria & Western Railroad. 
The museum, named the Tee Pee, is 
located at Effner, on Route 24, near 
the Illinois-Indiana State line. 

While it is expected that there will 
be many more additions to the mu- 
seum in the near future, and on a 
continuing basis, visitors will already 
find much to interest them. Besides 
the inevitable photos of old steam 
engines, including a fabulously dec- 
orated one for the old Peoria Corn 
Festival, there are many mementos 
of the past and present. A stock cer- 
tificate of the Peoria & Oquawka 
Railroad and a map of the Toledo, 
Peoria & Warsaw Railroad, both pre- 
decessors of the T. P. & W. will be 
found. 

United States Steel Corporation is 
helping to round up old rails to dem- 
onstrate progress in the basic char- 
acteristics of the railroads. Even 
the stamp collector will find some- 
thing to interest him. I, V. Cohen, 
T. P. & W. purchasing agent, a 
well known philatelist, has prepared 
a frame of U. S. stamps depicting 
various railroad scenes. 

Now being brought to the Tee Pee 
are such divergent relics of the past 
as a drive wheel from an old steam 
engine, an ancient coupler, old ca- 
boose lights, and a myriad of other 
items. A steady stream of Railroad- 
iana is being received daily from 
retired railroaders and friends by R. 
H. Egbert, Chief Engineer of the 
T. P. & W., who is in charge of the 
Tee Pee. 

If you visit the Tee Pee, you 
will find more than just things to 
look at. All visitors may sign a 
register and receive a membership 
card in the Toledo, Peoria & Wes- 
tern Railroad Company Historical 
Society. You will find an amusing 
pamphlet history of.the T. P. & W. 
called “What’s In a (Nick) Name.” 
The Association of American Rail- 
roads has provided a pamphlet of 
railroad lore. The kids will enjoy 
reading a comic book about railroad 
history. 

Even the Tee Pee, itself, has an 
interesting history. Ever since com- 
ing to the T. P. & W. as its president 
in 1947, J. Russell Coulter has wanted 
a place to maintain and display the 
relics of the past. There was no

suitable place at the old Union Sta- 
tion offices, and the contemporary de- 
sign of the new office building and 
its furnishings were not conductive 
to a museum atmosphere. [t see:ned 
an unsolvable dream unti] this year. 

In January, however, a solution ap- 
peared out of thin air. The Eastern 
terminus of the T, P. & W. is located 
at Effner. Employees arriving there 
and “laying over” until the next 
train to come back need a place to 
sleep and eat. In January, the res- 
taurant and motel at Effner gave 
up and shut its doors. 

The necessity for proper food and 
lodging for the T. P. & W. employ- 
ees led Mr. Coulter to purchase the 
restaurant and motel. Remodeling, 
landscaping, and redecorating provi- 
ded the solution to the dream. The 
result was the establishment at the 
restaurant of the historical museum, 
appropriately named the Tee Pee and 
presided over by Tee Pee Willie, 
the T. P. & W.’s colorful Indian cor- 
porate personality.

A NATURAL MINERAL FIBER 


Yarn spun from rock and cloth 
laundered by fire are shown in a new 
exhibit of asbestos just installed at 
the Smithsonian Institution. In a 


pastel setting of pink walls and soft- 
ly draped cloth a craggy rock, veined 
with fibrous asbestos, portrays the 


rough source of one of nature’s 
greatest curiosities—a natural min- 
eral fiber. Miss Grace L. Rogers, 
curator in charge of the section of 
textiles in the Smithsonian’s Na- 
tional Museum, showed that asbestos 
fiber, which is hard enough to re- 
sist a steel knife, can be scraped 
from the rock with a fingernail and 
fluffed into a soft fleece which spins 
and weaves like any textile fiber. 

Centuries ago, the exhibit states, 
asbestos was known as live flax. It 
was woven for napkins and handker- 
chiefs and twisted into wicks for oil 
lamps. A soiled handkerchief was not 
washed but was thrown into a flame. 
The soil was burned off and the 
cloth came out “sterilized” and white. 
Asbestos lamp wicks were  pre- 
ferred, as they were not consumed 
and burned indefinitely, The ability 
of asbestos cloth, which can look like 
any other cloth, to go through fire 
and emerge unharmed made it a 
natural prop for supposedly magic 
and miraculous demonstrations to the 
credulous. It supported many ancient 
superstitions and scientific frauds. 

Today, asbestos is the basis of a 
large industry which mines and pro- 
cesses the rock and produces insulat- 
ing, structural and protective textile 
materials. Clothing for fire fighters, 
safety curtains for theater stages, 
electrical insulating material, brake 
linings, and filters are a few of its 
many uses. 

The new exhibit may be seen in 
the Arts and Industries Building at 
Ninth Street and Jefferson Drive, 
SW., in Washington.

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A PRESIDENT’S RING 
By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


In 1852 some of the citizens of 
California presented Franklin Pierce, 
fourteenth President gf the United 
States, with a huge ring as a token 
of their esteem. 

It weighed a full pound and was 
designed by George Blake, a mechan- 
ic of San Francisco, Calif, The cir- 
cular portion was cut into squares 
with a pictorial history of the State 
of California from its pioneer stage 
to the nineteenth century. A grizzly 
bear in a nasty mood, a deer grazing 
on the mountain, an enraged boar, 
a soaring eagle, a salmon, an Indian, 
a native mountaineer on horseback, 
a Californian throwing his lasso, and 
a miner at work with pick and 
shovel. The whole was shaded with 
two American flags with crossed 
staves and groups of stars in the 
angles. Part of the ring reserved for 
the seal was covered with gold and 
deeply carved, bearing the arms of 
the State of California in the center 
and surrounded by the banner and

words Frank Pierce in old Roman 
characters. 

The lid opened on a hinge disclos- 
ing a square box, divided by gold 
bars into nine separate compart- 
ments, each containing a specimen 
of ore found in the various States. 
On the inside was the following in- 
scription: “Presented to Franklin 
Pierce the fourteenth president of 
the United States.” The value of the 
ring was $2000. 


RINGS IN THE 
HOLIDAY NEWS 


A jeweler friend says that rings 
were very much in the holiday news, 
and it would seem that the double 
ring ceremony is still gaining favor. 

We find one of the earliest refer- 
ences in Christian literature to the 
betrothal rings in one of Tertullian’s 
writings, of about the end of the sec- 
ond century A.D. in which he states: 
“Among our women the time-honored 
rules of their ancestors, which en- 
joined modesty and sobriety, have 
died out. In former times women 
knew nothing of gold except the 
single betrothal ring, which was 
placed on one of their fingers by the 
fiance. That this usage had endured 
for many years is clearly apparent 
from the allusion to times long past. 
In a curious passage, St. Augustine, 
in the fourth century writes: ‘No 
priest shall hesitate to wed a counle 
who present themselves before the 
altar, if the bride and bridegroom 
are not able, because of poverty, to 
give rings to each other; for the 
(offering of) the earnest-money is 
a matter of decorum, not of neces- 
sity.’ ” 





THE TALKING RING 


We heard a while ago of an East- 
ern jeweler who had designed and 
put onto the market a “talking ring.” 
While we have never seen one of 
the rings, it was described to us as 
having a musical gold bar with clef— 
and the notes in Diamond, Emerald, 
Amethyst, Ruby, and of course, sings

bought the rings for their wives. 
So romance is apparently back in 
jewelry. At this holiday season we 
did note an interesting trend in 
some of the shops and one or

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When Nobility _ 
Was in the Bud

Truth that is “stranger than fic- 
tion” came to light in the “Lord 
Timothy Dexter Spoon.” Would you 
claim that America, the land of 
equality, of freedom and justice for 
all was ever infested by the institu- 
tion of feudalism or by a society 
based on class distinction? Hardly 
so, but there was one of the coun- 
try’s early citizens who was an as- 
pirant to the ranks of nobility and 
to the coveted title of “Lord.” He 
was Timothy Dexter of Newbury- 
port, Massachusetts, and was depic- 
ted in the “Lord Timothy Dexter 
Spoons.” 

This story sounds fantastic. To 
quote Dexter himself “Ime the first 
Lord in the younited States of Amer- 
cary” shows that he assumed the de- 
sired title. He had the first prere- 
quisite in that he was not forced to 
live in penury. He worked diligently 
to add to the rather generous sum 
brought to his possession through his 
marriage to a widow with means. 
The eccentric Dexter gained his 
wealth by speculation, buying up 
cheap continental currency which 
brought in considerable dividends. He 
then engaged in shipping and in 
other speculative enterprises which 
established him in a position of com- 
petence. 

With this wealth he bought himself 
a mansion which he adorned lavishly 
to suit his own tastes and peculiar- 
ities. On the numerous pillars which 
he erected he had figures carved of 
various heroes, living and dead. Even 
these he changed at times to suit 
his moods. In this “castle” he could 
live in luxurious splendor as_ the 
“Lord” of his own thinking and in- 
genuity. 

The “Lord Timothy Dexter Spoon” 
in the collection of Mrs. J. C. Mitchell 
of Boca Raton, Florida, is the orig- 
inal sterling coffee spoon of this 
souvenir group designed by W. P. 
Jones, of Newburyport, Massachu- 
setts, in 1891. It has these initials 
and engraving on the reverse side: 
FLF, 1892. The stem of the obverse 
side contains the name of the town,

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The Detroit Historical Museum has 
recently acquired a rare and beauti- 
ful Meissen table from an anony- 
mous donor. It is an origina] and 
was made at the Meissen-Saxony 
factory in the early 19th century, 
probably between 1800 and 1830. It 
has been appraised at approximately 


$5,000. The table was the gift of 


the King of Saxony to former Gov- 
ernor Hazen Senter Pingree of Mich- 
igan about 1900.

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Adult Interest in Dolls 


in the 19th Century 


Adult interest in dolls began long 
before the dawn of the 20th century, 
despite opinion to the contrary among 
some of our present-day collectors. 
During the last century many maga- 
zine articles on the subject were writ- 
ten. One such, entitled “Dolls & Doll- 
makers” appeared in Leslie’s Maga- 
zine for March, 1888. It was unsigned 
and reads as follows: 

“Dolls are idols, and, as the name 
comes from the ancient Greeks, the 
article is even older, and dates back 
to the early times of the human 
race. The tombs of Peru and of 
Egypt, of Scandinavia and of the 
primitive Christians in the Cata- 
combs, all combine to show that the 
little girls had their dolls, and loved 
them so dearly that their parents, 
grieving over their darling’s early 
death, would not remove from its 
side the toy which had been a source 
of so much pleasure in its_ brief 
earthly existence. But, after all, the 
doll is more to a little girl than a 
toy. A child’s affection seldom cen- 
ters on a toy, and the destructive 
hand sweeps the toys down ruthless- 
ly, whether the owner be boy or girl; 
but to the girl, her doll is a real be- 
ing, an object of affection, with 
which she holds long conversations, 
and on which she bestows all the en- 
dearment, all the care, and feels all 
the anxiety that she sees her mother, 
or other mothers, evince for their in- 
fant charges. It is curious, too, to 
study how little artistic beauty has 
to do with this attachment, and how 
fondly a little miss will cling to a 
rude home-made doll on which she

has long lavished her young heart, 
rather than on a fine piece of work- 
manship subsequently bestowed upon 
it. The varieties of dolls, if we ex- 
cept the speaking doll, and perhaps 
that is no exception, are all very an- 
cient; rag dolls, jointed dolls, wax 
dolls, all can claim a higher antiquity 
than any noble house in Europe, for 
in the tombs of ancient Egypt, fig- 
ures of painted wood, of terra-cotta, 
of ivory, and of rags, have been 
found, whose limbs were made mov- 
able for the delight of children be- 
fore Moses was born. In the tombs 
of Etruria similar toys have been 
discovered; they were disseminated 
in the East; and in China, as well 
as in India, movable figures were 
made to act, from time immemorial 
to the present day, by hand and on 
strings, or as shadows behind a 
curtain. The ancient Greeks were ex- 
perts in the making of puppets, in- 
cluding wax dolls, and a number of 
their poets allude to offerings of dolls 
to Artemis and Aphrodite made by 
maidens before their marriage. Speci- 
mens of these doll skeletons, as rep- 
resented in our illustrations are 
found in many museums, 

“In France, the poupée or doll was 
improved so as to amuse children 
of larger growth, and developed into 
puppet-shows. These shows attracted 
a due amount of attention in the Mid- 
dle Ages, arriving at such perfection 
in the sixteenth century that their 
performances rivaled in attraction 
those of living actors. Puppet-shows 
became exceedingly popular in Eng- 
land in the early part of the last cen- 


tury. Dolls had another use for 
adults. For a long time, when ladies’ 
papers were not known, dressed pup- 
pets or dolls served for the trans- 
mission of fashions from France to 
other countries, and those poupées 
were thought of so much importance 
in England, that they were allowed 
to be imported without hindrance, 
even in time of war. ... These dolls 
not only showed the cut of the cos- 
tumes, but also reproduced most 
faithfully the materials both of the 
dress and the trimmings. (See illus- 
trations). 

“A curious case occurred in this 
country once, where this custom was 
unknown. Some pious Catholic la- 
dies in Georgetown determined to 
form themselves into a community of 
Visitation Nuns toward the end of 
the last century, They picked up 
a copy of the rules of the Order, 
and so far all went well, but when 
it came to the dress of these par- 
ticular nuns, the good ladies were 
in great perplexity. Not one of them 
had ever seen a Visitation, and they 
were afraid of doing what artists 
do jumble together the cap of one 
Order, the giumpe of another, the 
veil of another. So they wrote to a 
Visitation convent in Europe and the 
ladies there, accustomed to the plan 
of dressing dolls for fashion plates, 
dressed a doll as a Visitation Nun 
and sent it to the Land of the Free. 
When the little box reached the 
Custom-house in New York, the 
Custom-house officers opened it, but 
were taken aback, and did not know 
how to call it, much less how to rate

it under the tariff of those days. 
At last one, after finding it addres- 
sed to somebody whose name looked 
like that of a priest, declared: “Oh, 
it is one of them gods the Papists 
worship; there ain’t no duty on that,” 
and the nuns got their doll, and set 
to work to make their dresses ac- 
cordingly. 


“The Paris poupée still maintains 
its superiority in the doll world. Not 
even the most fashionable emporium 
ean display dolls of home manufac- 
ture equaling, in pinkness of com- 
plexion, in wealth of lace, flounces, 
and frillerics, the dolls exhibited in 
Paris. In the manufacture of small 
porcelain dolls, arrayed as _ brides, 
babies, shepherdesses, beadles, and 
gendarmes, the French are also won- 
derfully skillful. Rag dolls, so com- 
mon with us, are not now to be met 
with either in France or in Germany. 
The latter country is famous for the 
manufacture of toys and dolls, and 
the small town of Sonneberg, in the 
Thuringian Forest, alone produces 
articles for the amusement of chil- 
dren to the value of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, and enough to 
fill the toy-shops of every quarter 
of the globe. The different processes 
in the manufacture of a wax do,ll 
are shown in our illustration, and 
need no description, while the manu- 
faeture of dolls’ dresses, from the 
ruder ones sewed on, to the skilled 
wardrobe little girls prize, where 
every garment is perfect, and the 
task of dressing and undressing can 
be carried on in the morning and 
evening, is a field so delicate and 
complicated that we dare not ven- 
ture to attempt a description. Dolls 
wear out, and the repair and restora- 
tion of a favorite often calls for 
artistic work by a mother or elder 
sister. Sometimes, indeed, there will 
be some jack-of-all-trades, some old 
sailor who is fond of children, who 
will take a hand in the way of re- 
pairs, and in some countries, where 
children are limited in the matter of 
toys, a doll-mender plies a regular

It is many years since the foregoing 
was written. The doll picture has 
changed, No longer is France the 
favorite doll country; others are 
equally proficient in the design and 
manufacture of dolls. Our own dolls 
many of them designed by accredi- 
ted artists, are unexcelled except per- 
haps in the field of hand-carved 
wooden figures. In countries like 
Germany and Switzerland the art of 
hand-carving has been carried on for 
hundreds of years, passed on from 
generation to generation in a single 
family. It is natural that these 
countries should excel in this parti- 
cular field of doll making. 

The article tells us that in 1888 
the rag dolls “are not now to be 
met with either in France or in 
Germany.” That certainly is not 
true at the present time. Lovely rag 
or cloth dolls, some of them collec- 
tors’ items, are made in both coun- 
tries, as well as in England and 
America. 

The writer of long ago, could she 
(or he) now see the doll situation in 
America would be amazed at the 
number of fine artists who have 
turned to doll making, as fascinated 
with perfection in this field of en- 
deavor as are the collectors who joy- 
fully enrich collections with such 
treasures,

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A Cousin to Political Buttons 


The Grand Army of the Republic 
held its first State Convention at 
Springfield, Ill, on Julv 12. 1866. 
The meeting was called by Dr. B. F. 
Stevenson and W. J. Rudolph, foun- 
ders of the organization. At this time 
plans were made for the first G.A.R. 
National Encampment, which was 
held at Indianapolis. Ind.. on No- 
vember 20, 1866. According to Har- 
pers Encyclopedia, States sending 
delegates to this meeting were, Illi- 
nois Missouri, Kansas, Wisconsin, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio. Iowa, 
Kentucky, Indiana and the District 
of Columbia. S. A. Hulbert was 
elected first National Commander. 
By 1868 the movement had spread 
to nearly every State, and National

year up to and including 1949. State 
Encampments have also been held 
yearly. In the year 1896 the G.A.R. 
had a Membership of 409,489. At 
the 83rd, last Encampment only six 
members were able to attend. Today, 
very few of the G.A.R. and Con- 
federate veterans are living. 


The Womens Relief _ Corps., 
(W.R.C.) was organized in 1883. 
The Ladies of the G.A.R. was or- 
ganized in 1886. Headquarters of the 
G.A.R. with Miss Cora E. Gillies, 
Secretary, is maintained at 43 Adams 
St., Jamestown, New York. This of- 
fice will be kept open until the last 
Veteran has passed away. 


The badges of the G.A.R. and Con- 
federate veterans make a very inter- 
esting hobby for me. If I could get 
all of them, I would have 83 G.A.R. 
National Encampment badges and 
several medals. Some are very beau- 
tiful pieces of workmanship. There 
would be about three thousand 
badges of State Annual Encamp- 
ments, sixty-two National W.R.C. 
conventions and about two thousand 
State Annual W.R.C. conventions 
badges and medals. Badges for the 
years 1866 to 1880 and 1920 to 1949 
are hard to find on account of mem- 


om 


bership for the two periods being 
small. 

I house my collection in a shelv- 
ed cabinet and in the bottom of 
the cabinet are the G.A.R. National 
Encampment badges and medals. 
The center shelf bears the Michigan 
Annual Encampment pieces, also a 
few Confederate badges which came 
with collections of G.A.R.’s. This 
shows that perhaps in later life 
Union and Confederate Veterans had 
lived together peaceably. There is 
also an ex-prisoner of war badge, 
worn at the National Encampment 
at Buffalo in 1901. Another item is 
a beautiful Award of Merit piece 
given for long and faithful service. 
This was made by Tiffany. Top 
shelf has the W.R.C. pieces, also

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Spinning and Weaving 
in Early America 


In the Early American period every 
farmer had his flax or hemp field 
and every home its spinning wheel. 
Many homes had looms, and often a 
lean-to was built to house these and 
their appurtenances while in some 
households the attic served for this 
purpose. By 1767 there was a weav- 
ing house at Mount Vernon, the home 
of George Washington, where linsey- 
woolsey,* linens, and woolens were 
woven. 

The first settlers, especially those 
of New England, knew both spinning 
and weaving, since these were domes- 
tic occupations to which they had 
been accustomed at home in the Old 
World. The homes of these early 
colonists did not lack for household 
linens, and many of them had damask 
or needlework table covers, printed 
East Indian cottons, loose cushions 
made of damask or Turkey work,** 
and loomed rugs for their floors, 
but most of these decorative arti- 
cles had reached America in the sea 
chests brought from the old home in 
England. In the first decades of the 
settlement life was too arduous for 
the women to experiment with any 
weaving except that most needed for 
everyday living, and it was not until 
after the Revolution that fabrics of 
an expert and sophisticated type 
were produced in the colonies. Then, 
too, in the early days of the period 
the settlers did not have the equip- 
ment or the skill to produce fabrics 
in other than the simplest weaves. 
The power loom was in use in Eng- 
land but knowledge of it was closely 
guarded by its possessors. 

* Linsey-woolsey: early homespun ma- 
terial of coarse wool woven on cotton 
warp. Used in the Early American 
household not only for clothing but for 
curtains, ‘coverlets, ete. 

** Turkey work: Made by pulling wors- 
ted yarns through a coarsely woven fa- 
bric, then knotting and cutting them to 
imitate oriental rugs. In the Early Am- 
erican home used for covering chairs, 
curtains, cushions, etc.

In the early days all the work that 
was necessary from the raising of 
the flax, hemp, or wool to the manu- 
facture of the raw material into 
a finished article was done in the 
one household. Before long, however, 
there came into the economic life of 
the colonies the itinerant weaver, who 
traveled through the countryside, 
bringing his loom with him and re- 
maining in the settlement until all 
the village weaving for the season 
had been completed. 

In 1643 a factory was begun in 
Rowley, Massachusetts, the first tex- 
tile factory in America, and this con- 
tinued in operation until the early 
nineteenth century. A few years 
earlier some twenty families had ar- 
rived there from Yorkshire, England, 
under the guidance of their minister, 
Ezekiel Rogers, bringing with them 
the necessary knowledge and exper- 
ience for such an undertaking. Al- 
though the first products of this 
factory were of wool, soon it was 
making fabrics of flax and cotton as 
well. The establishment of this full- 
ing mill was followed by others, al- 
though they seem to have been almost 
entirely within the boundaries of 
Massachusetts, with some few in 
Connecticut, Trumbull in his His- 
tory of Connecticut says that “in 
1713 there was but one clothier in 
the colony.” If this statement is 
true —and there is no reason to 
doubt it — this man was Abraham 
Fulford of Woodbury. Records of 
this town contain the following 
signed by forty-four inhabitants: 
“We, whose names are hereunto sub- 
scribed do hereunto grant Abraham 
Full-ford, a well-accomplished per- 
sin, both for combing wool, weaving 
and fulling cloth, if he so cause to 
cohabitt in this town, and be bene- 
ficial upon ye sd. accounts a ten acre 
accommodation in Woodbury January 
1700.” Evidently Fulford accepted 
the offer because a deed was record- 


ed in his name as of April 3, 1712. 

Hemp was native to Virginia and 
flax grew well throughout the colo- 
nies, but wool was a matter of some 
very real concern to the settlers. 
Some woolen material was manufac- 
tured, however, for we know that as 
early as 1659 its export was prohi- 
bited so that the small supply might 
be conserved for home use. The 
lack of woolen clothing was one of 
the greatest hardships borne by our 
Revolutionary soldiers. 

Although cotton was woven in the 
colonies, little of it was printed. 
Whatever there was of colonial print- 
ed cotton or linen was largely the 
small-patterned materia] for dresses. 
The lovely printed cottons and cali- 
coes of India had been reaching Eng- 
land as early as the 1600’s and “In- 
dia chints” were being imported into 
the colonies shortly after 1700. 

An early attempt at the produc- 
ing and weaving of silk was made 
in the southern colonies. Mulberry 
trees grew in quantity in Virginia, 
and the Virginian colonists imported 
the finest silkworms available from 
Spain and Italy. As early as 1656 
silk was sent to England from this 
colony and somewhat later we hear 
that the King himself declared this 
to be the equal of the finest im- 
ported into England at that time. 

Shortly after the first settlements 
were made we read in inventory 
after inventory lists of household 
linens which indicate that our early 
settlers had ample supplies, and soon 
the greater part of this was of 
domestic manufacture. Idleness and 
too much leisure were not consid- 
ered necessary or desirable in those 
days. Every girl worked for her dow- 
er chest, weaving her sheets, her tow- 
els, her table linen, and her cover- 
lets. This custom continued even 
through the Victorian period, when 
maidens worked diligently at their 
embroidering for their “hope chests,” 
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although by this time the weaving 
and spinning had largely disap- 
peared as a domestic industry. To- 
day, however, there is a growing 
revival of these handicrafts. 

Some of the early pattern weaves 
exist today, although many have en- 
tirely disappeared. One of the most 
interesting collections of old linens 
will be found in the Henry Whitfield 
State Historical Museum in Guil- 
ford, Connecticut. Here one may see 
such weaves as “Rings and Chains,” 
“Double Diamonds,” “Honeycomb and 
Dimity,” “M’s and O’s,” “Herring- 
bone,” “Fish-eye,” “Bird’s Eye,” and 


well known even today, “Hucka- 
back.” 

In the early inventories we read of 
napkins, tablecloths, ”hemppen 


cloath” by the yard, flaxen sheets, 
hempen sheets, “Dyeper” napkins, as 
well as of the more luxurious dam- 
asks, Turkey work, and laces. While 
the Pilgrim Fathers passed sump- 
tuary laws in the early days of the 
settlement prohibiting finery for 
those of “mean condition, education, 
and calling,” those of wealth and so- 
cial position were permitted to wear 
“woolen, silk, and linen apparel” 
trimmed with “gold, silver, and 
thread lace.” Inventories of this pe- 
riod in all the colonies, although per- 
haps to a greater extent in the 
southern settlements, are filled with 
such items as “a printed calico gown 
lined with _ silk,” “waistcoats 
trimmed with lace,” “holland sleeves 
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with ruffles,” “scarf of taffeta,” 
“cornet and drawing caps with lace,” 
“headbands with lace,” ‘“neckcloths 
with lace,” “laced handkerchiefs,” 
and “whisks” (deep collars trimmed 
with lace). 

Unfortunately little of the lace 
and needlework of this period re- 
mains. In the inventories, also, are 
the names of many fabrics unfam- 
iliar to us today. These include 
says, serges, darnicks, perpetuanas, 
carsays, camlets, paduasoys, tabbies, 
calamancos, palampores. Camlet was 
a woolen fabric, part silk and part 
goat’s or camel’s hair. Around 1700 
in America, however, this name was 
given to a plain woolen material and 
was very popular in red, yellow or 
green for draperies. Carsay was a 
twilled wool similar to broadcloth 
but lighter. Darnick was a linen ma- 
terial used for hangings, similar to 
coarse linen diaper with check pat- 
terns. Perpetuana was a smooth wor- 
sted weave with double or triple 
warp and single filling. This was 
very popular in red. Tabby was a 
silk or woolen material similar to 
watered silk. 

Coverlets were woven early in all 
the colonies as well as in New Eng- 
land and those that have been pre- 
served are much cherished today. 
They were woven in such intriguing 
patterns as “Sunrise on the Walls 
of Troy,” “Bonaparte’s Retreat,” 
“Rich Man’s Fancy,” “Chariot 
Wheel,” and “Cat Tracks.”

NEW FORD MUSEUM 
DIRECTOR NAMED 


Appointment of Dr. Donald A. 
Shelley, 48, as Executive Director of 
the Henry "Ford Museum and Green- 
field Village was announced Novem- 
ber 19, by the Board of Trustees of 
that institution. The new appoint- 
ment became effective immediately. 

Curator of Fine Arts at the Mu- 
seum and Village since 1952, Dr. Shel- 
ley succeeds A. K. Mills III, who was 
stricken with a fatal heart attack 
a few months ago. 

Following history of art training 
at Penn State, Harvard, New York 
University, Columbia, the Courtland 
Art Institute of the University of 
London and the Institute of Art and 
Archaeology of the the University 
of Paris, he was appointed a Rocke- 
feller Foundation Interne at the 
Brooklyn Museum. From 1938 to 
1948 he was curator of Paintings and 
Sculpture at the New York Histor- 
ical Society. 

He later served both as assistant 
professor of American Art at Hun- 


ter College and as curator of the 
Colonel and Mrs. E. W. Garbisch Col- 
lection of early American primitive 
art, and is a widely recognized au- 
thority on American Painting and 
Decorative Arts. 

He is a member of the American 
Association of Museums, Midwest 
Museums Conference, and a charter 
member of the Museums Council of 
New York City. 

Dr. Shelley "ai lectured at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, the Na- 
tional Gallery of Art and has been 
guest speaker at the Wiliamsburg 
Antiques Forum.

NOTES ON SPANISH FURNITURE 


Edan Wright

Travelers to Spain invariably re- 
count their experiences at walking 
along a hot street filled with tah 
scorched houses almost sans_ wind- 
ows on the street side and their sur- 
prise at entering through the huge 
gate with its iron bosses guarding 
the entrance into the refreshing cool- 
ness of the patio or court of the in- 
terior. With a little imagination one 
can at least get the surprise effect, 
and that tinged with no little pleasure 
upon a glimpse into our lion-guard- 
ed patio. 


This court with its fountain is in 
the Palacio de Los Pantoja in To- 
ledo, Spain. Toledo, one of the most 
venerable cities of Spain, had its hey- 
day under the influence of the Moors. 
Many of the old palatial residences 
have retained at least vestiges of the 
Moorish domination in their decora- 
tion and architecture. And _ even 
after the Moorish power was broken, 
the craftsmen and artists, steeped in 
the precepts, went on making pieces 
of furniture and executing designs 
which, while modified, yet preserved 
much of their original oriental char- 
acter. 


What persisted longest, perhaps 
was the tendency toward geometrical 
motifs as compared to the natural- 
istic, instigated by Mohammedan 
aversion to representing the human 
or other natural forms. 


The typically Spanish interior from 
the earliest days was primarily ar- 
chitectural in character, with much 
attention paid to the decoration of 
the walls, floors, and ceiling. During 
the Renaissance the floors were paved 
with tiles, stone or brick, sometimes 
wood, laid to form patterns. The 
walls were plastered, but they often 
had high dadoes brilliant in their 
polychrome tiles. These same tiles 
went to decorate the doorway and 
window facings, and into these, too, 
went the famous Spanish grill work. 


The Spanish, perhaps more than 
any other nation, were fond of hang- 
ing their walls with tapestries, bro- 
cades, velvets, damasks, painted can- 
vases and their handsome stamped 
end engraved leather. 


There was little furniture, for the 
Spanish had a sense of dramatic 
values that was masculine in its 
scope. What pieces there were were 


confined to stout specimens, snlen- 
didly decorated, tables, chairs, 
benches bedsteads, cabinets and cup- 
boards and a large diversity of chests. 
The decoration ‘with porcelains, mir- 
rors, sconces and candelabra and the 
other knickknacks came during the 
rococo and neo-classic periods, when 
Spain, like the rest of Europe, turned 
to the French for inspiration. 


They accepted a lot, but had the 
good sense to retain their dignity 
and openly expressed their distaste 
for the frivolous French day beds. 
Here was the whole crux of the dif- 
ference in the interiors of the two 
nations. femininity with all its ex- 
cesses and furbelows tvpified by the 
French ‘was opposed to masculine 
positiveness and handsome strength 
of the Spanish. In the process of 
style revolution luckily for Spanish 
art it was only a distillation without 
denaturing. 


OLD PINE FURNITURE

Old things that belonged to our 
forefathers in the early days of our 
country’s life through the antiquari- 
an, the collector, and the sentimental- 
ist have come out of the dim shad- 
ows and are a little nearer and a lit- 
tle dearer to us, if we know some- 
thing of their origin, something of 
their process of construction, and 
something of the intimate history. 


The acquisition of one old piece 
usually leads to the acquisition of 
still another until one finds it an 
easy matter to become a collector. 


European antiques possess an 
age and a merit that is distinctly 
their own. American antiques do not 
vie with them. They are frankly, for 
the most part, the efforts of people 
of other countries, who made their 
homes here to emulate and to re- 
produce here, with whatever mate- 
rials were on hand, such articles 
with which they were accustomed at 
home. 


European antiques may be centu- 
ries old, but the antiques in which 
Americans delight are those of Co- 
lonial days, Revolutionary times, Em- 
pire and Victorian. Things are con- 
sidered antique only in this country 
if they have reached the hundred 

year mark. This excluded many fine 


pieces of glass made in the east 7% 
years ago, and many fine pieces of 
furniture. It is not necessary to lim- 
it collecting to those things which 
are truly a hundred years old or 
more, For time passes so rapidly, 
that before long these things which 
were considered just old, will be an- 
i and as such qualify as desir- 
able. 


* * * 


It is not only very interesting to 
find old things, but very profitable, 
too, if these things are of certain 
types. 


We are only beginning to find out 
just how much the old things mean 
to us, and just how nice it is to have 
them in our own homes. The sub- 
ject of early American furniture, 
while full of romance, of drama, and 
historical interest, is still not an 
exhaustive one. It covers only a short 
iy of time, from 1620 to about 


During this time we were busily 
engaged in various occupations, 
farming, fighting, and engaging in 
a war of independence. It was not 
possible for our early countrymen 
to furnish their homes in the tradi- 
tions of their mother countries until 
such a time as they were able to find 
materials here to use and _ leisure 
from the distress of fighting and 
tilling. 


The earliest furniture was of 
pine. It was used abundantly by pio- 
neer Americans for common house- 
hold furniture such as chests, tables, 
stools, ete. 


Pine was an exceedingly useful 
wood, and was adaptable to use for 
practically everything from the broad 
beams of the ceilings, to buttons to 
ornament milord’s coat. It is durable 
because it contains a very large 
amount of resin or oil, but still it 
is a soft wood. Because of its width 
when cut into boards, pine was used 
for table tops, chair seats, benches, 
etc., and many of these are to be 
found today, in a fairly good state of 
preservation. 

* * * 


No nails were to be had in those 
days so the pieces are constructed 
carefully and well fitted. Perhays 
the main reason is that most of it 
was painted. A very lovely old pale 
yellow was often used as a surface 
covering for pine furniture, and 
sometimes this leads one to believe 
that the wood is maple. 
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There are many very excellent 
old pieces of pine furniture to be 
found today, besides many useful 
household utensils. There is the shoe- 
makers bench, the bread trough, made 
entirely of pine, with wooden han- 
dles and wooden cover, These are 
very quaintly constructed. In th 
south one finds the churns, the but- 
ter molds, the buckets, butter spoons, 
bobbins, toddy sticks, in fact innum- 
erable pieces of household equipment 
were made of pine. 


One can only imagine the vast ex- 
panses of timber lands which faced 
our forefathers, so eager to settle 
and till the soil. The trees had to be 
filled. Lumber for building and for 
fuel had to be secured: Yet it is in 
some way consoling to know that the 
beauty of those early trees is in a 
measure preserved in some of the 
early pieces which we now so high- 
ly prize. 


Under the influence of the Chip- 
pendale, Adam Sheraton Empire and 
Victorian periods, pine, for anything 
but the poorest kinds of furniture, 
was looked down upon. Mahogany, 
oak and walnut were the woods of 
the wealthy. But today, the old pine 
pieces are being brought out again, 
relieved of their coverings of tale 
telling paint, and are not only re- 
stored to a semblance of their for- 
mer usefulness, but they are finding 
favor side by side with their more 
elegant rivals in expensive wood.

COLT FIREARMS — 1836 to 1954 by 


James E. Serven. Pub. by James E. 
Serven, Santa Ana, California, 1954, 385 
pp. $15.00. (Printed by the Foundation 
Press.) 


The author has written other books 
on Colt firearms but he offers here 
a more comprehensive and complete 
history. It presents a brief history 
of the times along with the develop- 
ment of the Colt guns and Samuel 
Colt, the man. Although Colt died 
prematurely in the year 1862 the 
story and development of the Colt 
Patent Fire Arms Company is car- 
ried down to the present time, tell- 
ing something of the men who have 
succeeded to the presidency of the 
company. A few years after the 
death of Colt, his widow sold the 
company to some New England in- 
dustrialists so control passed out of 
the hands of the Colt family at that 
time. 

Illustrations and description of the 
various Colt models is given along 
with pictures pertaining to the Colt 
story.

an index of the Colt models adds 
to the value of the book. 

The story of Samuel Colt and his 
accomplishments furnish an interest- 
ing chapter to the growth of Am- 
erica.

In its pages you will 
learn that cakes will keep fresh if 
a cut apple is put in the box with 
them, that the lowest temperature 
recorded in the U.S. (-69.7) below 
zero occurred in Montana in January 
1954, and that the life expectancy of 
an eagle is 100 years. 

The ALMANAC’S devotion to the 
basic simplicities explains its long 
and successful life. It is a grab-bag 
of informational odds and ends, some 
of which are not too useful but most 
of which deal with the unchanging 
nature of life rather than with the 
spasms and contortions of civiliza- 
tion.

slightly ajar. This feature of the 
spoon is commemorative of one of 
Dexter’s wild speculations, the send- 
ing of warming-pans to the natives 
of the West Indies. These natives, 
perhaps not knowing the purpose for 
which these implements were de- 
signed, but more likely not feeling 
the need for such equipment in their 
tropical abodes, used them instead for 
dipping and straining the syrup 
which they made. 

Though nothing on the spoon in- 
dicates another phase of Lord Dex- 
ter’s life, it adds to the interest in- 
vested in this unique personality to 
know that he also aspired to be a 
writer, and turned out a_ book, 
“Pickle for the Knowing Ones.” Still 
to be different (or just to assert 
himself as the Lord he was) he 
placed into his book no marks of 
punctuation whatsoever. To take 
care of this discrepancy he filled 
his final page with all kinds of punc- 
tuation marks and instructed the 
editor that the “no-ing ones” might 
just “salt and peper them in as they 


plese.” He was also eccentric in his 
spelling! 

That nobility “had its flare” in 
this land of equality in the late 
eighteenth century made a noble piece 
of work for the designer of souvenir 
spoons that remains a true find for 
anybody’s collection. 


REDISCOVERING 
AMERICA 


America is rediscovering America 
—how could it be otherwise with 
almost everyone on the wing in win- 
ter as well as summer. 

The designers, notably from the 
leading fabric houses are profiting 
from their travels by bringing home 
American ideas from America’s past 
- a trick anyone can practice with 
pleasure and profit. Two happy 
hunting grounds of the designers are 
Cooperstown in New York, and Old 
Sturbridge Village in Massachusetts. 
Each area offers a thick and rich 
slice of America’s history, together 
with a mixed bag of vacation pas- 
times, and superb and reasonable 
inns for bed and board. 

Cooperstown tells the American 
story in three small but impeccable 
museums. The Farmer’s Museum is 
a recreation of early frontier life - 
spinning, weaving, blacksmithing, 
printing, together with a school- 
house, country store, and print shop, 
and the Cardiff Giant. Almost 
across the street is the Fenimore 
House, a gracious mansion which 
tells the other side of the people’s 
story: the folk art of our craftsmen 
and amateurs, and a record of the 
frontier’s novelist, James Fenimore 
Cooper. Finally, there is the home 
plate for lovers of baseball - the 
National Reseho]l Hall of Fame and 
Museum. From its beginnings to the 
latest world series, baseball’s history 
is told through countless mementos 
of the game. 

As an added dividend. the str- 
rounding countryside, immortalized 
by Cooper in his Leatherstocking 
Tales, is a constant delight. At the 
ead of Lake Otsego, Cooper’s “Glim- 
merglass,” is the Otesaga, a natri- 
cian resort hotel. with high ceilinged 
rooms, and a large. cool baleonv, 
which stares across manicured lawns 
to the glimmer of the lake. By win- 
ter, the inn is a fashionable girls’ 
school; from July 1 to Labor Day it 
hecomes a resort with rates from 
$10.00 per day. American plan. 

The Cooper Inn, around the corner 
from the Otesaga, is open the year 
round, and seems like an extension 
of the museums. It is a remodelled, 
century-old mansion filled with fine 
antiques, oriental rugs. oil paintings, 
and rare woodwork. Rates are from 
$5.00 a day, European plan. 

Cooperstown is a short and well 
worth it detour off route 20 west of 
Albany, and is best reached by mo- 
tor. The distances are New York 
200 miles, Albanv 75 miles: Schenec- 
tady 70 miles; Utica 50 miles: Syr- 
acuse 84 miles, and Binghamton 84 
miles. 

Another facet of the American 
story is told by Old Sturbridge Vil- 
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lage, which lies 60 miles south of 
Boston, and 160 miles north of New 
York. The Old Village is an out- 
door museum which attempts to show 
the manner of ordinary living in a 
small New England farm community 
of about a century and a half ago. 
The visitor enters an actual com- 
munity with its farm, saw mill and 
grist mill, its blacksmith’s shop, tav- 
ern and country store, its homes, 
church and school. The miller is 
grinding corn, the blacksmith work- 
ing at his forge, and the tavern dis- 
penses hospitality. Not only does 
Old Sturbridge present a close-up of 
early New England life, but also a 
working eye view of old-time crafts- 
weaving, cabinet-making, wood-turn- 
ing, silver and pewter working, and 
pottery. A sense of life animates 
what is actually a gigantic museum 
exhibit, 

Within the Old Village, Yankee 
fare is served in three eating places, 
and the Lodge and Motel provide ac- 
commodation of a satisfactory up- 
to-date nature. Just outside the 
gates, is one of the show places of 
New England, the Publick House. 
This is a carefully restored coach- 
ing tavern, which first opened its 
doors in 1771.

have it in my collection. It was ob- 
tained in Europe. 

I have recently come into posses- 
sion of a watch that intrigues me 
greatly. It is shown as Illustration 
No. 3. This is a plain silver pair case 
watch, engraved on the back plate 
of the movement as follows: “Joseph 
Weiss, Allentown, Penn.” and a num- 
ber “6987.” The movement is fusee 
and verge and the workmanship is 


of the very finest. The pierced bai-. 


ance cock is truly lovely. 

The only reference I can find to 
Joseph Weiss of Allentown, Pennsy}- 
vania, is in Brooks Palmer’s “The 
Book of American Clocks.” He is list- 
ed as a maker of tall clocks and 
his time as about 1840. He is not 
mentioned anywhere, that I can find, 
as a watchmaker and yet here is a 
watch bearing his signature. 

The case bears a London hallmark 
of 1770-71. What does this mean? 
Did Joseph Weiss purchase watch 
cases in England and fit them with 
movements of his own make? Or dtd 
he purchase the complete watch in 
England, have his name engraved 
on the movement and sell them in 
this country as his own? Frankly, I 
do not know the answer. There are 
some points of difference in this 
watch and the usual watch of the 
period. The case is heavier and seem- 
ingly better designed. The movement 
is sturdier and shows evidence of bet- 
ter workmanship. 

This entire watch is in unusually 
good condition throughout and runs 
very well. 

I would like very much to find an 
answer to this problem and will wel- 
come information and/or comments 
from any source, 


Illustration No. 4 shows a watch 
in the ‘collection that is of consider- 
able interest to me, although it is not 
of real antique status. This is a 
calendar watch of, I believe, Swiss 
or French origin and probably made 
about 1890 to 1900. The dial is very 
attractive and in perfect condition. 
It is of course, porcelain and very 
white. The large Roman numerais 
and minute markings are in an odd 
dark red color in contrast to all 
the other markings which are in 
black. There are four subsidiary 
dials on the main dial. The lover 
dial is of course the seconds dial. 
The upper dial is the months of the 
year, the dial on the left is the date 
dial and the one on the right is the 
days of the week. There is beautiful 
gold tracery dividing these four dials. 
The seeonds dial has a window open- 
ing at the top through which the 
moon phases show. 

The four dials are set by means 
of four little rods ‘that proiect from 
under the dial when the frent cover 
is opened and all are in working 
order. ‘ 

It shouid be mentioned the hour 
and minute hands are pierced and 
of very nice design. 

The case is of silver with two 
plain gold bands around its cireum- 
ference. The back is engraved. 


The inside cover of the cas2 bears 
the markings: “Ancre” - “15 Rubis” 
- “Quantieme.” Since the movement 
has fifteen ruby jewels, it is a very 
good one, The watch is stem wind 
and set. 

We had some difficulty at first 
in deciphering the days and months 
on the dials. The days are: Sun, 
Maa, Tii, Kes, Tor, Per aud “Lau. 
The months are Tam, Hel, Maa, Huh, 
Tou, Kes, Hei, Flo, Syy, Lok, Mer 
and Jou. Some rcsearea developed 
the fact that the language is Finnish. 
One can thus assume that this watch 
was made in France or Switzerland 
for sale in Finland. 

There are some fine oid ciucks 
now on the way from Europe and 
I am hoping that they will arrive 
in time for the next article.

burrs by means of a scraper, inked, 
the surplus ink wiped off (in such 
a way as to leave the engraved lines 
charged with ink but the surface 
clean) and paper placed on the plate. 

The plate is then passed through 
the Press which forces the paper 
into the furrows and in contact with 
the ink. 


Stipple Engraving. It is said that 
Jean Charles Francois (1717-1769) 
was the first to resort to engraving 
in stipple. The process is similar to 
Line Engraving but dots take the 
place of lines. The method sounds a 
great deal simpler than it is in prac- 
tice, for lights and shadows have to be 
arranged in the desired graduations 
by varying the strength of the dots, 
making some much deeper than 
others with the point of a too] called 
a “stipple-graver.” 


Lithography. Theunderlying 
principle of this process is the an- 
tipathy of grease and water. Its pos- 
sibilities as an art were discovered 
by Alois Senefelder in 1792. The de- 


sign was drawn on a highly polished 


Bavarian quarried stone with spe- 
cially prepared chalk of a greasy na- 
ture. The stone is then washed in 
diluted nitric acid and gum. Before 
each printing the stone is moistened 
with water and then inked. The ink, 
being greasy, is rejected by the damp 
stone and adheres only to the design 
drawn in the greasy chalk, thus re- 
producing that part alone. Lithogra- 
phy is a process capable of giving 
extremely beautiful results in the 
hands of a master artist. 


Chromo-Lithography. This proc- 
ess is similar in every respect to 
plain Lithography, except that sep- 
arate stones are used for each of 
the main colors. These are imprinted 
on the paper one after the other to 
build up the finished picture. Only 
the minor colours are touched in by 
hand. The prefix “chromo” can nor- 
mally be understood to signify “mul- 
ti-colour.” 


States of Plates. The “states” 
may be defined as the different sta- 
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ges through which the engraved plate 
passes on its way to completion. The 
term must not be confused with 
“trial proofs” which are impressions 
taken by the Artist to guide him in 
the progress of his work. Generally 
the latter are of no more than in- 
terest value and it is only when the 
picture itself is completely engraved 
that the “states” begin. 

“First state” prints are the first 
impressions before any inscription or 
lettering appears in the title space. 


“Second state” is reached when the 
inscription or title is roughly added, 
i.e., either the outline of the letter- 
ing is etched in, or the letters left 
open before being hatched in (i.e., 
the outline only of the letters may be 
etched in, leaving their completion 
for a later “state”) or when only 
the Artist’s name appears, or the 
Publisher’s imprint. (This is some- 
times referred to as the “Etched let- 
ter state’’). 


The “Open-letter proof” is usually 
the second or third state of the plate 
when the title is etched in outline 
only, before the body of the main 
letters are filled in or hatched. 

The “Remarque proof” is that early 
state of the more modern plate which 
shows a vignette or inset in the in- 
scription space before the lettering 
is added. 


The “Artist’s proof’ is also to be 
found in modern print, without its 
title but bears the autograph of the 
Artist, usually in the inscription 
space. 


The “Proof-before-letters” is usually 
the first state before the title is en- 
graved but on no account must it be 
confused with:— 


The “Masked proof” which is a false 
proof made by the printer placing 
a narrow strip of paper over the in- 
seription space.an the plate in order 
to mask the lettering. 


The “Print-state”’ is the completed 
state of the plate when it is finally 
approved and ready for the pub- 
lie eye. 


Colour Prints. Between the years 
1770 and 1815 it was the universa' 
practice to produce colour prints by 
means: of one copper plate and one 
operation of printing. The method, 
briefly, was as follows—the printer 
applied the colour to the plate by 
means of “dabbers” and “stumps.” 
The surface was then carefully wiped 
in such a way as to charge the in- 
terstices with colour. A‘damp piece 
of plate-paper was then placed on 
the plate and an impression taken 
in a hand operated printing-press. 
The print was afterwards touched up 
and the smaller details filled in or 
completed by the _ print-colourist’s 
brush. 


Impressions. Usually a printer 
can obtain three impressions from 
one inking or colouring of a plate. 
The first would be brilliant, the sec- 
ond would be medium and the third 
pull would be weak, needing a great 
deal of attention from the print-col- 
ourist.

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The Henry Ford Museum 
and Early American Glass 


Certain activities of the past two 
or three years at the Henry Ford 
Museum have aroused a considerable 
amount of curiosity. Museums can be 
progressive and up-to-date or. they 
can stagnate, and unfortunately for 
some years time seemed to stand 
still in Greenfield Village. Henry Ford 
and his wife lived to an advanced 
age and as is so often the case with 
elderly folks, they did not take kind- 
ly to change.

There was the period when a train- 
load of antiques arrived daily at 
Dearborn. Store rooms were filled to 
capacity—but few additions were 
made to the furniture and the china 
and the old glass on exhibit in the 
vast hells of the museum. The enor- 
mous quantity of antiques reposing 
behind locked doors would stagger 
vour imecination. Yet the elderly 
Mr. and Mrs. Ford wanted nothing 
moved. Let us examine the _ back-

ground and the history of the mu- 
seum to understand how this all came 
about before I tell you of my exper- 
ience in expertizing the old glass. 

In 1929 Henry Ford planted his 
pocket-sized America in 200 rural 
acres of his native Dearborn, Mich. 
The spot is ten miles from the heart 
of Detroit and five miles from the 
Ford Motor Company’s vast River 
Rouge plant. Today close to a million 
visitors a year pass through Green-

field Village and the Museum, by foot 
or sleigh or horsedrawn carriage. 

Ford’s quest for the American past 
began during World War I when he 
resolved to restore the plain but sub- 
stantial farmhouse where he was 
born. A ceramic fragment excavated 
in the barnyard gave a clue to the 
family china pattern. From this small 
beginning, all of the original fur- 
nishings, or precise replicas thereof, 
were assembled to the satisfaction of 
Ford’s keen memory. This home of 
his boyhood, complete to the family 
Bible, music box, cider barrel and 
violin, even tools he used for repair- 
ing watches in his spare time, is now 
in Greenfield Village. The restoration 
required seven years. 


Ford went about rounding up these 
relics with characteristic zeal. Ulti- 
mately he gathered in Dearborn many 
thousand times the quantity of anti- 
ques he required for his original pro- 
ject. When odd storage space around 
the Ford Motor Company was ex- 


hausted he was obliged to build a 
place to house his treasures and the 
buildings became the Henry Ford Mu- 
seum. Meanwhile his appetite for old 
things had encompassed houses of 
historic significance and certain small 
factories. They were salvaged, usual- 
ly from ruin or decay at their origin- 
al sites, and removed stick and stone 
to Dearborn. For these Ford made 
Greenfield Village a sanctuary for 
nearly a hundred of these old build- 
ings. 


Greenfield Village is like no other 
village. It is not fossilized in any 
neat period of history. It is a broad 
profile of America from the time of 
the pilgrims to the birth of modern 
mass production. It radiates from a 
central green, or common, in the 
fashion of New England towns and 
the green is bounded by a church, a 
town hall, an inn and a country store 
with merchandise of the Gold Rush 
era. But aside from this basic pattern 
and its country quiet it claims very

with several logical categories, These 
are, broadly speaking, the homes and 
early workshops of eminent Amer- 
icans, craft shops and small factories, 
and miscellaneous landmarks vanish- 
ing or already gone from the Amer- 
ican scene.

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bespeak his progress from reluctant 
farm lad and big city apprentice to 
the genius of the horseless carriage. 

Next in importance are the Thomas 
Edison relics. Ford revered Edison 
because he encouraged him in his 
early profitless labors with the gaso- 
line engine. Prominently represented 
is a spectacular restoration of Edi- 
son’s Menlo Park (New Jersey) lab- 
oratory, which between 1876 and 1886 
produced the electric light, the phono- 
graph and the direct ancestor of the 
radio tube. 

Space does not permit a description 
of all the amazing points of interest 
to be seen over the vast acres com- 
prising Greenfield Village, nor of a 
tour to the historic craftshops where 
demonstrations may be seen of the 
ancient hand methods of manufacture 
such as the glassblower, potterer, 
copper, tintyper, weaver, et cetera. 

The heart of the Henry Ford Mu- 
seum is a single vast exhibit room 
covering 11 acres and floored with 
polished Burma teakwood. The dis- 
plays here fall into several rough 
categories: Transportation, Power, 
Agriculture, Fine Arts and Domestic 
Arts. 

Highlight of the transportation sec- 
tion is Ford’s collection of early cars, 
175 handsome specimens of the horse- 
less carriage era. They range from a 
quaint Roper steam carriage of 1865 
through the Stanley steamer and le- 
gendary internal combustion models 
of Duryea, Winton, Benz, Franklin, 
and others. But this story has to do 
with the Ford antiques which comes 
under the Fine Arts department. 


One bright February morning a 
year ago I was summoned to my 
telephone with the word that Detroit 
was calling. It proved to be a cura- 
tor at the Ford Museum. “Will you 
come out and ‘expertize’ our glass 
for us?” was his first query. “I 
warn you, there is a lot of it.” A 
time was fixed in between dates on 
my busy lecture schedule and I fin- 
ally journeyed to Dearborn, expect- 
ing to be gone for three days. I wish 
my readers could see the spectacle 
that met my eyes! Portions of the 
glass from a vast store room on the 
second floor had been removed to 
back rooms on the main floor. There 
was glass to the right of me and 
glass to the left of me. There were 
huge tables piled high with glass 
and on the floor it was piled even 
higher. There was everything from 
500 odd cup plates to countless 
pieces of pattern glass. But I didn’t 
start with all this. I started with 
the glass in the main gallery, where 
there were ten or twelve enormous 
wall cases. Dr. Donald Shelley, Cur- 
ator of Fine Arts at the Museum, 
drew a map outlining his wishes 
for this project, as it was necessary 
for him to be away. 

Ably assisted by Harold Brind, 
affectionately referred to as “Chur- 
chill,” and Robert Brown, both of 
whom have been with the Museum 
for years, I began removing all the 
glass from all the shelves of these 
enormous wall cases, item by item. 
They were then re-arranged to show 
the earliest blown glass, flasks, lacy 
glass, pattern glass, et cetera, wind- 
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ing up with art glass types. It re- 
quired a great dea] of careful work 
in the way of discarding and re-ar- 
rangement, together with frequent 
trips to the storeroom for needed 
pieces to fill in vacant spaces. 


Once the wall cases were com- 
pleted, we retired to some back rooms 
where I began sorting over the Sand- 
wich glass, and pattern glass. One 
such room was to be made into a 
Sandwich glass study room, and the 
other into a pattern glass study 
room. The first was to display for 
the benefit of visitors, the progress 
from the days of the first pressing 
at Sandwich, through the early cup 
plates, salts, lacy glass, lamps, to 
the pattern glass period. There were 
some 500 cup plates, which were all 
carefully sorted for variations in 
design, and are now _ beautifully 
displayed in a lighted table-case. The 
lacy salts were among the most com- 
plete of any of the collectibles, as 
there are practically all known de- 
signs, including the rare Washing- 
tons and the Henry Clay engine, as 
well as a remarkable color range. 
The Ford collection also includes an 
amazing variety of lamps, both early 
and late. 


By the time I started work on the 
pattern glass room I felt the need 
to whistle, in order to keep up my 
courage. I had to whistle because 
unfortunately, I can’t sing! The 


amount of glass that confronted me 
was _—— to make anyone quake. 


In the old days, Mr, Ford’s buyers 
did not always buy wisely. The 
dealers must have greeted them with 
open arms judging from the amount 
of junk they relieved them of. There 
was so much glass... all over the 
tables and all over the floor, and 
seemingly no place to start. How- 
ever, the “junk” has gone on its 
way, the patterns are now chrono- 
logically placed by period, and the 
glass is so arranged that the visi- 
tor can easily study the progress 
of design in pressed glass in this 
country. 


This spring I again enjoyed re- 
visiting the Ford Museum, when it 
was a pleasure to officially open the 
newly arranged gallery and study 
rooms, which during my absence had 
been repainted and new flood lights 
installed. They are beautiful... 
they are authentic . .. and you will 
fee] amply repaid by a visit to Green- 
field Village.

For at least eighty years before 
the appearance of enamel painting in 
Germany, the Venetians had _pro- 
duced goblets, plates and bowls so 
decorated. Rich German families, ac- 
customed to purchasing Italian Ma- 
jolica and silks, also ordered Vene- 
tian glass decorated with their par- 
ticular coat-of-arms. Very likely a 
desire to capture this market caused 
the Germans to establish enamel 
painting in their own. glassworks 
around the middle of the 16th cen- 
tury. There is no doubt that at first 
this decoration appeared as a refine- 
ment on the primitive green forest 
glass, which, on account of its im- 
purities was greatly improved by 
the colorful opaque enamel. 


Progressing from armorial glasses, 
the enamellers soon were producing 


of arms and, in some instances, offices of noble members of the cathedral chapter of 


that city. 


Strong Islamic feeling is noticeable in the jewel-like enamel decoration, probably 
resulting directly from the influence of the Ottoman Empire which extended through 
Hungary at the time this humpen was made.

themes such as the Imperial Eagle, 
the Emperor and his Electors, the 
Apostles, ete. As these stock themes 
were repeated with little variation 
for some 125 years, the customary 
large beakers ‘Humpen, Stangen- 
glaser, etc.) on which they were 
painted became more common. Most 
guilds, family groups and city offi- 
cials had a Humpen for formal func- 
tions as well as informal occasions 
such as that of greeting a new guest. 
By the end of the 17th century this 
type of enameled glass had not only 
fully developed, but had started its 
decline. 


At this time a new development in 
enamel decoration took place. Johann 
Schaper, perhaps the foremost Ger- 
man artist in this medium, pur- 


chased glasses from the glass houses 
instead of being in their employ, and 
enameled them in his own style and 
technique. He had many followers 
throughout the 18th century, for the 
new black or sepia painting 
(Schwarzlot) was far more sophis- 
ticated than the bold and opaque 
colors of the older style. 


The more translucent technique 
was brought to its final development 
Dy the Mohns who, in the early 19th 
century, painted full landscapes in 
colors on simple beakers. The re- 
sult was a changed concept of en- 
ameling as a decoration. Enameling 
had ceased to be ornament and now 
completely dominated the object 
which it was meant to enhance.

Mail 
and 


Memories 


Mail and memories are combined in 
one of the most unusual post offices 
in the country. Russell M. Seekins, 
postmaster of Ellington, N. Y., has 
Incorporated his hobby, antique col- 
lecting, with his work. 


Displayed in the small friendly 
post office are the many antiques of 
Mr. Seekins’ collection. Thousands of 
persons have visited this out-of-the- 
ordinary post office-antique museum. 
Many people entering the post office 
gain the impression that an antique 
store is being operated there, but Mr. 
Seekins corrects that impression. He 
does, however, enjoy showing the 
many items to people who are in- 
terested. 


The building itself was used as 
a store for fifty-seven years by Mr. 
Seekins’ father and it was equipped 
with the show cases and shelves on 
which the antiques are displayed. 


During his vacations Mr. Seekins 
acts as cashier for an antique auc- 
tioneer, affording him an excellent 
chance to pick up merchandise that 
might seem worthless to the average 
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Russell M. Seekins, postmaster of Ellington, N. Y., 
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amidst his treasures, the mail and “memories.”

gullet moulds, match holders, ink- 
wells, flat iron trivets, powder flasks, 
combs, bells, meat ‘grinders, type- 
writers, adding machines, handcuffs 
and leg irons, barber bottles, baby 
carriages, sewing machines, pipes, 
and occupational shaving mugs. 

Each of the shaving mugs has a 
picture symbolic of the occupation of 
the original owner of the mug and 
his name on it. Mr. Seekins explained 
that it was once the practice of the 
patron of barbershops to leave his 
own shaving mug with the barber, 
however, this practice has been out 
of existence for about 40 years. 

The hobby has been a fascination to 
aim for thirty years and has, he has 
said. “given me a better background 
on the history of western New York. 
I would like to open a public mu- 
seum some day and have a chance 
to explain the various histories con- 
nected with my collections.” 

Although still housed in the post 
office Mr. Seekins’ collections may be 
seen in the Chatauqua County vil- 
lave of Ellington, N. Y., on route 62, 
between Jamestown and Buffalo, New 
York.

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RARE CRYSTAL VASE 


A rare crystal vase made in the 
world-renowned glass factory at 
Leerdam, The Netherlands, was pre- 
sented recently to The Metropolitan 
Museum of Art on behalf of the 
Concertgebouw Orchestra of Amster- 
dam. Dr. Edouard Van Beinum, con- 
ductor of the orchestra, made the 
presentation. The gift was received 
for the Museum by Francis Henry 
Taylor, Director. 

One of the original group of im- 
portant pieces to be done in the 
“sandblast” technique at the factory, 
the vase was designed by A. D. 
Copier, Director of Art at Leerdam 
and*founder of the Leerdam School 
of Art. The vase is eight and thir- 
teen-sixteenth inches high and is de- 
corated with a relief of donkeys en- 
circling its body. It was finished 
on a cutting wheel and the cut sur- 
faces have been polished. 

This most recent addition to the 
Metropolitan’s collection of European 
decorative art is being displayed in 
the Museum’s new glass gallery, one 
of thirty devoted to works of the 
Post-Renaissance period which open- 
ed on November 11th. A cortempor- 
ary work, it is shown with other 
examples of European glass-making 
ranging in date from the Renaissance 
to modern times.

Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield announced on Decem- 
ber 6 that the 3-cent stamp to com- 
memorate the 150th anniversary of 
The Pennsylvania Academy of the 
Fine Arts would be first placed on 
sale at Philadelphia, Pa., on Jan- 
uary 15, 1955, on ‘the occasion of the 
opening of the special exhibition in 
connection with: the Sesquicentennial 
Celebration of The Pennsylvania 
Academy of the Fine Arts.

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A significant reduction in ‘‘dead” 
letters and parcels has resulted from 
public cooperation with the Post Of- 
fice Department’s mail correctly pro- 
gram, Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield recently announced. 

The Postmaster General disclosed 
that, based on estimates for the quar- 
ter ended September 30, 1954, a 4.27 
per cent reduction in the number of 
dead letters and a 12.64 per cent 
in the number of dead parceis were 
registered in comparison with totals 
for the same 1953 quarter. 

“This important reduction in the 
amount of mail going to dead letter 
and dead parcel offices is the result 
of increased public cooperation in re- 
sponse to Post Office Department re- 
quests for more careful mailing, as 
well as special effort on the part 
of the Post Office Department’s em- 
ployees to reduce mail losses,” Mr. 
Summerfield. said. 

Cooperation of the nation’s press, 
radio and TV with the Post Office 
Department in its increased efforts 
to promote correct mailing practices 
also has been of great assistance, 
Mr. Summerfield added.

For many thousand years, back 
to when pictorial history runneth not 
to the contrary, the fan held sway 
over the homes of the people and 
over their social gatherings. In two 
short modern generations this great 
power of the past has largely dis- 
appeared except in museums and 
collections of antiques, What great 
cosmic force has so suddenly wiped 
out this contact with the past? 

A faint childhood memory seems 
to retain a picture of women wav- 
ing long maple boughs over what 
we suppose must have been a large 
table of harvest hands at midday 
dinner in the cornbelt. Little had 
been changed in the method since ar- 
tists for the ancient Pharaohs painted 
their pictures on the stone walls. 

We do recall clearly the printed 
palm leaf fans given out by the New 
York Store and the Boston Store, 
and the printed picture cardboard 
fans always supplied by Martin’s 
Lumber Yard. Each family had a 
collection of ornate folding fans for 
carrying to church or to the county 
seat town on Saturday afternoon. 
Many were lacy fans in that day of 
lace, buttons and bows. 

Did the electric fan alone whirr 
and whine all of these ancient fans 
out of existence? The answer lies 
much deeper than that. The fan was 
in its glory in the day of close 
woven silks and other “durable” 
clothing, the day of the heat re- 
taining corset and the ubiquitous 
summer vest for those “dressed up.” 
The heydey of the fly and the mos- 
quito, the day of the window either 
completely open or completely closed, 
the day before ventilation and mo- 
tion of air currents became a science. 

Flimsy pink and white “mosqui- 
to” netting led the vanguard of the 
attack on the fan. It permitted at 
least a lazy movement of air in the 
room from an open window. Tangle- 
foot fly paper added its puny coun- 
ter offensive. The cotton netting 
turned to metal, gradually became 
stronger and finer, more open to the 
air currents, and covering many more 
openings for ventilation than it had 
before. Clothing likewise became 
stronger and more porous, and styles 
relaxed to meet the weather. Inséc- 
tieides grew bolder with D.D.T. sud- 
denly zooming around the world 


with the speed of the jet plane, 

We still see people fanning them- 
selves with newspapers, or even with 
fans. But the fine art of using a 
fan is disappearing forever from the 
earth. It is as dead as the Pharaohs 
in the Pyramids. The arm for wav- 
ing to friends is eight inches snorter 
since the fan has been laid aside. The 
wrist no longer has its extended 
power to punctuate or control a con- 
versation. It can no longer drive 
home a point, quietly reduce a sit- 
uation to placid common sense, nor 
flutter a modest but compelling ap- 
preciation of what has been said. 
With the passing of the fan, conver- 
sation has degenerated to the low 
level of the mere power of words.

Our collectors of old advertising 
calendars have one of the most com- 
plete commercial histories of Amer- 
ica. From the early almanack to the 
later lithographs to hang on the 
wall, we have the story of what peo- 
ple of Americana needed to use and 
how their needs were commercially 
supplied. 

The wall calendar is losing ground 
and has lost its favored place on the 
wall. It is hiding on small rectangles 
of plastic or hanging behind the door. 
It no longer commands daily refer- 
ence, for there are the radio and the 
television set both blaring the date 
from time to time, or the date can be 
taken from the piece of newspaper 
not yet picked up from the floor. 

In the history of lithography, the 
calendar will always hold the cen- 
ter position on the wall. It had to 
be a picture that people could live 
with for a whole year. Generally it 
required green trees and grass and 
flowing brooks to carry the spirits 
through the long dark days of win- 
ter. Some day we shall realize that 
the art of the American calendar 
for the people in general is as great 
as the art in the popular Japanese 
print, first produced for the masses, 
and later recognized by the artist.

Sixteen years ago a swank hotel in 
the west gave us our change in highly 
polished silver coins. The cart wheel 
silver dollar that we kept is not a 
collector’s piece, although the per- 


sistence of the polish would be the 
envy of many collectors of silver. 


To us this silver dollar is a me- 
mento of history yet to come. It is 
in a way a key to what is to come 
beyond the gyrations of prices that 
have covered the past thirty years. 
On that same trip, a director of the 
Giannini Foundation fingered our pol- 
ished silver dollar and recounted his 
experiences some years before seeing 
barefoot day laborers in India load- 
ing cargo in a tramp steamer, with 
their life’s savings jingling as silver 
anklets and bracelets carried on their 
persons. He reviewed the history of 
money and coins, and speculated on 
the mental process by which people 
in the future would gradually adjust 
their sense of basic values to a sys- 
tem of paper credits. 


In the days when the ancient coins 
in our museums were minted people 
generally had a clearer idea of 
the RELATIVE VALUE OF 
THINGS than they have today. In 
those days metal money was not so 
much a standard of value as a me- 
dium for exchanging substantial 
quantities of other things. Money 
metal of a certain weight 'was some- 
thing worth so much in weights of 
wheat or cotton or fish or other com- 
modities. 

Political tinkering with money be- 
gan when rulers first stamped a 
weight on their coins to guarantee 
that weight, and later left the stamp 
on the coin but reduced the weight. 
However, traders generally settled 
their major accounts by a certain 
weight of precious metal, regardless 
of the stamps on the various pieces. 

Four hundred years ago Spanish 
galleons were flooding the world with 
American silver, from Singapore tto 
the English channel. Silver became 
the general standard of international 
values. Pieces of Eight became the 
actual standard back of the English 
pound sterling, the various pesos and 
the later U. S. dollar. Three hun- 
dred years of a silver standard kept 
silver coins jingling in pockets in 
Pekin, Philadelphia and Petrograd. 
Silver was of value convenient for 
pocket coins, and was more or less 
standard throughout the world. It 
was perhaps the first, last and only 
monetary standard that everyday 
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people throughout the world could 
handle and feel and really under- 
stand. 

Compared with silver, gold as a 
standard of values was a_ seventy- 
five year flash in the pan, extending 
roughly from Sutter’s mill and the 
Klondike, down to the time we dug 
the big hole down at Fort Knox, 
shoveled it in, covered it up and 
forgot about it. Gold never was a 
money for Tom, Dick and Harry, 
nor for Chang, Alphonse and Pedro. 
They never did get the feel of it. 
They never really understood it. The 
golden calf we have buried at Ft. 
Knox has no very vital relationship 
to standards of value in the world 
today, but it is a valuable icon “to 
preserve our economic-religious faith 
in money as we slowly work our way 
back through the desert of confusion 
on values, back to the promised land 
of better understanding of relative 
values. 

In this “managed money” age of 
the world we are suffering from a 
bad attack of “silver-dollaritis,” Our 
solid, real silver dollars of America 
changed into folded paper so quietly 
that we were never jolted out of 
our silver dollar complex. Such 
strange things have been happening 
to the actual value of the “dollar” 
that we are badly confused, our 
legislators are- badly confused, our 
“economists” are badly confused, This 
is the stuff that political promises are 
made of. In our political attempts 
to manage our new “statistical dol- 
lar” we have been forced to try to 
stabilize or augment values for ev- 
erything and everybody. In doing this 
we have made the “dollar” a real 
standard for nobody. 

Is this an argument for return 
to a standard silver dollar, or even 
a real standard gold dollar? No. It is 
merely calling attention to the fact 
that real VALUE or relative value is 
not to be influenced by money or 
money management. There is no short 
cut to an understanding of relative 
values. Each of us must study those 
things for ourselves. If we each study 
carefully what are the real relative 
values for us, political tinkering with 
money will do us less damage. 

Let us lay the old silver dollar 
complex uv on the shelf with the old 
silver dollar.

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Money of Yesteryear 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


For many years the Canadian 
series of coins have been grossly 
neglected by coin collectors and only 
in the last few have the most ag- 
gressive collectors and dealers be- 
gun to realize that there were a great 
many sleepers in the Canadian series. 
Even up until a year ago extremely 
fine Canadian large cents and many 
other denominations even as early as 
1859 were frequently found in lots 
offered as Foreign Exchange. 

Today there are sti!l many Cana- 
dian coins laying in hiding in very 
choice condition that are worth good 
premiums. I would strongly urge 
collectors to scrutinize closely all 
Canadian coins in fine or better con- 
dition prior to the most current coins. 
large cents board have steadily ris- 
of circulation in Canada and with the 
introduction of Whitman’s Canadian 
large cents board have steadily ris- 
en in value and demand. Next to fol- 
low will be the small silver five cent 
pieces, that have been superseded by 
the nickels. 

Outstandingly rare pieces are, of 
course difficult to find, but even with 
these the chances of finding a very 
rare Canadian piece is far better 
than finding a very rare United 
States coin, for less people know a- 
bout them. 

The Canadian silver dollar series 
does not have much to offer in great 
rarities even though the 1938 and 
the 1947 varieties with pointed seven 
are scarce. The half dollar series 
offers a goodly amount of valuable 
pieces. Outstanding among these are 
the 1890 “H” half cataloguing from 


$15 to $50. The 1894 cataloguing at * "19 


from $12 to $40. The extremely rare 
1921 valued at from $200 to $600 
and recently reported as having 
brought $1200 in very fine condition. 
The 1947 half with maple leaf and 
curved seven also should. be men- 
tioned as a future value getter al- 
ready listing at from $15 to $30. 

In the quarter series, while the 
well known 1936 with the dot lists 
from $3 to $35 one should also keep 
an eye open on the 1927, 1915 and 
nearly all dated prior to 1899. 

Outstanding is the 1875 with “H” 
listing from $85 to $75. 

In dimes, the outstanding dates are 
the 1875 “H” 1884; 1889 all rang- 
ing from $18 to $110 in catalog val- 
uations. More recent, 1913 with 
broad leaves lists from. $6 to $18. 

The silver five cents greatest rar- 
ity is the last year of issue 1921 


with a valuation of from $50 to 
$125. One should also watch for the 





1875 H and 1884. Small cents have a 
celebrated rarity in the 1936 with 
dot of which only eight are known, 
and outstanding in the large cent 
Series is the rare 1891 cents with 
small dates. 


There are many more that I prob- 
ably should have mentioned in the 
regular series but the thing to do 
is watch all and keep an eye open 
for condition, for there lies the secret 
of value. The values I have given 
are catalogue ones, and of course 
any lucky finder should not expect to 
receive this price, these values are 
purely as a guide to rarity and coins 
are usually sold at varying percent- 
ages under them. 


Canadian gold, five and ten dollar 
pieces were only struck for three 
years and these are becoming in- 
creasingly rare. The real rare ones 
in the gold series are the English 
type Sovereigns that look like an 
English coin but really were struck 
at Ottawa mint. They can be identi- 
fied by their mint mark “C” and are 
really Canadian gold sovereigns. 
These catalogue at from $45 to $110 
today, and only difference being the 
mint mark C for Canada! 


Canada has struck very few proof 
coins and unlike the United States 
does not issue proof sets each year. 
During 1870 proofs were struck of 
all denominations with the excep- 
tion of the cent. In 1908 and 1911 
1,000 proof sets were struck and sold 
in cases each year. The denomina- 
tions were 50c, 25c, 10c, 5c, and Ic. 
1295 proof sets were also issued in 

37. 


Another celebrated rarity in the 
Canadian series is the dot coinage of 
1986. What occurred to the over pro- 
duction of the coins of 1921, was re- 
versed here. A sudden shortage of 
cents, dimes and quarters became so 
acute tthe early part of 1937, and as 
the new 1937 dies were not as yet 
ready, it was decided to continue the 
coinage of these three denominations 
with the dates 1936 and punch upon 
the dies a small dot for identifica- 
tion. All of these emergency pieces 
were placed into circulation and of 
the three the quarter can easily be 
picked up being plentiful, but it 
seems well nigh impossible to find 
any of the cents or dimes. It is 
thought ‘that the small dots on the 
cents’ and dimes’ dies soon became 
clogged in coining, and filled up so 
pe they were not identifiable. Hence

Twisted Words 


Do you know what you are saying? 
Would you know the truth if you 
saw it? Are you talking through your 
hat? We have heard these questions 
before. What a word means today 
is not necessarily what it meant 
yesterday or will mean tomorrow. 
What is the meaning of all this? All 
things that we call true and real 
are a bit warped and twisted. The 
tongues of men were confused at 
Babel and we are all seekers after 
Truth and the magic word. In John 
XVIII : 18 we find “Pilate sayeth un- 
to him, What istruth?” We, too 
would like to know. Truth is sooth in 
old English poetry. Truth is in fact, 
in reality, it is being,itisso. So is 
“as.” “As it was in the beginning, is 
now and ever shall be.” Truth is the 
shadow of the Word. “Sooth” like the 
Sanskrit “sayta” is real and true. 
Soothe is to comfort by supporting 
and humoring. Is that a fact? Take 
it or leave it, believe it or not, black 
may be white, and the first may be 
last. The disappearing rope of the 
Hindu fakir may be the beanstalk 
that Jack climbed in the fairy tale. 
Let us go up or down the ladder 
and seek the root of Truth. 

“He is an old curmudgeon. As a 
child he was a brat full of cunning 
and as a consequence he grew up to 
be conceited and willing to swear that 
black was white.” This sentence now 
means that this person is an old 
grouch and was spoiled as a child, 
he was full of mischief and grew up 
believing he was superior to others 
and was a confirmed liar. However, 
English is a live and changing lan- 
guage, and what a word may have 
meant in Shakespeare’s day is not 
necessarily true today. 

The origin of the word “curmud- 
geon” is unknown. The name_ “Old 
Curmudgeon” was given to Harold 
Ickes, Secretary of the Interior in the 
cabinet of Franklin D. Roosevelt. The 
modern definition is an avaricious

churlish fellow, a miser. We find it 
used in Disraeli’s “Lothair,’” XXII, 
“Let all be done liberally, for . 

I would be no curmudgeon in these 
matters.” 

The use of the word is very old and 
it may be derived from “Corn 
mudgin,” an old English name for 
a corn merchant. “Corn mudgins” 
were dealers in corn and were un- 
popular for their prices rose and fell 
with the barometer, or rather with 
frost and famine, for the pressure 
instrument had not yet been invented 
in those times. They were accused of 
hoarding corn to regulate the price 
for their own advantage. They were 
what we would call profiteers. Hence 
the word came to signify an avari- 
cious monopolist. When Samuel John- 
son was compiling his dictionary he 
could find no derivation of this word. 
He inserted a query in the “Gentle- 
man’s Magazine” and one of the re- 
plies advised him that it was a cor- 
ruption of the French words “coeur” 
(heart) and “mechant” (bad), or 
“Bad heart.” Johnson used this def- 
inition and credited it to an unknown 
correspondent. Dr. Ash in his dic- 
tionary of 1775, seems confused and 
defines “Curmudgeon: S. from the 
French ‘coeur,’ unknown, mechant, 
correspondent, a miser, a churl, a 
griper.” 

Our modern dictionary gives us: 
Brat (origin uncertain) a child, now 
used only in contempt. Which re- 
minds me of an incident in New Or- 
leans. I had stopped at a laundry to 
pick up some shirts. A colored woman 
was wrapping them up. Close by a 
child in a basket on the counter was 
crying. “Spoiled,” said I. “Oh, no!” 
said she. “all cullahed children smell 
like that.” But “spoiled” is another 
story. 

Brat which is now applied to an 
ugly, ill-favored, ill-behaved dirt 
child, originally simply meant “off- 
spring.” Archbishop Trench men- 


tions this, and gives a quotation from 
Gascoigne’s “De Profundis”: 


“O, Israel, O household of the Lord, 

O Abraham’s brats, O brood of bles- 
sed seed, 

O chosen sheep that leved the Lord 
indeed.” 


Cunning was the Middle English 
verbal-noun “cunnen” and came from 
the Anglo-Saxon “cunnan,” to know, 
to be able, or one who can do. One 
who had knowledge of a craft or a 
trade. With craft, cunning has fallen 
into disrepute. Skill employed in a 
crafty manner; skillful deceit; skill- 
fulness in deceiving; craftiness; guile. 
So the expert, skilled craftsman is 
cunning only in the archaic sense. 
The word is also applied to something 
cute as a child or something little 
as a kitten, etc. The word once had 
the meaning of understanding. In 
Foxe’s “Book of Martyrs,” he gives 
at full length the confession of one 
Thorpe, a martyr, in which we find 
the following sentence: “I believe that 
all these three persons (in the Trin- 
ity) are even in power, and in cun- 
ning, and in might, full of grace and 
all goodness.” 

Consequence is an ill-used word. 
Its primary meaning is something 
that follows or results from some 
cause or principle. The following quo- 
tation from South is a good example 
of the proper use of the word: “That 
‘which brought sin into the world 
must, by necessary consequence, bring 
in sorrow, too.” Yet, this word is in 
common use in the sense of “im- 
portance,” with which it has no af- 
finity whatever. We hear of people 
spoken of as “people (or persons) 
of consequence” and the vhrase “it’s 
of no consequence” is popular in some 
parts of the country. Dr. Johnson was 
aware of these usages in his day 
and tried to justify them with quo- 
tations. He defined it as ‘fimportance, 
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moment.” The full sentence from 
which Johnson quoted reads: 
But ’tis strange, 
And oftentimes to win 
us to our harm, 
The instruments of darkness, 
tell us truths; 
Win us with honest trifles, 
to betray us 
To deepest consequence. 


Johnson used the line beginning 
“The instrument” and continues omit- 
ting “tell us truths.” Johnson seems 
to be wrong. Shakespeare used “con- 
sequence” for “results” and the word 
“deepest” shows it. What the poet 
meant was that “the instruments of 
darkness” lead us, unconsciously, to 
actions that have the “deenest,” that 
is the “most important” consequences 
or results. Thus it seems that Shakes- 
peare used the word in its very strict- 
est sense and that Dr. Johnson mis- 
understood. The result or consequence 
is that the language has been vitiated 
by a word being generally used in 
an inconsequential and improper 
sense. All persons are victims of cir- 
cumstances and the consequences of 
their past whether good or evil. 

Conceited formerly meant one in- 
clined to jest, or to be playful, and 
was so constantly used by the old 
dramatists. In Middle English “con- 
ceyte” is related to “conceive” as 
deceit is to deceive. That which is 
conceived in the mind; a thought; an 
idea; also the faculty of conceiving; 
apprehension. It was personal opinion 
or estimation; hence it became favor- 
able opinion; esteem; often overween- 
ing self-esteem; also imagination or 
fancy; a fancy or whim; a fanciful 
practice; an ingenuous or witty 
thought or expression; a fanciful 
thought, idea, or turn of words, es- 
pecially of a strained or far-fetched 
nature; the use of such thoughts, 
ideas, etc., as a literary character- 
istic. It also means to flatter one’s 
self or have a good opinion of one’s 
self in our modern use. The modern 
dictionaries make the other defini- 
tions archaic or provincial. Conceit is 
no longer intelligent or clever. 

Black is black and white is white, 
and you will swear to it. Like East is 
East and West is West and never 
the twain shall meet, so we may 
think. However, black originally sig- 
nified “pale.” In Anglo-Saxon an old 
writer speaks of “se mona mid his 
blasan leohte” or “the moon with her 
pale light.” Another praises the beau- 
ty of “blachleor ides” or “the pale- 
cheeked maiden.” Wedgwood in his 

Etymology” says “Then as a pale 
complexion takes a blueish tint, the 
designation has passed on to make 
the darker colors of the spectrum, 
and finally in English black, a total 
absence of all color.’ The words 
“bleak” and “bleach” ate from the 
same root as the word “black.” In 
the north of England “blake” is ap- 
plied to butter or cheese to denote 
“vellow;” Ray uses the simile “as 
blake as a paigle,” meaning as “yel- 
low as a cowslip.” 

The pale moon was no doubt from 
some old Teutonic root. Blanch in old 
High German meant bright and shin- 
ing. The French have “blanc” from 
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which we have our blank, empty, or 
marking for paper. The French also 
use “blanche” for bleach to make 
white. Mount Blanc is the white 
mountain. Bleak was originally 
“blake” from the Anglo-Saxon “blac” 
(pale) and is akin to “bleach,” “to 
make whiter as linen exposed to 
sunlight or use of chemicals or lime.” 
Bleak may be traced to the Icelandic 
“bleikr,” pale, originally shining, like 
light on snow. It also means bare 
(blank) of vegetation; exposed to 
cold and wind, desolate, cheerless, 
cold, raw. The Norseman’s idea of 
hell was “a place of cold and dark- 
ness.” The word “blae” is used in 
Scotland and the north of England. 
It is from the Icelandic “blar” or 
old High German “blau,” blue, and 
“blae” means dark-blue or bluish- 
gray. 

Blare also is defined as glare or 
brilliance of color. Blond is_ light- 
colored—the “Blond Beast” is the rob- 
ber animal, the light-skinned but 
black-hearted Aryan, the boguey-man 
of Europe, the ancestor of the Goths 
and the Vandals, the Superman of 
Nietzsche—and of the Nazis. People 
whose veins stand out blue. Blue 
blood is from the Spanish for aristo- 
crat with no Jewish or Moorish 
blood. Blue is German “blau” of color 
approaching that of the clear sky; 
livid as from cold or bruise; “when 
things look black, I feel blue;” 
“strict or rigid morals;” “Presbyte-

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rian blue;” “blue laws;” and the “blue 
noses” of Nova Scotia. Learned or 
pedantic women ‘were called “blue 
stockings.” Somewhere there is a 
connection to the expression “Blah!” 
bleary-eyed and confusion. 

Blush in Middle English was 
“bluschen” from Anglo-Saxon “bly- 
scan,” glow. It now means to redden 
from embarrassment or shame, orig- 
inally to shine; to glance; the rosy- 
hue of the sun at dawn or sunset; 
“at first blush” or first glance. i 

So we find that black is not only 
pale or white but yellow and blue 
and rosy red and perhaps something 
different to the color-blinded. So 
twisted does time and custom. make 
words that the cold dark hell of the 
north has become a place of light, fire 
and heat. There was perhaps Chris- 
tian influence in this coming from 
the South where heat was cruel and 
the black sins of the primitive were 
washed away and made white as the 
driven snow. Perhaps this is but a 
writer’s poor conceit and perhaps we 
do but garble the theme in double- 
talk. Are we in a predicament? 

The modern use of the word “gar- 
ble” is all wrong. It is wrong to 
speak of “a garbled statement” in 
the sense of a mutilated or dishonest 
statement. The meaning of the word 
is to assort or arrange, perhaps re- 
lated to garb, “dress up.” Spices, 
drugs, etc., were formerly garbled 
that is examined to free them from 
impurities and foreign mixtures. The 
city of London at one time employed 
garblers to inspect imported goods. 

Predicament, too, is usually used 

in the wrong sense. We commonly 
hear that Senator McCarthy by do- 
ing certain things has placed himself 
in an awkward predicament. Or, that 
certain persons, finding themselves in 
a predicament hide behind “the fifth 
amendment.” The word predicament 
is here used instead of position, con- 
dition, or circumstance. This use is 
utterly wrong. Bailey says “Predica- 
ment is a certain class, or determi- 
nate series, or order, in which simple 
terms or words are ranged.” John- 
son following Harris, says it is “a 
class or arrangement of beings or 
substances ranged according to their 
natures; called also categorema, or 
category. “The nearest approach to 
occuracy in the modern use of the 
word is that a man may occupy a 
bad position in a predicament or cate- 
gory. 
There is an old anecdote con- 
cerning Johnson, the lexicographer. 
He was kissing a married lady when 
her husband came upon the scene. 
The husband said that he was sur- 
prised at Johnson’s conduct, but be- 
ing a lexicographer first and a lover 
second, the doctor said: “It is I who 
am surprised, you are astonished.” 

And so this is as good place as 
any to end our discourse on twisted 
words. We don’t know whether we 
are surprised or astonished at the 
twists and turns we have found in 
our attempt to explain a simple sen- 
tence. Learn to know your dictionary 
and you will find pleasure and profit 
may not be what you thought they 
were. As figures don’t lie but liars 


‘do figure’ so are words twisted as 
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the WORD or TRUTH that was in 
the beginning has been twisted on 
the trail of time through the ages 
to suit the lackadaisical, the mental- 
ly lame and the lazy.

Autographs of Composers 


By CHARLES HAMILTON 


Music hath charms for the auto- 


graph collector. Signed musical ex- 
cerpts by famous composers can be 
understood by all lovers of music. One 
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need not read German script to ap- 
preciate an excerpt by Wagner from 
one of his great operas. No know- 
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light in a musical notation of Tschai- 
kowski, and no Italian to appreciate 
a quotation by Verdi. Thus it hap- 
pens that of all autographs, musical 
excerpts signed are perhaps the most 
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Signed musical quotation by Richard Wagner 
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popular, ranking high with collectors 
in all nations of the world. 

Of almost fabulous rarity are the 
autographs, musical and otherwise, 
of seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
tury composers. One _ occasionally 
hears of an unsigned scrap of music 
by Bach or Mozart being offered for 
sale, but such “scraps” are sold at 
prices which might well make a mil- 
lionaire wince! Less rare, but no less 
desirable, are musical fragments of 
Beethoven and Schubert. For either 
composer, one might expect to pay 
at least $500 for a signed fragment, 
and very likely the price ‘would run 
two or three times that figure. Even 
this is reasonable, however, compar- 
ed with the prices fetched for fine 
items of their predecessors. Almost 
any amount might be asked, and like- 
ly obtained, for signed music of Pal- 
estrina, Byrd, Purcell, Handel, and 
other giants who lived and wrote 
during the infancy of modern music. 

Composers are usually collected by 
nationality, or style of composition, 
rather than by period or century, 
and thus we find that some collectors 
delight in German, or French, or Ital- 
ian composers, according to their in- 
dividual taste. Those who like sym- 
phonies usually prefer the German 
composers. Collectors who are par- 
tial to operatic music will naturally 
relish the Italian composers. 

From about the year 1830, there 
is a marked increase in the amount 
of musical autograph material avail- 
able to collectors. Indeed, even Men- 
delssohn, who died at an early »ge, 
was an extraordinary prolific writer, 
and letters from his nen may be 
secured for as little as $20 or $30, al- 
though his musical fragments, be- 
ing rarer and more desirable, gen- 
erally fetch about ten times that sum.

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Of the modern Italian composers, 
the rarest and most sought after is 
Verdi. His letters are fairly abundant 
but he is very scarce in the form of 
signed music. Oddly, when he elected 
to write out a musical excerpt, it 
was generally from his opera “Fal- 
staff,” apparently his own favorite. 
Such excerpts, consisting of two or 
three signed bars, are valued at a- 
round $50 to $75. More plentiful by 
far are autographs of Puccini, Mas- 
cagni, and Leoncavallo. Unlike Verdi, 
this great trio of operatic composers 
picked their most celebrated works 
when called upon by autograph col- 
lectors. Puccini, for instance, usually 
obliged with a few bars from “La 
Boheme” ocr “Madame _ Butterfly,” 
penned on the back of his calling 
card. Such choice items fetch around 
$15 each, as do musical excerpts of 
Leoncavallo and Mascagni. 

The French composers, a very pic- 
turesque group, are for the most 
part very common in autographic 
form. Prolific letter-writers, Offen- 
bach, Gounod, Massenet, Saint Saens, 
Meyerbeer, and Ambroise Thomas 
quite frequently wrote out musical 
uotations for admirers. Several of 

ffenbach’s original manuscripts were 
broken up, and isolated pages of 
such delectable scores as “Orpheus 
in Hades” appear for sale at rare in- 
tervals. Meyerbeer often wrote out 
his music for admirers on odd bits 
of paper, signing with his boldly 
written name encircled with a flour- 
ish. His musical autographs, like 
those of most of his contemporaries 
named above, are worth perhaps $15 


to $30. Much scarcer are autographs 
of Bizet, Berlioz, and Debussy. Of 
all French composers, it is doubtful 
if any are more zealously collected 
than Berlioz. His letters once valued 
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at only a few dollars each, have quad- 
rupled in price in the past five years. 

Among more recent German com- 
posers, the autographs of Schumann 
are deservedly popular with collec- 
tors. Wagner, Brahms, Liszt, Johann 
Strauss the Younger, and Richard 
Strauss all suffer, in a measure, from 
their autographic plenitude. Despite 
their relative abundance in the form 
of letters, however, Wagner and 
Brahms are both extremely scarce in 
musical excerpts. Brief quotations by 
Wagner have fetched as much as sev- 
eral hundred dollars at auction. 

The Russian composers, as one 
might expect, hold almost a monopoly 
on excessive rarity. Seldom indeed 
does one encounter letters or signed 
music of Tschaikowski, Rimski-Kor- 
sakoff, or Borodin. Even a few bars 
written out and signed by any one of 
them would be worth around $100 and 
very likely more. 

Edvard Grieg, the distinguished 
Norwegian composer, was very gen- 
erous with signed music, and holo- 
graphic excerpts from his composi- 
tions may be obtained for around $25 
to $50. On the other hand, Paderew- 
ski and Rachmaninoff are very scarce, 
while Chopin and Dvorak are virtu- 
ally unobtainable in signed music. 
Chopin, indeed, is one of the most 
desirable of composers in autographic 
form, and even brief letters from his 
reticent pen often command as much 
as $150 to $250. 

The past few years have shown a 
marked upward trend in the price of 
musical items, especially at European 
sales. Many of them have doubled 
in value since 1950. Enthusiasm for 
musical autographs definitely seems 
to be on the increase among serious 
collectors.

lish & Company in May, 1796. The 
first paper actually printed in Wash- 
ington city was “The Impartial Ob- 
server and Washington Observer,” 
the first number of which was issued 
by Thomas Wilson on May 22, 1795. 
This paper suspended operations 
about a year later on the death of 
the owner. Its immediate successor 
‘was “The Washington Gazette” which 
took over the subscribers of Wilson’s 
paper. 

The most important early Washing- 
ton paper was the tri-weekly “The 
National Intelligencer and Washing- 
ton Advertiser,” started on Oct. 31, 
1800 by Samuel Harrison Smith, who 
moved with the government from 
Philadelphia to Washington and 
moved the plant of “The Independent 
Gazetteer” from Philadelphia to the 
new seat of government. In 1809 he 
took into partnership Joseph Gales 
the Younger, who had been a reporter, 
on the paper since 1807. The “Wash- 
ington Advertiser” was then dropped 
from the title. After Smith became 
president of the Washington branch 
of the United States Bank, he re- 
tired from journalism and Gales 
brought his brother-in-law, William 
Winston Seaton, from Raleigh, N. C., 
to assist him with the paper. 

Under the editorship of these two 
men the “Intelligencer” became the 
recognized government organ and was 
called by John Randolph “The Court 
Paper.” It was the official reporter 
of Congress and had it not been for 
the excellent work of Gales who had 
been taught stenography by his fath- 
er, it is extremely doubtful whether 
the great speeches of Webster, Clay 
and Calhoun would have been pre- 
served. These statesmen, incidental- 
ly, often wrote for the paper. 

The “Intelligencer” was the spokes- 
man of the Presidents until the in- 
auguration of Andrew Jackson, ‘when 
“The United States Telegraph,” edi- 
ted by General Duff Green, became 
the organ of the administration. Be- 
cause Green indorsed the nolicies of 
John C. Calhoun, Jackson established 
“The Globe.” When William Henry 


Harrison was. inaugurated in March, 
1841, the “Intelligencer” came back 
to its official position untit the Whig 
party was split by the death of the 
President; but it again became the 
“Court Paper” when Fillmore took the 
presidential chair on the death of 
Zachary Taylor. It continued to be 
published in Washington until Jan. 10, 
1870, when it was moved to New 
York where it only lasted for a short 
time. The reason for the removal 
was the fact that with the secession 
of the South the paper had lost over 
two-thirds of its entire circulation. 
The history of the newspaper ca- 
reer of Joseph Gales the Younger be- 
gins with the elder Gales. Joseph 
Gales the Elder was born in Ecking- 
ton near Sheffield, England, in 1761. 
He learned the printer’s trade in his 
native place and at Manchester. He 
then set up his own newspaper, “The 
Sheffield Register,” and sided with the 
Reformers. However, he was fair in 
his editorial policy and his paper be- 
came known and prospered. He mar- 
ried Winifred Marshall of Newark 
who wrote verse and novels. Among 
her novels were “Lady Emma Mel- 
combe and Her Family” and “Matilda 
Berkly.” The Gales had three sons 
and five daughters: Joseph the Young- 
er; Winifred and Sarah. (later Mrs. 
Seaton) were born in England; the 
fourth at Altona, near Hamburg, 
from which she was named, and the 
rest in America. As the “Sheffield 
Register” progressed the elder Gales 
branched out as a bookseller and had 
for his assistant one James Mont- 
gomery who won fame as a poet. 
(See “James Montgomery, Editor and 
Poet” HOBBIES, September, 1954). 
Joseph Gales the Younger, the sub- 
ject of this sketch, was born at Eck- 
ington, April 10, 1786. The elder 
Gales had supported the Pitt minis- 
try and Reform but with the coming 
of the French Revolution the govern- 
ment became convinced that reform 
could be dangerous, that given an 
inch the public might go whole hog. 
Gales dissented and still advocated 


Reform. Before the French Revolu-

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Sometime ago an article on mono- 
lithic hammers outlined the range of 
such hammers, aided by some draw- 
ings. It is difficult to visualize from 
drawings, and only slightly less so 
from photographs. But as photos 
sometimes do convey at least “fac- 
simile” notions about the appearance 
of objects it might be of interest to 
see photos of some of the specimens 
referred to in the article, as well 
as some other assembled hammers. 

Illus. A-B. In photo A, top left, 
are two handled hammers. The left 
one is a type much used by the Plains 
Indians for heavy pounding. It is en- 
cased in rawhide which, put on green, 
at one time gripped the hammer with 
the force of shrunken rawhide 
(though now loosened by age). Next 
to it is a similar hammer of Eskimo 
origin which, as usual in a land of 
little wood, has a bone for a handle. 
The head is lashed on by whalebone, 
and the contrast of strength between 
it and the Plains hammer is con- 
spicuous. 

The rest of the top row illustrates 
a type of hammer seldom seen in the 
Eastern United States. It is, however, 
a familiar form along the Pacific 
Coast from the Straits of Juan de 
Fuca to Humboldt Bay at Eureka, 
Calif. It is flattened with one face 
completely flat and the back rounded 
or ribbed, so that one does not pound 
with the end, but with the side. No. 
4 of the group is a variation, being 
square in cross section at the middle. 


This last variation is a western Wash- 
ington form emanating from the 
Olympic peninsula. 

The row below it is composed of 
four hammers used like vestles and 
miscalled pestles by Easterners who 
have guessed at their use and have 
not learned by contact with ethnolo- 
gical cases. The first is a typical 
Salish form emanating from British 
Columbia. Next is a western Wash- 
ington form with a more expanded 
face. The next two are eastern Wash- 
ington hammers. The resemblance of 
one to a bottle with cork was noted 
by Lewis and Clark in passing thru 
the area where this type is standard. 

The row below the middle has four 
rounded grooved hammers. .(They 
could also have been clubs.) A char- 
acteristic feature of such hammers 
from the Plains area is the presence 
of a pit to receive the end of a 
handle. 

The fifth in this row is a humble 
hammer stone, bearing the battered 
surfaces that attest long and strenu- 
ous service. 

The bottom row has two hammer 
heads of unknown source. That the 
sausage like one was a hammer is 
attested by the marks of battering 
on the ends. 

The next three are pestle tyne ham- 
mers, 1 and 3 being from Humboldt 
county in northwest California. No. 
8 is an ethnological specimen and, as 
it has never been left to weather or 
disintegrate in the ground, it has a 
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shiny gloss in the pit of its face pro- 
duced by much pounding of stakes 
and chisels. The middle one is an 
Ohio one which has a similar cup in 
the face. 

Not all pestle hammers were used 
on small tool or stake butts so the 
major part of specimens have flat 
faces. But, as it was not uncommon 
for a workman to “mislick,” these 
hammers often have chips knocked 
off the edges, Such nicks impair the 
looks of many pestle like hammers, 
but do show vividly what their use 
‘was. 

Photo B shows the same hammers 
shown in A with some exceptions. 
The grooved hammer at the left is 
whalebone and was used to pound, 
and shred bark. Similar hammers 
were used to pound tapa. “cloth” 
(bark) in the South Sea Islands. 

Next the Eskimo hammer is a 
Sioux choke cherry pounder, the 
stone still pink with the juice from 
choke cherries. The owner said that 
the head was used by her great 
grandmother and no telling how far 
back of that, while the handle is the 
last “renewal.” 

The curved hammer is from the 
Copvermine River Eskimos of north- 
ern Canada and is solid, heavy musk 
ox horn. The elaborate hand hold is 
suited to its oily slippery use. It is 
a bluhber pounder. 

The next three are Plains Indian 
forms; the first two encased in raw-

hide, as is the handle of the third. 
Note the odd pear shaped head of the 
third hammer. 

Hammering is one of the oldest 
tool using activities among men. A 
friend once asked, “Do you know 
what the biggest hammer used today 
is?” I didn’t. So he related that 
he’d come across the case of a cer- 
tain kind of bird which has discov- 
ered that if it takes up food encased 
in a shell, such as a clam, and re- 
leases it in the air, the whole world 
will come up and crack it open for 
the bird. Some hammer! 


ANTHROPOLOGIST 
THEORY 


Human “races” appear largely to 
be semipermanent products of en- 
vironment. Like most of his fellow 
mammals man is molded physically 
by heat and cold, fog and sunshine, 
forest and desert. He tends to be big- 
ger in the north, smaller in the south, 
and fairer in the north than in the 
south. The basic human stock seems 
to have had a considerable capacity 
for adaptation to almost any phys- 
ical conditions found on the planet. 
The adaptations, in many cases, now 
may be genetic, but the chief in- 
heritance of the race seems to be the 
capacity for change which has en- 
abled it to populate the whole earth. 
Skin color and stature, two of the 
major factors, can be altered to an 
extent for large groups in one or 
two generations. 

This thesis is advanced by Dr. 
Carleton Coon, University of Penn- 
sylvania anthropologist, in the annual 
report of the Smithsonian Institution, 
which has just been issued. Summar- 
izing his thesis he says: 

“Adjustment to the cold requires 
a large body mass, short extremities, 
much fat, deep vein routing, a high 
basal metabolism, or some combina- 
tion of these five features. Adjust-

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ment to the heat requires small body 
mass, attenuated extremities, little 
fat, extensive superficial vein routing, 
low basal metabolism, and a greater 
number of sweat glands per unit of 
surface area.” 

These, he points out, are the con- 
ditions actually found in the differ- 
ent environments, with some appar- 
ent exceptions due to late arrival in 
various areas, or to modifying cir- 
cumstances. 

One of the best-known human ra- 
cial differences, he points out, is skin 
color. There are three major types— 
persons with light skin who do not 
tan, those with skin whose color 
varies with the season owing to the 
complex mechanism of tanning, and 
those with black skin which never 
changes color. The first type is con- 
fined largely to northwestern Europe, 
a generally cloudy region where peo- 
ple must remain fully clothed at all 
times. It apparently has become fixed 
genetically and is of great disadvan- 
tage to the owners when they mi- 
grate elsewhere. 

The second type is white, reddish, 
yellow, or brown skin whose color 
changes ‘with the seasons, sometimes 
becoming almost black in summer 
when there is necessarily much ex- 
posure of large areas to the sun and 
white in winter when this is a de- 
cided -advantage. The “color chang- 
ers” occupy all the temperate areas 
of the world. The third type is black, 
also apparently fixed genetically, 
which largely is confined within 10 
degrees of the equator where there 
is little seasonal change and con- 
stant bright sunlight. 


Black skin is basically a protec- 
tion against strong sunlight. Even 
in the tropics it * no particular 
advantage for dwellers in deep for- 
est. Many facts indicate, Dr. Coon 
says, that in Africa and Melanesia 
the black forest dwellers are rela- 
tively recent migrants out of grass- 
land and desert where the blackest 
skins are found and where they prob- 
ably originated. African pigmies are 
not completely black. Their Negro 
neighbors are farmers and ironwork- 
ers, but there is evidence that the 
plantains, their chief crop, and iron 
were introduced to the African Con- 
tinent only at about the first millen- 
nium. 

Black skin never developed in the 
tropical regions of the Americas—the 
reason being that these are thickly 
forested where protection against 
rg sunlight is a minor consider- 
ation. 


People of small stature have an 
advantage in hot climates while large 
stature is advantageous in the north. 
Here, Coon says, is one of the clear- 
est cases of racial adaptation. 


“In Europe,” he says, “a regular 
clime is found between the peoples 
of the northwest, as the Irish with 
157 pounds and the Finns with 154, 
down to the Spaniards with 132 and 
the racially white Berbers of Algeria 
with 124 pounds. In Asia the Mon- 
goloid peoples show the same ten- 
dency with the North Chinese weigh- 
ing 142 and the Annamites 112 
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pounds, respectively. In America the 
Kastern Aleuts average 150 pounds, 
a level maintained by most of the 
indians of the northern United States 
and Canada, while the Maya of Cen- 
tral America tip the scales at only 
119 pounds.” 

Much the same evidence is found 
in food habits as in adaptation to 
various physical conditions, basal 
metabolism, and mechanisms for loss 
and retention of body heat. All these 
adaptations must have been achieved 
by the race in somewhat less than a 
million years, and the capacity for 
them must be one of the basic and 
most important characters of man.

dated February 5, 1889, and was 
listed simply as magazine gun. 
Whether or not the principles in- 
volved in the design and construc- 
tion of this gun were original or 
not with Henry Pitcher is open to 
some doubt. The two outstanding fea- 
tures it presented were a skeletal 
tubular magazine mounted above the 
barrel and the gas piston moving for- 
ward upon discharge of the piece, 
both of which had been utilized in 
some form in the past. An example 
of the latter was utilized in an early 
French Hotchkiss Machine Gun some 
time previous. In most other respects 
the weapon compared quite indiffer- 
ently with various other weapons sub- 
mitted at that time. A few of the 
more common characteristics are 
herewith given as taken from the 
Ordnance Board Reports:

The “aon as ponent in 
patent drawings was straight sided, 
rimmed with a slight bevel on the 
rim. In use the cartridges were as- 
sembled in a binder which was 
stripped off upon introduction of the 
former into the magazine. 


In his patent introduction Pitcher 
referred to his invention as a me- 
chanical device suitable for attach- 
ment to and with the system of a 
magazine repeating-gun, making the 
Sse automatic in loading at each 

charge. As presented for patent- 
ing, however, the invention did not 
appear as a device “for attachment” 
to a magazine, but rather as a com- 
plete unit. Very little was claimed

rapidity of fire without the weapon 
being removed from the shoulder 
“thus increasing the effectiveness of 
the arm, both as to the number of 
shots in a given time as well as 
accuracy.” 

The essential actuating mechan- 
ism of the arm consisted of a pis- 
ton which moved forward upon fir- 
ing, a spring to bring the piston 
back to its rest position, a rod at- 
tached to the piston in such a man- 
ner as to lock with and against 
a tumbler and with it perform the 
loading and extracting operations. 
The gas port was located imme- 
diately in front of ‘the cartridge 
thus imparting a very jolting ac- 
tion, but one of longer duration than 
one further forward. This feature 
must have appeared satisfactory to 
Pitcher, however, as we find a later 
model (patented July 29, 1890, 
No. 483,420) still utilizing this rear 
gas-port position. The breech block 
was fitted into a one-piece receiver, 
the front of the former so designed 
as to admit of forward and rear- 
ward motion and the rear a vertical 
motien to permit locking and un- 
locking. A mortise cut into the low- 
er half of the receiver and a groove 
cut lengthwise in the upper half from 
the barrei lock to the rear facilitate 
the locking and unlocking of the bolt 
during discharge of the piece. Ver- 
tical motion was imparted the bolt 
through the use of two pivoted latch- 
es upon the bolt and attached to 
the cover slide, This action unlocked 
the piece after firing. The rear end 
of the breech-bolt was beveled in

such a manner that in conjunction 
with a rounded surface upon the 
underside of the cover slide the bolt 
closed and locked the piece. 

Cartridge feeding was accomplished 
by means of a thin pivoted lever 
at the front of the magazine and 
so designed that the cartridges were 
lifted into place. Upward tension was 
maintained by a short flat spring, 
riveted to the frame underneath and 
bearing upon its front end against 
the loading lever. The cartridges 
were maintained in their correct load- 
ing position by a follower pivoted 
at the rear end of the lever and a 
flat spring superimposed upon it. 

A very unusual] part of the load- 
ing mechanism was the loading knob 
located on and in the stock on the 
right side just back of the pistol 
grip. This must have proved some- 
what troublesome and in his later 
model this was moved forward and 
above the trigger guard. The firing 
sequences of the arm were as fol- 
lows: 

1. Load chamber by pulling knob 
on stock to the rear. This withdraws 
cartridge from magazine and tilts 
carrier towards chamber. Upon re-

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ridge into chamber and the gun is 
cocked and loaded for firing. 

2. Pulling trigger fires cartridge 
and allows surge of gas through gas 
port at rear of barrel from whence 
it passes into cylinder and acts a- 
gainst the piston head which in turn 
actuates the drive rod to lock the 
tumbler. The spring before the piston 
now comes into play and starts the 
extracting and reloading operations. 
With the backward motion of the pis- 
ton spring expended and the extrac- 
tion complete the _ stock-enclosed 
spring begins to act and loads the 
chamber and also again prepares the 
arm for firing. 

The Ordnance Board Tests were 
hard on tthe rifle and as it was not 
judged to be safe when fired from 
the shoulder, all firing was done by 
means of a lanyard while the opera- 
tor was protected by a steel shield; 
the gun being held all the while in a 
machine rest. The cover slide was 
driven back excessively far to as 
much as one-half inch beyond plan- 
ned limits indicating either weak con- 
struction, poor locking or poor de- 
sign. 

It appears that the men performing 
the tests were only too justified in 
their precautions. The idea of a slide 
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bounding back off the rifle into one’s 
face was none too pleasant. In view 
of the reactions of the weapon to 
the first test many of the regularly 
scheduled tests were abandoned, par- 
ticularly when after the endurance 
tests the slide had to be pounded 
back into position ‘with a hammer. 

At the time a great many people 
felt that Pitcher’s rifle would be a 
commercial success (this was before 
the tests, no doubt) and many people 
wished to invest money in the idea. 
With this view in mind a corporation 
was formed for the purpose of manu- 
facturing, selling and buying fire- 
arms. The full title of said corpora- 
tion was THE PITCHER AUTOMA- 
TIC REPEATING FIRE ARMS COR- 
PORATION of Neillsville, Wis., 
which was to have a capital stock 
of $15,000 divided into 300 shares at 
$50.00. per share. Four officers of 
the corporation were selected and 
these were to be President, Vice Pres- 
ident, Secretary and Treasurer, with 
three directors to be elected by the 
stockholders. The articles of the 
corporation were dated as September 
13, 1889. 

That the corporation made any 
arms is somewhat doubtful. No model 
was presented for the patent and the 
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only record of an arm is that us« 

by the Ordnance Board in its tests. 
A model was supposedly exhibited «t 
the Chicago World’s Fair of 189°, 
but no positive proof of this latte: 
exists. 

The story goes that an eastern 
manufacturer traveled to Neillsvill. 
to look over the patents and modi! 
of the rifle, but appeared to be un 
satisfied. Later it was claimed by 
Pitcher that said manufacturer was 
manufacturing his rifle without per- 
mission and in violation of patent 
protection. Lawsuits resulted, but 
Pitcher died before anything final re- 
sulted and the corporation as ‘well as 
the arm passed into oblivion.

POST CAR 


It has been a good while now since 
we have had a visit with other post 
card collectors, and looked in on their 
collections; and your letters have 
been piling up. So, why not brin 
back a good old American custom an 
go on a New Year’s visit to as many 
of our friends as time will allow. 
These other collectors often give us 
new ideas, tell us about new cards 
or old cards that are new to us, 
and inspire us to be better collectors 
and better friends in our dealings 
with one another. 

1. Let us start with Mrs. Marion 
Moriarty of Manchester, Connecticut. 
Mrs. Moriarty and her collection re- 
ceived a wonderful write-up in the 
Manchester Evening Herald for Sat- 
urday, September 4, 1954. Marion’s 
Collection numbers an_ estimated 
60,000 cards, Her specialty is old 
cards but she has many unusual 
modern cards also. The article re- 
ports that “her cards are an edu- 
cation in pictures; history and geog- 
raphy; peace and war; culture and 
customs, religion and _ philosophy; 
royalty and peasantry.” 

rs. Moriarty has albums of spe- 
cial subjects such as animals, comics, 
Valentines, Easter cards, Christmas, 
and Santa Clauses. Her fifty-year- 
old Santa Claus cards come from 
many countries. One modern album 
contains hand-embroidered cards 
showing costumes from Spain, each 
card of a different Spanish province. 
Another contemporary album _ con- 
tains pictures of American Indians. 

Marion has framed her sets of the 
Lord’s Prayer and of the Ten Com- 
mandments, which are all colorful 
and beautiful. 

2. Billie Dockham of Morristown, 
New Jersey, reports: “There isn’t 
too much I can write about my col- 
lection, except that I am very pleased 
with it. I’m past the stage where 
very common cards hold much in- 
terest for me any more, and still 
not good enough to be really first 
class. But I do have some cards that

I'll put up against any ones. There 
are real-hair ladies, mechanical fans, 
wooden cards, made from tree bark, 
old advertising cards, leathers, ships 
with cloth sails, royalty cards made 
with stamps, and patchwork cards. 
I could go on and on—I have some 
wonders. I found an old album of 
cards views and greetings, over 200, 
everyone mailed before 1900. I bought 
it at a second hand store. I haunt 
those places, hunting these old cards, 
What wonderful cards they had back 
then! But the new glossy cards of to- 
day are running them a close second.” 


3. Mrs. Vera Crouch of Kansas City, 
Missouri, whose husband has the 
Monda Ligo Club, in speaking of some 
of her rarer cards, says: “They are 
mounted in Crystal Mount (used for 
stamps); they can be taken out for 
any reference work. The suggestion 
of using the cover size in the Crys- 
tal Mount would be fine for the card 
collectors, don’t you think ?—Too ex- 
pensive to be used generally, but for 
the tinsel’s hair, embossed, etc. it 
might be very good. 

“The hobby of picture post cards is 
one of the most interesting and edu- 
cational hobbies I have ever known. 
I am not one bit interested in selling 
any of my cards, only trying to find 
other old ones and simply thrilled 
each time that I do.” 

4. Carol Anne Arthur, Clintonville, 
West Virginia, a young collector of 
just a year’s standing, has had a very 
good experience with her cards; “I 
have 3,000 cards or more, now. I have 
all the capitols, and have started col- 
lecting court house views. I took them 
to the fair, and got a blue ribbon on 
them as a 4-H project. That’s about 


all for now, will write again some- 
time.” 

5. Lucie M. Smith of Gotebo, Okla- 
homa: “I am trying to get all my 
cards into albums. Still have a box 
full unsorted—need at least four 
more large albums to file those I have 
loose. I have a “Mr. President” al- 
bum, and four state albums. Of the 
states, I am using L.L. state and 
capitol city cards, capitols, gover- 
nors’ mansions, state flowers, song, 
bird, map, historical points of in- 
terest, and famous oversons born 
there. It’s very interesting and educa- 
cational. Some states such as New 
York, Kentucky, and Ohio, with much 
history, take a lot of extra pages.” 

6. Mrs. Mary Elliott, Rumford, 
Maine, sent'a card which she thinks 
would be quite interesting to col- 
lectors. And so it would be, except 
that it was too dim to make a good 
illustration. However, her story about 
the card is interesting; it is from her 
collection of cards that portray stor- 
ies on stones: “It is the Col. Jona- 
than Buck monument at Buck’s Port, 
Maine. I have seen this in person. 
You can see it by just stopping 
and looking in thru the gate, and 
fence that is around the cemetery. 
There is an explanation on the back 
of the card which states that Col. 
Buck had a woman executed for 
witchcraft, and she proclaimed her 
innocence. Cursing him, she said that 
when he died, a stone would be put 
on his grave on which would appear 
the print of a woman’s foot (as it 
appears on the picture of the stone 
it seems to be a flaw or fault in 
the stone that resembles the shape 
of a limp stocking). It has been 
scraped off several times, but ail- 
ways in a short time it reappears, 

“About my collection — [ had 
thought I’d go all out for stamps, 
so I decided to trade off my card col- 
lection but I found that I just could 
not part with my finest cards; and 
the consequence is: I’m getting al- 
most deeper into card collecting than 
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into stamps I _ keep the old 
histories, old warships and gunboats, 
old trolleys, locomotives. Halloween, 
and St. Patricks. I do not 
have a large collection, but am 
trying to get one of each pub- 
lisher I can find. I keep my special 
ones in albums, then I have a wood- 
en filing cabinet where my subjects 
are filed by alphabet, and my publish- 
ers by alphabet.” 

7. Velma Medina of Ancon, Canal 
Zone, who is an interested reader 
of this department, writes: “I have 
been collecting for three years, and 
now have over 4,000 cards in my 
collection. While I was in New York 
this summer, I purchased quite a 
number of cards from museums, and 
some of the other cards I acquired 
at the dime stores and souvenir 
shops as I traveled into other states. 
In the museums, I found quite a 
number of art cards, copies of beau- 
tiful paintings, and then of course 
some historical cards. I like histor- 
ical, art, and animal cards best of 
all. I bought a set of cat and dog 
ecards several days ago, and they 
are really beautiful. They are glossy 
and in colors. Then of course I have 
a big collection dealing with Panama, 
and the Panama Canal. I also have 
the Gettysburg set which I find very 
interesting. I keep my cards in files 
like the ones used in offices. I file 
them under states, and then by cities. 
Under separate files I have the pets, 
art, historical, and foreign cards.” 

8. Walter E. Corson, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania: ‘‘While there are only 
about 20,000 different cards in my 
collection, I would judge about half 
of them to be undivided backs, and 
all of them before the First World 
War. I have something over 300 Sten- 
gel Art Cards, about 1800 Tuck Oil- 
ettes, and other cards of like caliber. 
I collect the old view cards in col- 
ors, and file them according to town 
and state. I have a bundle of cards 
from each state marked “Assorted”. 
When I acquire 6 or more cards 
from the same town, I wrap a piece 
of paper around them and mark the 
name of the town. I keep these in 
shoe boxes, of which there are 11 
for view cards. I also collect vari- 
ous subjects, such as _light-houses, 
steam ships, court houses, city halls 
depots, rivers, covered bridges, an 
a few others. Unlike some collectors, 
I collect only one card from each 
light-house, river, ete. I have my 
state capitols completed all in Tuck 
Oilettes. I am primarily a collector 
of Cigarette cards, and have over 
158,000 of them. I like to trade with 
collectors, but in large quantities if 
possible. I do not collect modern cards, 
so I naturally do not like to cor- 
respond on cards.” 

9. Lynn Frank, El Segundo, Cali- 
fornia, sends along an interesting bit 
of information; ‘Several months ago, 
Art Linkletter had Mike Roberts on 
his noontime television and radio 
show, and in case you didn’t catch 
the program, I thought you might be 
interested in some of the facts he 
gave: 

1. He has published 120,000 differ- 
ent cards. 2. The first post card he 
ever made was the Garden of the 
Gods. 3, The biggest sellers are: Al- 


catraz Island in the West: Statue of 
Liberty in the East. 4. Hardest post 
card to take is a waterfall in Hawaii 
where the photographer has to be 
lowered over the side by a rope. 

Our post card collection grows 
slowly but surely. Billy takes quite 
a few to school, and both the chil- 
dren and the teacher enjoy them 
very much.” . 

10. Mrs. Mildred Blair, Winnebago, 
Minnesota, writes: “I have quite a 
mixture, but thanks to you, I have 
been able to sort them out some- 
what. One lady spoke of an Abra- 
ham Lincoln card — freeing the 
slaves. It was a Centennial card, and 
there is a set of the cards - six in 
number. My mother bought them in 
1909. I thought they were lovely, 
so asked for them. They are Nash 
cards and are in new condition as 
they were never sent. 

“T also have 5 or 6 of the World’s 
Fair in Chicago in 1898 - official, 
unused, Government cards with the 
President Grant stamp. And I have 
several Jamestown officials from 1907 
—several showing Pocohontas and 
John Smith, and several showing war 
ships. 

“A few years ago I found some 
ecards (English) to be thrown away, 
and I got a real kick out of them— 
(my husband was. Scotch, and my 
father English), Some of these cards 
were of the Franco-British Exhibi- 
tion in 1908, many from Paris, one 
of Napoleon, and one of Marie An- 
toinette and children in color, and 
several of Lord Nelson in conflict - 
in color. I have found other French 
cards, but seldom in color. 

“As for Wensch, Ellen Clapsaddle, 
and Frances Brundage cards — I 
have never found any Brundage cards 
and only a few Clapsaddles. I think 
the people keep them, and I_ don’t 
blame them. I found some French 
cards recently with the stamps on 
the picture side - dated 1902. 

“My mother gave me all of her 
cards, and I have all I ever got. 
Also my husband kept his and his 
people did too - so I am fortunate. 

“Recently I acquired eleven albums 
of cards in an antique store - mostly 
cards sent to a lady around 1910 by 
her husband. They are some of the 
most beautiful cards I have ever seen 
of beautiful women in color, and 
others in black and white to be 
colored with water color. A number 
were Tuck Connoisseur with tinsel 
and jewels in the hair ana on the 
shoulders, and signed by artist. 
Three were named actresses in color, 
embossed, by International Post Card 
Co. There were cards by James Mont- 
gomery Flagg, Howard Chandler 
Christy, E. H. Kiefer, Harrison 
Fisher, James Davey, Phillip Boleau, 
W. Haskell Coffin, M. Farini, and 
Cobb Shinn. 

“There is a set of six frogs in 
color, dressed as people, signed by 
Rose Clark, and lots of comics by 
Wall, And there are nursery rhymes 
signed by Ryan.” 

11. From Conyers, Georgia, Ed- 
—win Robison writes: “For many 
years—since [I received the first one 
years ago—lI’ve been saving all the 
Picture Post Cards that came my 
way. As I grew up and went around 
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to different places, I began to buy 
up souvenir cards, and each oue 
brings back pleasant memories. 

“In my ignorance I thought t':e 
200 or so that I had was a prety 
good collection. Still do, for each one 
is an individual to me, mostly from 
places where I have been. However, 
about 18 months ago, I got my first 
copy of HOBBIES. I have read all 
of them since and have back-tracked 
25 or 30 copies. My eyes have been 
opened to the possibilities in pleas- 
ure, information, contacts, and satis- 
faction in making a real collection. 
I have stepped up my purchases of 
cards, especially of capitols, historic 
buildings, and places. I have learned 
to look in out of the way places, 
and have found a few old scenes of 
Atlanta, and other places, and one 
group of “The Theodore Roosevelt 
Expedition to Africa.” I now have 
some of my friends in Atlanta on 
the look-out for old cards for me. 
I would like to build a collection of 
cards with poems.” 

1 . K. Robinson, Lawrence, 
New York: “I collect stamps, war 
covers, and picture and greeting 
cards. I have three hymn cards by 
Charles Rose, 1908 — Lead Kindly 
Light, The Old Cabin Home, My 
Country ’Tis of Thee; also Old Ken- 
tucky Home by E. C. Kropp, and 
Sweet Rose of Athone by permission 
of New York Music Co., 1906. I find 
the Golliwog cards by Florence Up- 
ton, published by Tuck in 1904, very 
interesting. 

“T fixed up displays of Lincoln 
and Valentine cards for the local 
library. I have a few of those you 
hold to the light, a couple of birch 
bark ones. The latter I sent to rela- 
tives years ago and now have back. 
They were made from the bark of 
some birch trees which grew on the 
farm in Pennsylvania where I was 
born. I have several cards from the 
San Francisco earthquake, also sev- 
eral coin and stamp cards. 

“I am partial to Exposition Cards, 
and also to cancellations including 
R.R., R.F.D., Ships, etc.” 

13. Julia Corpening, Stockton, Cali- 
fornia: “A nephew-marine, and just 
married—started to circle the U-S. 
to North Carolina and back. Did I 
yell, “Drive carefully! Tell Aunt Sue 
Howdy for me?” No sir! I yelled over 
everyone else, tin cans, old shoes in- 
cluded, “Get Post Cards!” and sur- 
prisingly, they did! On their way 
back they stopped by, “Aunt Julia, 
we are making a scrap book of our 
— post cards. Thanks for the 


Speaking of her own trip, Julia re- 
lates: “I got many cards at stops, 
even giving up eating time to select 
cards. It appeared by. the number of 
cards in most eating places, or reg- 
ular bus stations, that the general 
public is calling for post cards—even 
taking time to mail them from the 
stop. That is a good sign for the 
business as well as for the collectors. 
Demand brings supplies and varied 
subjects.” 

14. Michael Greene, Dover, New 
Hampshire, has a different collection 
than most of us. He tells us: “Yes, 
this is a wonderful collection going 
back to 1906, real old timers. I can’t

York, author of the American Car 
Catalog, and the Handbook of the 
Detroit Publishing Co. Post Cards, 
‘writes: “I gave my post cards a final 
sorting and sent them: down to the 
Metropolitan Museum. They can’t be 
seen yet as it will take a little time 
to mark and transfer them to a cab- 
inet they have for them. The lot went 
to something over 27,000 cards of 
which 12,000 were Detroits. Of course 
it could have been much larger, but 
I never tried to get quantity, and 
in most categories, I sent only select- 
ed, desirable subjects. I think it is a 
good representative collection of all 
types and kinds of cards. I haven’t 
stopped collecting, and will add to 
it however possible. In fact, in De- 
troit two weeks ago, I picked up a 
nice lot of Detroits that will add 
seven or eight hundred to that col- 
lection. 

“These are only a portion of the 
entire collection going to the museum. 
Previously, some hundreds of thou- 
sands insert and advertising cards 
have gone to the museum, and there 
are many thousands more to go. I 
have been sending them since De- 
cember, 1948, as fast as I can get 
them sorted out and ready. 

I am getting a lot of good material 
ready for the Supplement to the 
Handbook in January. At about that 
same time Sperling will publish his 
Detroit Index giving number and title

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SOUTH PACIFIC FISHES 


A total of 356 kinds of fishes in- 
cluding several genera and many spe- 
cies hitherto unknown to _ science, 
from the waters about the Marshall 
and Marianas Islands in the South 
Pacific, are described in a 700-page 
book recently issued by the Smithson- 
ian Institution. In addition, another 
159 are presented in the keys for 
identification. 

This is the joint work of Dr. Leon- 
ard P. Schultz, curator of fishes, U.S. 
National Museum, Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, and four collaborators from 
various institutions who took part 
both in the collecting and study of 
the specimens. The work constitutes 
one of the most significant additions 
in recent years to knowledge of the 
fish portion of the Animal Kingdom. 

Some of the creatures are quite 
fantastic, either in appearance or be- 
havior. Notable among them, for ex- 
ample, are the snake, worm, and mor- 
ay eels, all bottom dwellers of tropi- 
cal waters. The snake eels, are, as 
the name indicates, almost indistin- 
guishable from serpents superficially. 
On the tail end they have hard points 
which are used like drills. The eels 
burrow straight downward in the 
bottom sand, tail first, until only the 
head protrudes above the surface. 
The worm eels belong to the same 
general group but are much smaller 
and slenderer — about the diameter 
of a lead pencil and reaching lengths 
of two feet.

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Both of these are relatively inof- 
fensive creatures. Far different are 
the moray eels, members of a related 
family. They are as much as ten 
feet long, have long, sharp teeth, and 
are described by Dr. Schultz as about 
the most vicious creatures in the sea. 
In disposition they are probably 
worse than the worst sharks and 
easily can bite through a man’s hand. 

Probably the most venomous crea- 
ture in the collection, however, is a 
variety of sting ray, ‘weighing about 
200 pounds, which was speared at the 
bottom of twenty feet of water. This 
animal, like all stingarees, has a tail 
armed with long, poisonous barbs. 
The venom could be fatal to a man. 
After it was speared the ray remained 
very much alive, and the problem of 
bringing it to the surface was diffi- 
eult. This finally was accomplished 
by two of Dr. Schultz’s collaborators, 
Dr. Robert W. Hiatt, of the Univer- 
sity of Hawaii, and Dr. Vernon Brock, 
of the Hawaiian Department of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries. First one 
would dive, grasp the handle of the 
spear, and lift the creature a few 
feet, always holding it a few feet 
away by the spear handle to be clear 
of the poison barbs. After the first 
became exhausted the other would re- 
lieve him while he came up for air. 
Thus the specimen finally was got 
on board by a series of relays, It 
proved to be a new species! ; 

The collection contains a consider- 
able variety of sharks, some quite 
vicious. These include at least one 
important new genus. 

Curiosities are the cardinal fishes, 
brilliant red, very active, and includ- 
ing some of the smallest marine 
fishes. A few species attain full 
growth at twenty-one millimeters, 
about three-fourths of an inch. They 
are the most notable of 'the “mouth 
breeders.” The female lays the eggs. 
The male carries them in its mouth, 
where they hatch. Inch-long males 
sometimes carry in their mouths as 
many as 400 eggs, nearly all of which 
hatch. 

Other curiosities are the pipe- 
fishes, hard-shelled animals which 
look like bits of a small, segmented 
pipe. They are from two inches to 
a foot long and are related to the 
more familiar seahorses of temperate 
waters. They are sluggish burrowers 
in coral reefs. As among seahorses, 
the male gives birth to the young. 
The eggs are deposited in pouches on 
the male’s belly, where they are car- 
ried until they hatch. 

Many of the fish described are in- 
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habitants of coral reefs. When dan- 
ger threatens they seek shelter in cor- 
al chambers, and when a coral head 
is broken off a considerable collection 
usually is obtained. 


FIGI ISLAND PLANTS 


More than 24,000 specimens of 
plants, including some hitherto un- 
known to science, have just been 
brought back to the Smithsonian In- 
stitution by Dr. A. C. Smith, a cur- 
ator of the U.S. National Museum, 
after a 9-month collection trip in 
the Fiji Islands. This was Dr. Smith’s 
third trip to Fiji, and during it he 
concentrated on four of the larger 
islands, Viti Levu, Ovalau, Ngau and 
Taveuni, in an effort to obtain rep- 
resentative collections from previous- 
ly neglected areas. 

Fiji is of especial interest to bot- 
anists, says Dr. Smith, because it 
appears to represent the eastern rim 
of an ancient land mass that pre- 
sumably extended westward from Fiji 
to Indo-Malaysian regions. This so- 
called Melanesian continent is sup- 
posed to have been disrupted approx- 
imately 10 or 20 million years ago, 
since which time its present rem- 
nants have been isolated from one 
another. These modern archipelagoes, 
including not only Fiji but also the 
New Hebrides, the Solomons, and 
New Caledonia, are in effect refuges 
where a great number of distinct 
species have been evolved. New Gui-

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nea was apparently the center from 
which much of the piant life spread 
eastward. 

At least one Figian plant, the de- 
generla, suggests that portions of 
the Melanesian region have been 
above the sea since the first flower- 
ing plants appeared on earth, con- 
ceivably more than 10U million years 
ago. The degeneria is a tall forest 
tree with beautiful white flowers, 
first discovered by Dr. Smith 20 
years ago and since found by him 
in many parts of Fiji. In many re- 
spects it is among the most primitive 
extant flowering plants, suggesting 
but differing from the magnolia fam- 
ily, itself a supposedly primitive 
group. 

Another striking Fijian piant is 
the tangimauthia, a climbing vine 
with beautiful red, white, and blue 
in florescences, known only from the 
summits of two islands. While collect- 
ing this rarity, Dr. Smith found grow- 
ing with it an equally spectacular 
plant of the same genus, technically 
known as Medinilla, which has been 
unknown to science. 

An unscheduled event that livened 
up the trip for Dr. and Mrs. Smith 
and their two children was the severe 
September earthquake, whicn caused 
considerable damage in Suva and 
coastal regions. Many landslides oc- 
curred in the precipitous region of 
interior Viti Levu where the family 
was then living.

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On the Origin of Miniatures 


Through the ages, art, in its many 
forms, has crystallized the essence 
of romance and thought in human 
life; the vigor and power of man’s 
artistic expression is regulated by 
his loftiness of soul, strength of 
character, and health of mind and 
bedy. With existing art relics as one 
of the guide posts, it has been pos- 
sible to reconstruct a more intellig- 
ible pattern of the lives of the an- 
cients. Some of the tangibles from 
which this pattern has been fash- 
ioned consist of what we class today 
as miniatures, a term originally ap- 
plied only to painting “in little,” as 
Pepys called miniature painting. This 
means of artistic expression had its 
origin centuries ago in decorated 
manuscripts. 

In Egypt, the parent land of all 
the arts, early writings were on 
papyrus and generaliy contained 
capitals, headings and sometimes even 
a small painting of a mythological 
subject drawn in color, paintings 
known in modern times as “minia- 
tures.” The word itself is ultimately 
derived from the Iberian minium, 
which refers to the cinnabar im- 
ported from Spain by the Romans. 
It was with this substance that ini- 
tial letters were usually written on 
manuscripts. The art of manuscript 
decoration was brought from the east 
by skillful Greek artists who had 
visited the court of Persia and other 
centers of ancient learning. 

The invention of printing threat- 
ened to deprive miniaturists, calli- 
graphers and illuminators of their 
means of existence, They therefore 
sought the cooperation of the print- 
ers who agreed to reserve corners 
on their printed pages for the elabo- 
rate designs of miniaturists. As the 
art of printing was perfected, rubri- 
cation was used less extensively and

the art of the miniaturists was no 
longer required. 


Two pieces at the Oriental Insti- 
tute which may arouse the curiosity 
of the miniature collector are a three 
inch model of a chariot found in an 
early dynastic temple of Tell Agrab, 
Iraq. Museum authorities explain 
that this chariot was probably set up 
in the temple as a votive offering 
to a city-god by a member of the 
local community. The second object, 
a replica of the original, may very 
well be termed the earliest known 
oddity: a gold monkey on the head 
of a pin, found at Ur, by C. L. Wool- 
ley of the British Museum while on 
a University of Pennsylvania expedi- 
tion. Today, pin-head miniatures are 
common among the collections of 
hobbyists who specialize in oddities.

The French deck had entirely over- 
looked (intentionally, without doult)

Richard Blome in 1684, to assist 
students in Heraldry, designed and 
published a pack on which are illus- 
trated the principles of Heraldry. 
The King of Hearts has a portrait 
of Charles II and the Royal Arms 
with the wording: “The Royal 
achievement of his sacred Majesty 
Charles by the Grace of God, King 
of England, Scotland, France, Ire- 
land, defender of ye faith.” 

Rowley & Company in 1790 (Eng- 
land) issued a pack of unusual suit 
signs with special characters for the 
Court cards: 

Hearts: The Chalice - with a red 

heart on the bowl. 

King - George III, King of 
England. 

Queen - Queen Charlotte, his wife 

Knave - Beefeater with badge 
of Crown on his chest. 

Diamonds; A red diamond with 8 

smaller diamonds on the frame 


of it, 
King - Charles IV, King of 
Spain. 
Queen - Queen of Spain. 
Knave - Soldier wearing conical 
hat and holding partizan. 
Clubs: Green Clover leaf. 
King - Frederick William II, 
King of Prussia. 
Queen - Queen of Prussia. 
Knave - Soldier with double 
eagle on cap. 
Spades; Pikes - (short Sword). 
King - Louis XVI, King of 
France. 
Queen - Queen of France. 
Knave - Soldier with wig and 
pigtail holding a lance. 
Germany Luxury Cards issued in 
the late 19th century used the suits 
as well as the court cards to rep- 
resent the history of the four great 
continents. This was published in 
Germany and England with a sheet 
printed in both languages to accom- 
pany each pack, or deck. The suits 
and court cards represent the coun- 
tries as follows: 
Hearts: For Asia. 
King - The Great Mogul. 
Queen - A Hindoo Princess. 
Knave - A Hindoo Warrior, 
Diamond - For Europe. 
King - The Enmiperor. 
Queen - The Empress. 
Knave - Lance-bearer.

This line-up is taken from one of 
the sheets which accompany the 
deck, in their order though it is 
given only in part. We wonder why 
America was represented in this man- 
ner by Spain since it was in the 
late 1800’s. The court cards are all 
brightly colored and the numerical 
cards all have scenes on them in- 
dependent of the suit signs, which 
hide part of the picture. 

The Spanish use the Knight, a 
mounted horseman instead of the 
Queen generally, and the King, II 
Rey, always stands, They do not use 
the 10 in a numeral card, though 
the knave or “Sota” is numbered 10. 


The Italian pack shows the Kings . 


seated, and-they recognize the Queen 
on their cards in addition to: the 
Knight and Knave. 

The . Persian cards depict their 
King and Queen on their cards. The 
Hindu cards show the equivalent of 
the King and Prince as the two 
court cards. 

An issue commemorating the 
Crimean War, 1853-1856, contains a 
different scene of the war battles, 
attacks, etc., on each end of the 
Aces — eight scenes, and the most 
notable Kings and officers involved 
are depicted on the court cards. 

Switzerland shows views of the 
country—eight views on the four 
Aces. They show a Mayor, belle and 
a young man as a common citizen of 
each of the main cantons, twenty- 
four different people. 

The French since the 16th century 
have depicted their strongest lead- 
ers or generals for the Kings. The 
most popular were Charlemagne, (la- 
ter Charles) Caesar, David and Alex- 
ander. Even the Queens were chosen 
for their great courage. The beau- 
tiful and very interesting costume is- 
sues of 1848 to 1891 were on the 
court cards only—all of which were 
different, and depicted noted French 
characters, mainly of the aristo- 
cracy. 

Royal Nationa] Patriotic Playing 
Cards, by Kimberly at Birmingham 
has special Court cards. This will 
probably be more quickly identified 
by the collectors as “Clocks of the 
World” as the back of the card is 
allover clocks showing time around 
the world. In this issue Kimberly used 
the Ace of Diamonds for identifi- 
cation and since they portray Queen 
Victoria on the Queen of Diamonds 
we can only assume it is intended to 
be the most important suit. The 
Knave is the late George V, as an 
officer of the British Navy. The Ace 
bears the Royal Crest and Motto, 
and the Personal Flag of Victoria 
and of England. The Ace of Hearts 
shows the American flag and the 
King is George Washington, Queen, 
Martha Washington and the Knave 
a U.S. ‘Tar’ which is the only name 
that seems to fit him, since he wears 
a goatee! 
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One of the modern sets that most 
all collectors are familiar with is 
the Victoria Jubilee deck. Though 
the above set was issued about the 
same time it is quite rare to find. 
The Victoria was issued in four var- 
ities on combination of colors in 
1897 and two known that were issued 
in 1901 after her death as a Tribute. 
This same court set was used with 
the Crest series that was issued for 
her at the same time as the por- 
traits. This issue in 1897 was in 
honor of her Diamond Jubilee. This 
is one of the most beautiful of the 
issues of court cards put out in 
England. Though they mark the Ace 
of Spades, they usually select the 
Heart suit on which to portray their 
ruler. However in this issue it is 
difficult to say which is the more im- 
portant since the five Rulers—four 
Kings and a Queen were selected 
who had reigned the longest or either 
during one of the most important 
periods. 

Hearts: King - Henry III, reigned

Queen - Eleanor, 
Henry III. 

Knave - Prince Edward, -Prince 
of Wales. 

Diamonds: King - Henry VIII,

The Aces show the Crest and 
Crown of each of the Rulers de- 
picted on the suit. 

An issue in 1874 in honor of the 
marriage of the Duke of Edinburgh 
was very nice, though not so well 
known and the court cards miss the 
lovely elegance of the Victorian Ju- 
bilee issue. The aces in this issue 
were more important since they had 
portraits, while the Court cards de- 
picted countries with no resemblance 
to the rulers themselves.

Canada, in 1915 issued a series 
called “The. Allied Armies”, the first 
with a back design of six flags— 

Belgium, 
Japan and Great Britain. Later when 
Italy came into the War this was re- 
issued and Italy’s flag made seven 
on the back design. There was also 
a different arrangement of the court 
characters, In the first issue:

The other court cards remained the 
same as in the first issue. It will be 
noted the Japanese Nobility was 
omitted. Possibly because it is forbid- 
den to use portrait or likeness of 
Emperor or Empress unless at their 
command. They do not have the same 
free use of cards as the other coun- 
tries. 

A. Dougherty wanted to be Amer- 
ican and used the Officers and Miss 
America in one deck, and the officers 
and Miss Liberty in another deck. 
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In 1854 Jazaniah Ford issued a 
special edition depicting a special 
sea fight on each of the Aces. 

Germany’s main contribution in 
Playing Cards during the 1914-1918 
War was an issue in which the ru- 
lers of Bavaria, Saxony, Wurtem- 
berg and Prussia were the kings. 
The Chiefs of: Air, Zeppelin, Water, 
Tirpitz, Land Forces, Hindenburg 
and Minister of War V. Stein, and 
Immelmann the Aviator were used 
on the Court cards for the ‘Queens’ 
and Knaves. 


One other deck must be mentioned 
as it is unusual and very interesting. 
Issued by C. L. Wust, Frankfort AM, 
with printing in English and Dutch 
for the Union of South Africa. The 
baek has a reversible design which 
appear to be the flag and seal of 
South Africa. The court cards, briefly 
described:

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New Light on 
“Ancient Dawn” Age 


New rock pages in the history of 
an obscure period of life — the “an- 
cient dawn” age of from fifty-five to 
seventy million years ago—have been 
uncovered in southwestern Wyoming 
by a Smithsonian Institution paleon- 
tologist this past summer, Dr. 
Lewis Gazin, Smithsonian curator of 
vertebrate paleontology. The period 
covered in his explorations is the 
middle and late Paleocene, the long 
time lapse between the last of the 
dinosaurs and the appearance about 
55,000,000 years ago of animals of 
similar type and roughly ancestral to 
those living today. Paleocene was the 
period when mammals were securing 
their foothold on earth. They ‘were 
evolving in many directions, but most 
of their characters were decidedly pri- 
mitive. 

Paleocene fossils are found in rocks 
just underlying | those formed during 
the “dawn age,” or Eocene. Eocene

age are likewise found in these areas, 
and are widespread in Montana and 
the Dakotas. 

In addition to his work in Paleocene 
formations, Dr. Gazin devoted a part 
of the summer to investigation of cer- 
tain lower Eocene fossil-bearing hori- 
zons, the faunas of which were but 
poorly known. These fossils were 
from river deposits interfingering 
with the extensively distributed lake 
beds of the Eocene. 

Most of the fossils collected remain 
to be identified and studied, but it 
is likely, Dr. Gazin says, that the 
Smithsonian collections will increase 
by several fold the number of known 
animals, from the particular sites 
worked, which inhabited this area at

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the time of, and just before, the dawn 
of present- ‘day life forms. At least 
three notable areas were found which 
are expected to repay much further 
excavation. 

Most of the fossils obtained were 
isolated bones and teeth turned into 
stone. From these much can be de- 
duced concerning the appearance of 
the animals in life. The largest of 
the ancient creatures of which any 
trace was found, represented by a 
skull, was Pantolambda, a vegetation- 
eating creature about the size of a 
bear. It did not remotely resemble 
any living animal, and its descen- 
dants became extinct early in the Eo- 
cene.

Arms: Argent a cross between four escal- 
lops sable. Crest - A stag lodged sable at- 
tired or. 


The above description of the Cog- 
geshall Armorial Bearing is found in 
the Roll of Arms, registered by the 
Committee on Heraldry of the New 
England Historic Genealogical So- 
ciety for John Coggeshall (1601- 
1647), the first president of. the 
Rhode Island colony. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A silver (argent) shield charged 
with a.black (sable) cross between 
four «black escallops or cockleshells. 
As no color is given after mention 
of the cross in the Heraldic descrip- 
tion, .we know it is the same color 
-as the escallops as color names are 
not: repeated. Crest - A black (sable) 
stag at rest, or lying on ‘the ground 
(lodged) with antlers of gold (at- 
tired: or). 

Both the cross and the escallops 
indicate Crusader ancestry. The 
large plain cross is one of the so- 
called “Honourable Ordinaries,” 
straight sided figures, one-third the 
width of the shield, first symbols 
used to identify men in armour. The 
cross was first adopted in general 
Heraldic use by those who had _ actual- 
ly served in the Crusades. The escal- 
lop shell was the ancient badge of the 
pilgrim and was introduced into ar- 
mory as signifying one who had 
made long journeys or voyages into 
far countries, who had borne con- 
siderable naval command, or who had 
gained great victories. 

‘The stag is said to be symbolical 
either of one skillful in music and-a 
lover. of harmony, or of one that is

politic and well foresees his times 
and opportunities; or again, of one 
who is unwilling to assail the enemy 
rashly but rather desirous to stand 
on his own ground honestly than to 
annoy another wrongfully. Summar- 
ized briefly, the stag signifies policy, 
peace and harmony. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the ori- 
ginal bearer and are granted only 
if he be worthy. Silver signifies sin- 
cerity and peace; sable, the fur lin- 
ing of royal robes, constancy and 
nobility; gold, generosity and eleva- 
tion of mind. 

This illustration is incomplete as 
it lacks the mantling and helmet, 
which the men wore in medieval 
days. The mantling was a scarf of 
heavy cloth or leather thrown over 
the helmet to protect the neck from 
the heat of the sun, the armour from 
rust, and to foil the enemy’s sword. 
A correct emblazon would include 
the mantling which must have the 
main metal for lining, and the main 
color of the Coat-of-Arms on the out- 
side, There must also be a wreath 
of the colors holding the mantling 
on to the helmet, six strands show- 
ing, the first of the metal, second of 
the color and then alternating. Upon 
this six-stranded wreath the crest 
rests, should there be one granted. 

The grandfather of John Cogge- 
shall (1601-1647) was also named 
John. He died 1 Jan. 1600/1 and was 
buried at Halstead, co. Essex, Eng- 
land. He built’ an’‘:almshouse on his 
land in’ 1563 bearing the Arms illus- 
trated above, with the motto: “Truth 
by the selfe.” 

John’s father was also named 
John, and called “the Younger” to 
distinguish him not from his father, 
but from his half-brother, John Cog- 
geshall, “the Elder.” He was born 
24 July 1576 and was buried at Hal- 
stead 4 Aug. 1615. He and his wife, 
Anne Butter, were the parents of 
John Coggeshall, the emigrant to 
America. 

The early Coggeshalls in America 
formed one of the wealthiest and 
most prominent of the families of 
Rhode Island. John Coggeshall, of 
Castle Hedingham, co. Essex, with 
his wife Mary and children sailed 
for New England on the ship Lyon 
in 1632 and arrived in Boston on 
September the 16th of the same year. 
He resided in Roxbury and Boston 
until 1687 when he moved to Rhode 
Island. On 27 Nov. 1647 he died in 
Newport while holding office :as the 
first president of the Rhode Island 
colony. He-had eight children. and 


left many descendants. John, his 
eldest son, left three children by his 
first wife, nine children by his second 
wife, and four children by his third 
wife. His daughter Ann married 
Peter Easton and had thirteen child- 
ren; Joshua, who became a Quaker, 
had eight children by his first wife; 
and Wayte, a daughter who married 
Daniel Gould, had ten children. 

The genealogical records of the 
Coggeshall family are preserved in 
excellent form in the work “Cogge- 
shalls ‘in America,” published in 
1930 and compiled by Charles Pierce 
Coggeshall and Thellwell Russell 
Coggeshall, joint authors. This work, 
combined with material to be found 
in Austin’s Genealogical Dictionary 
of Rhode Island; The Rhode Island 
Historical Magazine, vol. 5; the New 
England Historical and Genealogical 
Register, vol. 73 and others all cover 
the records in a very able and thor- 
ough manner. It was an interesting 
experience to go through the Cogge- 
shall names found in the Dictionary 
of Nat. Biography, Nat. Cyclopedia of 
American Biography, Appleton’s Cy- 
clopedia, Who’s Who in America, the 
Rhode Island Biographical Cyclo- 
pedia, Lamb’s Biographical Diction- 
ary of the United States, and the D. 
A. R. Lineage Books, as every name 
mentioned in these works could be 
picked up and traced back in the 
above mentioned genealogy of the 
family. es 

Among the names ‘mentioned was 
Peleg (1734-1813) who gave service 
as a public officer of Nantucket dur- 
ing the Revolution; George, born 2 
Nov. 1784 at Milford, Conn., a naval 
historian; Murray Hart Coggeshall, 
an.investment banker, born in 1873 
at Homer, New York; Hon. Henry 
James Coggeshall, a lawyer born at 
Waterville, Oneida Co., New York 
in 1845; George Whiteley Coggeshall 
chemist, born Des Moines, ‘Iowa, in 
1867; Lowell Thelwall Coggeshall, 
University’ Dean mentioned ~ in 
“Who’s Who in America, 1951-2”; 
Rev. Samuel Wilde Coggeshall, D. 
D., born Lynn, Mass. 1811, made 
Doctor of Divinity by the Wesleyan 
University at Delaware, Ohio; Rev. 
Freeborn Coggeshall who died at the 
University of Oxford, England at 
the age of thirty-one; and Arthur 
Sterry Coggeshall, paleontologist, 
born Bridgeport, Conn. in 1878. Gid- 
eon (1766-1821) enlisted for service 
in the Revolutionary War, as did 
Sergt. William (1754-1823) of Bris- 
tol, R. I., and Joseph (1754-1830) 
and,- Thomas (1728-1803) ‘both of 
Middletown, Rhode Island. 
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Burke’s American Families with 
British Ancestry (1939) takes the 
line of George Whiteley Coggeshall, 
mentioned above, back eight gener- 
ations through Indiana, North Caro- 
lina, Nantucket, Mass., to Newport, 
Rhode Island and to John, the emi- 
grant. 

As it is a quarter of a century 
since :the Coggeshall. records were 
compiled, let us hope some of ‘the 
younger members of the family are 
genealogically minded and will carry 
on the records to include the recent 
generations. 


BROWNLOW 

This month I had hoped to give 
you material on the Brownlow 
family, as in the course of working 
on records for a client, I came across 
the statement in Virkus’ First Fam- 
ilies of America that James Brown- 
low, grandfather of William Gann- 
away Brownlow (20th Governor of 
Tennessee from (1865-69), was the 
son of the Hon. William Brownlow 
of Lurgon, Ireland, and his second 
wife, Catherine Hall. If true, this 
would lead to royal lines and other 
easily established records in Eng- 
land. However, on closer inspection 
the error in this lineage is apparent, 
as William Brownlow (1726-1794) 
did not marry Catherine Hall until 
23 Nov. 1765, and their son James 
was born 6 Feb. 1772. 

The birthdate of the James Brown- 
low who settled in Virginia is given 
in American records as 1753. Chalk- 
ley’s Abstracts from Augusta Coun- 
ty; Virginia, has a reference indicat- 
ing James Brownlow and Katherine 
(presumably his wife) sold property 
21 Feb. 1777. He and his wife Kath- 
erine had issue: Alexander, William, 
Isaac, Samuel, John and Joseph - and 
probably others. Their son Joseph, 
the father of: the Tennessee Govern- 
or, was born’ in 1781 and died in 
1816.. From these records it is easy 
to see that the son of William and 
Catherine (Hall) Brownlow was a 
much younger man than the Vir- 
ginia. Brownlow. : 

This is inserted just as a warning: 
not to lean too heavily on undocu- 
mentéd ‘works, but to use them mere- 
ly as a guide.

of all decency, Gales with Fox and 
other liberals applauded it. About this 
period Gales employed a Richard Da- 
vidson, who was associated with a 
revolutionary movement in Britain. 
The government suspected that Da- 
vidson was but a tool of Gales. A 'war- 
rant for Gales’ arrest was issued. He 
was away from home at the time 
and rather than chance proving his 
innocence he fled to Amsterdam and 
then to Hamburg where his family 
joined him. The imprisonment and 
trial would have ruined him even if 
acquitted so he decided to go to 
America. Montgomery settled the af- 
fairs of Gales in England and con-

While delayed at Hamburg because 
of Mrs. Gales’ health, the elder Gales 
learned German and the art of short- 
hand. Arriving in Philadelphia he 
found employment as a printer. His 
employer, Claypole, had him report 
on Congress which then sat in Phila- 
delphia. The -report of the actual 
speeches, which Gales set down in 
short-hand, became a nine days won- 
der and soon after Gales purchased 
an established newspaper “The Inde- 
pendent Gazetteer.” This he conducted 
with success until 1799. He had made 
many friends in the Capitol which 
was then preparing to move to Wash- 
ington. Nathaniel Macon persuaded 
Gales to go to Raleigh, North Caro- 
lina, the new capitol of that state, 
where Gales established the “Regis- 
ter” and spent the remainder of his 
life except for the last few years in 
Washington after his retirement. His 
third son Weston took over the “Reg- 
ister.” His daughter Sarah’s husband, 
who had assisted him on the “Regis- 
ter,” William Winston Seaton, went 
to Washington to assist Joseph the 
Younger on the “Intelligencer.” Jo- 
seph the elder died at Raleigh in 
April, 1841 at the age of 80. 

The younger Gales came to Raleigh 
at the age of 13 and attended school 
there and was interested in amateur 
theatricals. Then his brother-in-law 
Seaton came on the scene. The “Reg- 
ister” plant was partly destroyed by 
fire and young Joseph who had 
learned the printer’s trade went to 
Warrenton to work with Richard Da- 
vidson, the old revolutionary, now an 
editor at that place, who atoned for 
his past mischief by helping Gales 
get out his work while the Raleigh 
plant was being rebuilt. Young Gales 
also studied stenography. He went to 
Philadelphia where he worked for 
Birch and Small and then his father 
arranged with Smith to have young 
Joseph report for the “Intelligencer.” 

The story of both the younger 
Gales and Seaton is that of their 
newspaper which was the diary of the 
nation from 1800 to 1870. In 1813 
Joseph Gales married the daughter of 
Theodorick Lee, younger brother of 
“Light Horse” Harry Lee. The 
younger Gales died in latinas 


June 21, 1860.
